HOLD  PROTRACTED  SESSION 


City  Government  Struggles  With  Question  of  Location 
for  the  Junior  High  School  at  West  Newton 
and  Auburndale 


The  city  government  evidently  don't 
realize  that  it.  is  vacation  time,  as  the 
board  of  aldermen  held  a session  this 
week  beginning  Monday  evening  and 
lasting  until  1.40  A.  M.,  Tuesday  morn- 
ing. 

President  Hollis  presided  and  nil 
were  present  hut  Aldermen  Bail.  Wal- 
ton, N.  F.  Pratt,  and  Tucker. 

There  were  several  long  and  tire- 
some hearings. 

Mr.  Curtis  Abbott  appeared  in  fa- 
vor of  the  petition  of  himself  and  wife 
that  land  on  Claflln  place  and  Walnut 
street  be  changed  from  residential  to 
the  business  district.  Mr.  Abbott  has 
some  trouble  with  his  speech  and 
hardly  a word  he  said  for  over  15 
minutes  could  he  understood.  His 
petition  was  vigorously  opposed  by 
Messrs.  Warren  F.  Gregory,  Robert 
Douglass.  Charles  F.  Cheney  and 
others. 

A lively  hearing  with  West  Newton 
supporting  one  site  and  Auburndale 
another  came  over  orders  for  the  tak- 
ing Y>f  the  Atkinson  land  corner  of 
Commonwealth  avenue  and  Washing- 
ton street  and  for  taking  land  on 
Washington  street  and  Greenough 
street,  for  the  proposed  new  Junior 
High  School  to  serve  the  Auburn- 
dale, West  Newton  and  Walmn  dis- 
tricts. Mr.  Harold  W.  Knowlton  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  Atkinson  site  and  he 
was  followed  by  ex-alderman  W.  J. 
Spaulding,  Stephen  B.  Wright,  Mrs. 
Arthur  W.  Lane  and  several  ladies 
who  merely  gave  their  names. 

Ex-alderman  S.  H.  Whidden  gave  a 
history  of  the  Junior  High  School 
movement  calling  attention  to  the  fact 
that  five  years  ago  nothing  was  men- 
tioned regarding  a playground  for 
such  schools.  He  said  that  the  Frank 
A.  Day  school  had  hut  three  acres  and 
was  apparently  well  served.  He  fa- 
vored taking  the  Greenough  street 
land  for  the  proposed  school  and  the 
Myrtle  street  property  for  a play- 
ground. He  opposed  the  Atkinson 
land  ns  too  rough,  expensive  to  level, 
as  well  as  to  buy,  and  thought  the 
automobile  menace  would  confuse  the 
children. 

Mr.  Henry  Whitmore  wanted  the 
board  to  look  ahead  and  predicted 
that  with  the  city  growing  as  fast  as 
at  present,  the  corner  of  Washington 
street  and  the  avenue  would  become  a 


business  centre.  He  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  Elm  road  had  been 
closed  on  account  of  the  noise  by 
passing  autontobiles  and  did  not  see 
why  any  consideration  should  he  given 
the  Atkinson  land  on  that  account 
alone.  He  believed  that  the  Atkinson 
land  was  favored  merely  on  the 
ground  of  vanity,  and  in  order  to  let 
strangers  see  what  a fine  school  build- 
ing we  had.  He  suggested  that  the 
problem  had  not  been  studied  geo- 
graphically and  suggested  that  Waban 
would  get  better  service  if  its  chil- 
dren joined  with  those  of  Newton 
Highlands  rather  than  with  Auburn- 
dale and  West  Newton.  The  Atkin- 
son land  would  involve  law  suits,  and 
as  the  city  had  a serious  financial 
problem  to  solve,  with  our  schools  as 
tremendous  burden,  the  city  cannot  af- 
ford to  throw  away  $50,000  for  one 
school  building.  Washington  street  be- 
tween Auburn  street  and  Common- 
wealth avenue  was  the  least  travelled 
part  of  the  entire  street  and  he  fav- 
ored the  Myrtle  street  land  for  the 
school  site. 

Hon.  Thomas  Weston  for  the  West 
Newton  Men’s  Club  said  its  Village 
committee  was  unanimously  opposed 
to  the  Atkinson  land.  They  believed 
it  a great  mistake  to  build  schools  as 
monuments  and  that  if  that  plan  was 
abandoned  we  could  build  more  and 
better  schools. 

Mr.  John  M.  Walsh  opposed  the  At- 
kinson land  and  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  if  a ball  field  was  lo- 
cated on  that  property  there  would 
he  a congestion  caused  by  cars  stop- 
ping along  the  avenue  at  that  point. 
Mr.  Frederick  J.  Fessenden  urged  the 
need  of  quiet  for  school  buildings  and 
suggested  that  one  trolley  line  was 
bad  enough  and  two  would  be  in- 
finitely worse.  Mr.  Murray  Ballou, 
master  of  a Boston  school,  told  of  the 
dangers  of  children  crossing  a heavy 
travelled  street. 

A letter  was  read  from  the  Atkin- 
son estate  opposing  the  taking  of  their 
land  and  a similar  one  from  the  Saun- 
ders estate  on  the  Greenough  street 
site.  In  uddition  Mary  Ella  Saunders 
asked  that  their  homestead  should  not 
be  taken. 

Mayor  Childs  sent  in  a large  num- 
ber of  recommendations  including  one 
(Continued  on  Page  4)

CHILDREN’S  DAY  A SUCCESS 


Newton  Lodge  of  Elks  Entertains  Over  3500  Children 
at  Norumbega  Park  on  Wednesday 


One  of  the  most  successful  affairs 
ever  given  in  this  city  was  the  Chil- 
dren's Day  last  Wednesday  at  Norum- 
bega  Park  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Newton  Lodge  of  Elks. 

Beginning  with  the  idea  of  an  out- 
ing for  some  of  the  crippled  and  or- 
phan children  of  the  city,  the  social 
and  community  service  committee  of 
the  Lodge  gradually  expanded  the 
scope  of  the  plan  until  it  embraced 
all  the  children  of  the  city  between 
6 and  15  years  of  age. 

The  Playground  Department  of  the 
city  under  the  direction  of  Supt.  Her- 
mann rendered  invaluable  assistance, 
both  in  the  registration  of  the  chil- 
dren last  week,  and  in  the  carrying 
out  of  the  scheme  on  Wednesday. 

The  children,  some  3500  in  number, 
were  taken  to  the  Park  by  the  Mid- 
dlesex & Boston  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, some  thirty  cars  being 
used  for  the  purpose,  and  reaching 
all  parts  of  the  city,  except  Auburn- 
dale, where  the  children  walked  to  the 
Park. 

Each  child  had  a ticket  with  cou- 
pons calling  for  admission  to  the 
Park,  a ride  on  the  merry-go-round, 
a ride  on  the  Dodg’m,  on  the  cater- 
pillar and  sea  plane,  for  refreshments, 
and  for  admission  to  the  theatre.  ^ 

The  tickets  were  of  different  colors, 
yellow  for  the  Lower  Falls  and  No- 
nantum,  green  for  Auburndale,  Upper 
Falls  and  Highlands,  buff  for  Newton 
and  West  Newton,  and  blue  for  New- 
tonville, Newton  Centre  and  Thomp- 
sonville 

The  committee  provided  a hospital 
tent  and  several  nurses  in  case  of 
need,  hut  only  three  slight  accidents 
were  reported. 

Twenty  children  from  the  Peabody 
Home  for  Crippled  Children  were  the 
special  guests  of  the  Elks,  and  52  boys 
were  present  from  the  Working  Boys' 
home  on  Winchester  street. 

The  merry-go-round  never  made  so 
many  successive  trips  since  it  was  in- 
stalled in  the  park  years  ago.  The 
roar  of  the  revolving  caterpillar  was 
heard  from  the  time  the  youngsters 
entered  the  park  until  late  in  the  af- 
ternoon. The  "sea  planes"  flew  in 
continuous  circles,  stopping  for  only 
a fraction  of  a minute  to  unload  and 
take  on  another  cargo  of  "aviators.” 
The  "dodge  'em  cars"  were  filled  every 
minute. 

Impromptu  dances  were  staged 
around  the  bandstand,  where  the  per- 
spiring musicians  played  for  hours  for 


the  youngsters.  The  crowd  around  tho 
baby  hears  In  the  zoo.  Ned,  Nick  and 
Nora,  was  so  great  that  the  animal 
trainers  and  half  the  Elks'  committee 
was  compelled  to  station  themselves 
around  the  cage  so  that  overalled, 
barefooted  “Huck  Finns"  would  not 
work  their  way  through  the  bars  of 
the  cage  to  the  little  black  balls  of 
fur  that  swung,  played  see-saw  and 
begged  for  peanuts  from  the  kiddies. 

Feeding  the  multitude  was  some 
task,  but  it  was  successfully  done  thru 
the  splendid  assistance  of  the  Play- 
ground Supervisors,  the  children  fil- 
ing rapidly  past  the  refreshment  tab- 
les, and  each  receiving  a cup  of  milk, 
crackers  and  a slice  of  ice  cream. 
120  gallons  of  ice  cream  were  required 
to  meet  the  demand. 

After  refreshments  came  the  thea- 
tre, followed  by  the  diving  stunt, 
which  is  a feature  this  week  at  the 
Park,  and  then  the  crowd  was  taken 
home  by  trolley.

Mrs.  Mary  Abby  (Thaxter)  Pelou- 
bol.  the  wife  of  the  late  Rev.  Francis 
N.  Peloubet,  died  at  her  home  In 
Auhurndale  on  July  28.  She  was  born 
in  Limington,  Maine,  October  17,  lS.'IT, 
and  as  a very  little  child  removed  to 
Bangor,  where  her  early  life  was 
spent.  Given  the  best  education  that 
Bangor  could  offer,  she  graduated 
from  the  high  school;  but  when  tho 
brilliant  brother  with  whom  she  had 
kept  pace  in  her  studies  entered  Har- 
vard she  longed  for  the  college  train- 
ing denied  to  women  in  those  days. 
Yet  she  had  the  advantage  of  being 
numbered  among  the  pupils  of  the 
great  Louis  Agassiz  who  had  opened 
in  Cambridge  a school  for  young 
ladles. 

Her  marriage  took  place  In  1859. 
when  Dr.  Peloubet  was  in  his  lirst 
pastorate  at  Lanesville,  Mass.  There 
and  in  his  other  pastorates  at  Oak- 
ham, Attleboro,  and  Natick,  she  took 
part  in  all  the  church  activities,  never 
stinting  either  time  or  effort. 

When  Dr.  Peloubet  undertook  the 
preparation  of  his  yearly  volume  of 
Select  Notes  for  the  Sunday  School, 
in  addition  to  the  burden  of  a pastor- 
ate. she  offered  her  aid.  giving  a large 
portion  of  her  time  to  this  work:  and 
for  many  years  her  name  was  asso- 
ciated with  his  on  the  title  page. 

Mrs.  Peloubet  bad  not  only  a deep 
interest  in  missions,  but  a wide 
knowledge  of  them,  and  while  in  Na- 
tick was  president  of  the  Middlesex 
Branch  of  the  W.  B.  M.  In  1883  l)r. 
Peloubet  resigned  his  pastorate  to 
devote  himself  exclusively  to  writing, 
and  in  1889  the  family  moved  to  Aub- 
urndale.

THE  SOONER  STATE 


The  National  Editorial  Association  Enjoys  the  Unbound- 
ed Hospitality  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma 


Members  of  the  National  Editorial 
Association,  thin  year,  were  the  guests 
of  various  organizations  in  the  state 
of  Oklahoma  and  spent  a most  de- 
lightful week  in  that  new  and  spacious 
Commonwealth  of  tlie  southwest. 

It  may  he  of  interest  to  my  readers 
to  know  a few  facts  about  this  com- 
paratively unknown  state  of  the 
union.  The  state  Is  about  as  large  as 
all  the  New  England  states,  with  Con- 
necticut added  again  for  good  meas- 
ure. tf  Oklahoma  could  be  superim- 
posed on  this  part  of  the  country  It 
would  reach  from  Boston  to  Rochest- 
er, N.  Y.,  in  one  direction,  and  as  far 
south  as  Jersey  City,  or  as  far  north 
as  Sherbrooke,  Canada.  With  all  this 
extent  of  country  it  has  about  half  the 
population  of  Massachusetts  and  in- 
deed, Greater  Boston  has  nearly  as 
many  persons  as  the  entire  state  of 
Oklahoma. 

The  state,  as  most  of  us  know,  was 


the  work  Mr.  Marland  is  doing,  will, 
within  ten  years,  become  one  of  the 
marvels  of  the  country.  Later  we 
drove  to  Mr.  Marland's  own  residence 
and  admired  the  beautiful  gardens 
there.  A gradual  slope  from  the  resi- 
dence to  the  greenhouses,  has  been 
terraced,  with  differnt  flowers  in  each 
terruce.  the  first  being  filled  with 
water  lilies,  and  each  terrace  being 
a mlnature  garden  of  its  own  and  yet 
contributing  its  shar  e to  the  general 
effect. 

From  hero  we  drove  to  the  famous 
101  ranch  of  the  Miller  brothers  which 
It  may  bo  recalled  has  given  Its  en- 
tertainment throughout  the  country. 
On  tile  way  we  passed  through  the 
tank  farm  of  the  Marland  Oil  Com- 
pany, and  noted  that  Mr.  Marland's 
lovo  of  flowers  had  included  gardens 
uround  tlie  ofilce  buildings  of  his  plant. 
The  tank  farm  covers  2000  acres  (a 
quarter  of  the  size  of  Newton) 


when  thousands  of  persons  gathered  at 
the  boundary  line  at  a given  day  and 
nt  the  sound  of  the  cannon,  raced 
across  the  line  for  various  parts  of 
the  country  and  before  night  had  be- 
gun the  foundation  of  future  cities. 
While  the  bulk  of  these  home  seek- 
ers were  kept  in  place  prior  to  the 
signal  by  United  States  troops,  many 
persons  at  the  risk  of  their  lives  (for 
the  soldiers  shot  to  kill  any  trespass- 
ers) evaded  the  military  forces  and 
got  into  the  coveted  territory  sooner 
than  others  and  consequently,  were 
known  afterwards  as  "sooners."  At 
first  this  was  a term  which  meant  a 
fight,  hut  it  soon  softened  down  and 
is  now  a nickname  of  the  state  itself, 
Oklahoma  being  termed  "The  Sooner 
State.” 

The  New  England  party  made  the 
trip  to  the  Southwest,  by  way  of  St. 
Louis  and  Kansas  City,  passing  en 
route,  througli  the  city  of  Marion, 
Ohio,  the  home  and  burial  place  of  the 
lamented  President  Harding.  It  is 
hardly  fair  to  gauge  the  city  by  the 
surroundings  of  its  railroad  station, 
hut  it  would  seem  ns  if  an  active  Im- 
provement Association  in  that  city 
might  he  of  useful  service  in  making 
the  city  a little  more  attractive. 

We  made  the  trip  by  way  of  St. 
Louis  rather  than  by  way  of  Chicago, 
in  order  to  avoid  the  transportation  of 
baggage  across  from  one  station  to 
another  in  the  latter  city.  St.  Louis 
having  a Union  station  which  saves 
this  unmitigated  nuisance. 

Kansas  City  was  reached  on  Sun- 
day morning,  and  we  found  that  live- 
ly place  preparing  for  the  convention 
of  tlie  Shriners,  a sloping  park  oppos- 
ite tlie  splendid  railroad  station  having 
the  emblem  of  that  order  shown  in 
fl  iwering  p'ants  At  the  top  of  this 
hillside,  wt  noted  the  beginnings  of  a 
magnificent  war  memorial. 

The  forenoon  was  taken  up  with 
greeting  old  acquaintances  and  form- 
ing new  ones,  a feature  of  the  Editor- 
ial trips  which  always  appeals  to  the 
“old  timers"  of  the  Association. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  furnished  automobiles  to 
drive  us  around  the  city.  We  were 
assigned  to  a car  owned  by  Mr.  W.  J. 
Perry,  whom  we  found  was  one  of 
the  leading  as  well  as  one  of  the 
wealthy  residents  of  the  city,  and  a 
man  who  was  formerly  in  business 
with  Mr.  John  A.  Gardner  of  Park 
street.  Newton. 

It  shows  something  of  the  spirit  of 
the  place,  when  wealthy  men  like  Mr. 
Perry  will  not  only  allow  the  use  of 
their  automobiles  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  plain  newspapermen  and 
women,  hut  will  give  his  own  time  as 
well.  We  doubt  very  much  if  a similar 
spirit  would  or  could  he  found  in  New- 
ton 

Air.  Perry  gave  us  a most  interest- 
ing drive  around  the  city,  ar.-l  we  soon

fined daily  at  the  Marland  works. 

Our  hosts  had  planned  to  show  us 
how  an  oil  well  was  shot,  and  the 
advance  notice  attracted  considerable 
attention  from  the  country  side,  as 
well  as  from  the  editors.  Mr.  Cragin 
thought  it  best  to  keep  about  a quar- 
ter of  a mile  away  from  the  well,  as 
it  might  spray  those  nearer  with  oil, 
hut  his  precautions  were  not  neces- 
sary as  the  well  did  not  “gush"  at  all, 
and  only  those  close  at  hand  were  able 
to  see  the  oil  spout  up  a few  feet. 

From  here  we  drove  to  the  101  ranch 
where  the  three  Miller  brothers  gave 
us  a most  hospitable  welcome,  of 
which  the  first  thing  on  the  program 
was  a western  barbecue,  with  decor- 
ated tin  cups  as  dinner  favors.  As  I 
have  something  of  a prejudice  against 
barbecues,  I will  not  attempt  to  de- 
scribe it. 

The  101  ranch  is  said  to  get  its 
name  because  there  are  101,000  acres 
in  the  ranch.  The  annual  roundup 
is  usually  held  in  the  fall,  but  was 
advanced  to  May  this  year  in  honor 
of  the  visit  of  the  editors. 

The  roundup  or  rodeo  had  been  held 
for  five  days  previous  to  our  visit 
and  60,000  people  had  attended  the  | 
show  on  Sunday,  paying  $1  for  en- 
trance with  grandstand  seats  at  $2.50. 

The  program  opened  with  a grand 
pageant  in  which  hundreds  of  the 
native  Indians  took  part. 

Heading  the  procession  were  the 
Miller  Brothers  in  cowboy  costumes 
mounted  on  fine  horses,  followed  by 
a score  of  cowboys  and  cowgirls,  then 
the  Indians  in  all  the  barbaric  splendor 
Imaginable.  Bringing  up  the  rear  came 
some  fifteen  or  twenty  of  the  old  time 
prairie  schooners  and  other  outfits 
used  in  crossing  the  plans  in  pioneer 
days  hearing  such  laconic  legends  as 
“Pikes  Peak  or  Bust"  and  "Busted  by 
God"  and  a score  or  more  of  others. 
It  was  a real  picture  of  historic  val- 
ue and  realistic  in  the  extreme. 

This  was  followed  by  a series  of  In- 
dian dances  to  the  music  of  the  Indian 
tom  toms  which  were  especially  en- 
tertaining and  particularly  amusing  to 
see  the  big.  fat  squaws  jumping  up 
and  down  in  grotesque  movements  to 
the  weird  music  of  the  tom  toms. 

A company  of  Indian  boys  next 
gave  an  exhibition  of  one  of  their 
hall  games  the  hall  being  thrown 
instead  of  batted.  They  were  en- 
tirely naked  save  for  a narrow  clout 
about  the  thighs.  The  Indians  in  the 
pageant  were  representatives  of  the 
Cheyennes,  Osage,  Seminole,  Com- 
manches.  Apaches  and  several  other 
tribes  gathered  from  the  surrounding 
country. 

The  rodeo  consisted  of  splendid 
riding  by  gorgeously  attired  cow 
hoys  and  cow  girls,  with  prizes  offered 
for  tlie  roping  of  steers  and  for  a new  I 
stunt,  culled  "bull  dogging."  In  the  j 
steer  roping,  the  animal  is  driven 
out  into  the  field,  closely  followed  by  a 
cow  boy,  who  endeavors  to  capture  j

Some  one  told  us  later  that  the 
Owen  address  was  a fake  although 
one  of  our  neighbors  at  the  table  in- 
sisted that  he  recognized  the  Sena- 
tor's voice. 

An  enjoyable  entertainment  was 
provided  and  Mr.  Marland  made  an 
address  on  the  oil  situation.  Mr.  Mar- 
land said  in  part; 

"This  Nation  must  have  petroleum. 
It  is  dependent  upon  that  product  to 
a degree  not  equalled  by  any  other 
Nation.  The  great  abundance  of  it 
within  our  borders  has  caused  this 
people  to  adapt  every  industrial  and 
social  activity  to  its  use  and  to  dis- 
card those  products  and  methods 
which  petroleum  supplanted.  Every 
railroad  train,  every  factory,  every 
machine  shop  from  Maine  to  Cali- 
fornia and  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf 
would  stop  dead  in  a few  hours  and 
move  no  more  until  some  substitute 
lubricant  were  found  should  petrole- 
um cease.  Every  automobile  would 
stop  instantly.  Our  safety  in  war 
and  success  in  peace  depend  upon  a 
supply  of  petroleum  or  an  adequate 
substitute  for  it. 

"Twenty  years  ago  there  were  only 
a few  wells  in  Oklahbma.  located  80 
miles  east  of  Ponca  City.  They  pro- 
duced four  thousand  barrels  of  oil 
per  day.  To-day  Oklahoma  is  pro- 
ducing daily  four  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  barrels  or  one-sixth  of  the 
world’s  output  of  oil.  From  this  it 
supplies  more  than  one-fifth  of  the 
world's  gasoline.  Petroleum  is  the 
basic  industry  of  Oklahoma  as  it  is 
the  basic  industry  of  Ponca  City." 

Speaking  of  price  fixing  by  law,  Mr. 
Marland  said: 

“Now  the  oil  industry  as  such  does 
not  differ  fundamentally  front  other 
industries.  The  same  economic  prin- 
ciples govern  its  operations  that  gov- 
ern or  should  govern  the  coal  indus- 
try. the  lumber  industry,  the  mining 
industry,  cattle  raising  and  agricul- 
ture. If  price  fixing  by  law  or  ex- 
tensive regulations  are  logical  in  their 
application  to  any  one  of  these  in- 
dustries they  are  by  the  same  line  of 
reasoning  applicable  to  all  of  them. 
The  imposing  of  any  new  principle  on 
one  of  these  branches  presages  its 
like  imposition  on  all  others.  The 
cost  of  wheat,  of  lumber,  of  coal,  of 
labor  itself,  are  important  factors  in

Secret  Service  Tells  How 

to  Detect  “ Raised ” Bill * 

The  raising  of  United  Slates  cur- 
rency above  Its  face  value  by  unscru- 
pulous Individuals  has  become  so  gen- 
eral during  i lie  past  few  years  that  the 
secret  service  has  Issued  a general 
warning  to  all  who  handle  large  sums 
af  money  to  give  close  watch  to  till 
currency  irccepted.  Hotels,  hunks  and 
merchants  are  generally  the  ones  who 
receive  most  of  the  raised  money. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  money  In  cir- 
culation In  the  United  States  Is  In  the 
form  of  federal  reserve  hank  notes. 
Ninety-live  per  cent  of  the  raised  cur- 
rency In  circulation  Is  In  these  same 
notes.  Crooks  succeed  In  changing  the 
figures  and  the  letters,  hut  they  can't 
change  the  portraits.  If  hank  tellers, 
department  store  cashiers,  railroad 
ticket  sellers  and  others  who  handle 
large  sums  of  money  would  memorize 
the  portraits  which  appear  on  the  dif- 
ferent denominations  of  federal  re- 
serve bank  notes  there  would  be  very 
little  passing  of  raised  currency.  This 
ought  to  lie  easy  because  the  portraits 
which  appear  on  these  bills  are  ones 
which  everyone  remembers  from  school 
days.  They  ore:  On  the  $1  federal 
reserve  bunk  note,  Washington;  on  u

No  Ivory  Famine 

Tlie  elephant  is  a very  useful  ani- 
mal. both  for  draft  purposes  nntf  for 
ivory.  A few  years  ago  70,000  were 
slaughtered  annually  for  their  tusks 
so  that  it  seemed  as  though  there  was 
a good  chance  of  tlie  big  unimal's  be- 
coming extinct.  Wise  laws,  however, 
have  checked  tlie  destruction  so  that 
the  number  is  increasing.  Tlie  war 
gave  tin*  elephants  their  chance  and 
tlie  British  authorities  in  East  Africa 
have  also  protected  them.  South  of 
Zambesi  the  elephant  is  virtually  ex- 
tinct and  the  Capo  market  for  Ivory 
has  ceased  to  exist.  At  present  Mo- 
zambique Is  the  center  of  the  Ivory 
trade.  Oddly  enough  the  Portuguese, 
through  whose  bunds  It  comes,  send 
nearly  all  the  Ivory  across  to  Bom- 
bay, where  It  is  sorted  and  cut  and 
dispatched  to  the  European  markets. 
The  world’s  supply  of  real  elephant 
Ivory  is  now  about  250  tons  a year. — 
Washington  Post. 


The  Radiometer 

An  instrument  by  which  radiant 
bent  and  light  may  be  directly  con- 
verted Into  mechanical  energy  Is  an 
Invention  of  Sir  William  Crookes.  It 
consists  of  an  exhausted  globe  of  glass 
in  which  Is  a needle  support  carrying 
a rotating  four-disk  vane,  the  faces 
being  blackened  on  one  side.  Placed 
In  a field  of  light,  the  blackened  side 
of  each  disk  absorbs  more  of  the  radi- 
ant energy  t bun  the  other  side,  and 
the  molecules  of  residual  air  that 
strike  it  are  thus  given  greater  energy. 
The  resulting  pressure  does  not  be- 
come quickly  equalized  for  the  two 
sides,  as  would  be  the  ease  In  air  of 
the  ordinary  density,  hence  the  vane 
rotates.  An  ndaptiitlon  of  tlie  Crookes 
radiometer  lias  been  devised  by  Nich- 
ols of  sufficient  sensitiveness  lo  leteet 
the  radiant  heat  of  some  of  the  fixed

Sweeney  for  two  additional  taxi  li- 
censes were  refused. 

Petitions  were  received  for  sowers 
in  Fenwick  road.  Silver  Lake  avenue, 
and  Parker  street;  for  sidewalks  on 
Dedham  street  and  from  J.  E.  Dudley 
t hat  heavy  trucking  be  prohibited  on 
Parker  street. 

Hearings  were  assigned  on  Sept.  8 
on  matter  of  a victualler’s  license  for 
a Chinese  restaurant  in  Bacon  Block 
and  for  the  widening  of  Chestnut 
street,  Waban. 

An  order  was  passed  directing  the 
Sheriff  to  take  possession  of  the  By- 
fleld  property,  now  obstructing  tlie 
completion  of  the  Underwood  school 
and  directing  “using  such  force  as 
you  may  deem  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose."

Trustees  of  Church 

Insure  Pastor’s  Life 

A new  idea  in  church  building 
finance  mnde  its  uppeurnnce  In 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  recently  when  the 
trustees  of  the  Baptist  temple,  who 
are  putting  up  a combined  church 
Y.r.1  office  building  In  that  city,  In- 
sured the  life  and  health  of  their 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Clinton  Wunder,  for 
•5U)t>, 000  for  the  benefit  of  the  church. 
Hie  premium  to  lie  paid  out  of  the 
building  fund. 

Success  of  the  undertaking  depends 
so  much  upon  the  Rev.  Wunder's 
energy,  Initiative  and  devotion,  the 
trustees  explained,  that  his  death  or 
disability  would  be  an  Irreparable 
blow  to  It,  and  the  insurance  is  taken 
out  to  protect  the  plan  so  fur  as 
money  can  do  It. 

The  policy  calls  for  fifteen  pay- 
ments. In  the  event  of  the  pastor’s 
total  disability  the  church  will  re- 
ceive $3,000  a year;  In  cuse  of  the 
death  It  will  receive  the  full  amount 
of  $100,000. 

At  the  expiration  of  twelve  years, 
If  the  church  desires  to  surrender  the 
policy.  It  will  hnve  $50,000  In  cash  to 
apply  on  the  payment  of  Its  second 
mortgage  bonds,  which  become  due 
nt  that  time.  The  premium  will 
amount  to  approximately  $4,000  a 
yeur. 


Birds  May  Share  Fate 

of  Antelope  and  Bison 

America’s  effort  to  preserve  her 
game  hind  supply  has  proved  a com- 
plete failure,  according  to  T.  Gilbert 
Penrson,  president  of  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Audubon  Societies.  He  says 
that  many  species  of  birds  are  declin- 
ing so  rapidly  that  they  are  as  sure 
to  pnss  as  have  the  antelope  and 
bison. 

“Some  time  ago,”  said  Mr.  Pearson, 
“Prof.  Henry  Fairfield  Osborne,  head 
of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  Issued  a widely  quoted  state- 
ment that  the  anltnul  kingdom  Is  tot- 
tering. He  said  that  nothing  in  the 
history  of  creation  has  paralleled  the 
ravages  of  the  fur  and  hide  trade, 
which  threatens  the  entire  vertebrate 
kingdom,  and  he  added  thut  final 
cause  of  the  close  of  the  age  of  mam- 
mals can  only  he  lirrested  through  the 
creation  of  sound  sentiment  and  edu- 
cation of  the  women  and  children. 

“In  the  same  manner  the  bird  king- 
dom Is  tottering  and  will  fall  unless 
the  National  Association  of  Audubon 
Societies  keeps  up  Its  work  of  arrest- 
ing the  destruction  of  birds." 


Shaking  Mop  Out  Window 

In  n loud  voice  she  was  telling  u 
friend  In  the  subwny  of  a slumming 
trip  she  had  recently  mnde.  “And  do 
you  know,  my  dear,”  she  said,  “the 
people  are  too  lazy  to  dispose  of  rub- 
bish In  the  proper  way.  They  ding  It 
from  the  windows  into  the  street.  It’s 
all  your  life’s  worth  to  walk  down 
there  after  dark.  It’s  a wonder  some 
one  wouldn’t  teach  them  better.”

Smoothing  Concrete 

Concrete  in  the  rough  wus  for  a 
long  time  treated  with  carborundum 
or  some  other  ubrusive  stone  to  re- 
move front  it  unsightly  surface  hoard 
marks.  Concrete  houses  where  a ce- 
ment wash  or  paint  is  later  used  are 
usually  treuted  In  this  way. 

An  electric  surfacing  machine  which 
works  dry,  thut  is,  without  the  appli- 
cation of  water,  performs  the  task 
much  more  quickly  und  produces  a 
more  perfect  surface.  The  cutter 
discs  operate  at  u speed  of  2,000  rev- 
olutions, under  pressure.  One  set  of 
cutters  will  do  about  3,000  square 
feet  of  surfacing. 

The  discs  revolve  only  when  pressed 
upon  the  surface  of  the  concrete,  and 
operate  absolutely  square  to  It. 


Petain  Crows  Roses 

Marshal  Retain,  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing figures  of  tlie  World  war,  has  been 
awarded  a medal  by  the  French  Agri- 
cultural society  for  developing  a new 
species  of  blue  roses.  This  rose.  It 
was  said,  may  he  kept  dowering  for 
weeks.  The  marshal  bought  an  aban- 
doned farm  on  the  Riviera,  southeast- 
ern France,  Just  after  the  war  and 
his  success  with  roses  1ms  been  phe- 
nomenal. Rerfume  makers  are  organ- 
izing to  market  the  Retain  brands. 

Anthracite  Substitute 

Construction  of  an  oven  that  turns 
lignite  into  a substance  with  beating 
properties  similar  to  anthracite  Ims  re- 
sulted from  experiments  conducted  by 
the  bureau  of  mines  co-operating  with 
the  University  of  North  Dakota  and 
the  Canadian  government.  Four  years 
ago  congress  appropriated  $100,000  to 
carry  on  our  experiments.  Lignite  elnvr 
should  he  available  in  periods  of  hard- 
coal  famine  that  may  occur  In  the  fu- 
ture. 


Built  Own  Guillotine 

Isador  llespel,  nicknamed  “the 
Jackal,”  was  for  many  years  the  ex- 
ecutioner ill  the  French  penut  settle- 
ment at  Cayenne,  French  Guiana. 
Recently  he  killed  a convict  in  a quar- 
rel and  was  himself  sentenced  to  he 
beheaded.  Not  having  much  confi- 
dence in  his  successor  he  petitioned 
to  he  allowed  to  build  his  own  guil- 
lotine. which  favor  the  government 
granted.

POLICE  COCRT 

Joseph  Connelly  of  Prospect  street, 
West  Newton,  was  fined  $100  by  Judge 
Bacon  in  the  District  Court  Saturday, 
for  making  an  illegal  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquor,  also  fined  $250  and  sen- 
tenced to  one  month  in  the  House  of 
Correction  for  keeping  and  exposing 
liquor  for  sale. 

Connelly  appealed  and  was  held  in 
bonds  of  $800.  He  was  arrested  by 
Sergt.  Moran  and  patrolmen  King  and 
Gaquin. 

This  is  the  second  trial  within  two 
weeks  as  a result  of  the  Newton  liquor 
squad's  drive  on  the  booze  sellers  in 
which  the  maximum  fines  and  jail  sen- 
tences have  been  imposed. 

Chief  Bernard  F.  Burke  appeared  to 
testify  against  Connelly,  and  asked 
that  he  be  given  a severe  sentence, 
stating  that  complaints  about  the  man's 
house  have  been  numerous,  and  it  has 
been  a common  nuisance. 

In  his  defense,  Connelly  said  he  had 
not  sold  any  liquor  to  Mrs.  Albert  Fol- 
ey of  Watertown  street.  West  Newton, 
who  claimed  that  she  had  bought  a 
pint  of  hooch  from  him. 

It  was  brought  out  that  when  the 
house  was  searched  the  marked  bill 
alleged  to  have  been  given  Connelly 
by  Mrs.  Foley  in  payment  for  the  li- 
quor was  not  found. 

Mrs.  Connelly  asserted  that  she  had 
made  Mrs.  Foley  a present  of  the  li- 
quor. The  latter’s  husband  was  ar- 
rested last  week  on  a charge  of  illegal 
, sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  and  his 
I trial  was  continued  another  week. 

Three  men  whose  homes  were  raided 
last  Saturday  by  the  liquor  squad  in 
command  of  Sergts.  Moran  and  Lee- 
han  were  charged  in  court  Monday 
morning,  before  Judge  AA’illiam  Ba- 
con, with  illegal  sales  of  liquor  and 
keeping  and  exposing  for  sale  intoxi- 
cating liquor.  The  raiding  party  in 
West  Newton,  consisting  of  officers 
W.  J.  Kiley.  C.  Feeley,  Gaquin,  King, 
created  considerable  excitement  in 
that  section  on  Saturday  night. 

The  men  in  court  were  Salvatini 
Vlintio  of  124  Sheridan  street,  charged 
with  illegal  sale;  Angelo  Demorte, 
same  address,  charged  with  illegal 
sale,  and  Donienic  Mancuso  of  100 
Lexington  street,  charged  with  illegal 
sale  and  keeping  and  exposing  liquor 
liquor  for  sale.  The  charge  against 
Vlintio  was  continued  a week.  Man- 
cuso was  found  guilty  and  fined  $100 
for  illegal  sale  and  $250  for  keeping 
and  exposing  for  sale,  and  six  months 
in  the  House  of  Correction.  Mancuso 
appealed  and  was  held  in  $S00  for  Su- 
perior Court.  Demorte  was  also  found 
guilty  and  fined  $50  and  was  sentenced 
to  one  month  in  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, both  being  suspended  for  six 
months. 

At  Vlinto’s  home,  75  gallons  of  wine 
were  seized,  and  at  Mancuso’s,  five 
gallons  of  wine  and  two  pints  of  whis- 
key. There  was  no  seizure  at  De- 
morte’s  home. 

At  the  same  session  of  court  George 
Titus  of  41  Chesley  road,  Newton  Cen- 
tre, was  fined  $25  and  sentenced  to 
two  months  in  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion for  operating  without  a license 
and  driving  so  as  to  endanger  the 
lives  of  the  public.  He  appealed  and 
was  held  in  $200.

(M  R AVASIIINGTON  LETTER 

By  William  L.  Daley 

Washington,  July  28  — Front  now 
until  January.  1925,  there  Is  one  col- 
lege which  will  engage  the  attention  of 
the  United  States,  though  if  has  no  fac- 
ulty, student  body,  or  campus  tradi- 
tions. It  has.  however,  received  the 
greatest  of  all  charters,  recognition  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
This  noteworthy  institution,  which 
comes  into  existence  every  four  years, 
is  the  Electoral  College.  It  Is  perhaps 
one  of  the  most  potent  factors  of  our 
political  system,  yet  not  one  person  in 
a hundred  thousand  is  acquainted  with 
its  operations. 

The  average  citizen  is  usually  indif- 
ferent to  the  fact  that  the  Electoral 
College  holds  the  key  to  the  ultimate 
selection  of  the  President  and  Vice- 
President.  There  are  a few  who  know 
the  power  of  the  “college."  With  for- 
midable candidates  for  the  Presidency 
now  offered  to  the  American  people, 
the  problem  of  capturing  sufficient 
electoral  votes  has  become  an  absorb- 
ing topic  with  political  leaders.  All 
too  frequently  the  average  voter  re- 
gards the  Electoral  College  as  a neces- 
sary body  which  convenes  quardren- 
nially  merely  for  the  purpose  of  ratify- 
ing the  popular  vote.  History  tells  an- 
other story. 

The  selection  of  John  W.  Davis,  as 
the  Democratic  standard  bearer,  and 
Mr.  Coolidge  as  the  leader  of  the  Re- 
publican party  brings  two  conservative 
types  into  competition  and  leaves  Mr. 
LaFollette  as  the  leader  of  the  so-called 
liberal  element,  making  keen  competi- 
tion in  every  political  sector.  It  Is 
necessary  that  the  successful  candidate 
should  have  266  electoral  votes,  thus 
the  full  significance  of  the  Electoral 
College  becomes  obvious.  Twice  in  the 
history  of  the  country  have  there  been 
presidential  candidates  threatening  so 
to  divide  the  electoral  votes  as  to  pre- 
vent any  one  of  them  from  having  a 
majority. 

The  growing  fear  on  the  part  of  the 
leaders  of  the  two  principal  parties  is  1 
that  the  election  will  be  "thrown  into 
Congress."  Considering  the  fact  that  ! 
the  present  Congress  was  decidedly  un- 
manageable, leaders  profess  to  see  a . 
dangerous  situation  coming  out  of  the  I 
possibility  of  having  the  House  decide 
the  election.  A provision  of  the 
Twelfth  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion limits  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  its  choice  to  the  three  highest 
names  on  the  list.  It  is  said  that  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution  intended 
the  electoral  system  as  a potent  de- 
fense against  fraud.  For  more  than  a 
century  there  have  been  strong  move- 
ments to  abolish  the  electoral  system. 
But  it  has  withstood  all  assaults  with 
the  exception  of  some  modifications 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  19th  cen- 
tury. It  still  retains  the  relative  in- 
fluence that  the  Constitution  assigns 
to  the  States. 

Unfortunately,  the  importance  of  the 
electoral  plan  is  not  commonly  appre- 
ciated. It  requires  a great  crisis  and 
a disputed  popular  vote  to  bring  it  to 
the  front  every  four  years.  The  most 
disputed  provision  of  the  electoral  sys 
tern  covers  the  question  of  count.  Ac- 
cording to  arguments  advanced  by 
eminent  statesmen,  the  fact  that  the 
vote  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
for  President  is  not  per  capita  but  by 
states,  introduces  an  additional  ele- 
ment of  a most  confusing  and  unsatis- 
factory nature,  for  it  results  in  giving 
the  power  to  elect  to  a majority  of 
states  representing  a minority  of  the 
population  of  the  country. 

The  Constitution  is  silent  on  many 
vital  questions  as  to  the  prerogatives 
of  the  House,  and  the  Senate.  One 
of  the  foremost  authorities  on  the  elec- 
toral system  has  declared  that  “It  is  1 
not  inconceivable  that,  in  some  future 
dispute  over  a single  or  a double  re-  ' 
turn,  one  or  the  other  of  the  two 
Houses  may  he  tied  so  that  no  decision 
shall  be  possible,  or  that  a deadlock 
between  them  may  be  prolonged,  and 
the  question  would  then  be  presented 
whether  the  House  of  Representatives 
should  not  itself  elect  the  President." 

The  famous  document  also  pre- 
scribes that,  lists  of  the  votes  of  elect- 
ors in  the  several  states  properly  au- 
thenticated by  the  state  executive  offl- 1 
cer  shall  be  transmitted  in  sealed  pack- 
ages to  the  President  of  the  Senate 
and  then  opened  by  him  in  the  pres-  I 
ence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep-  ! 
resentatives  and  the  votes  shall  then 
be  counted.  There  has  been  consider- 
able controversy  as  to  who  shall  count 
the  votes  as  it  is  claimed  that  the  Con- 
stitution failed  to  specifically  desig- 
nate the  officer  or  officers. 

Authorities  on  constitutional  law 
seem  to  be  in  agreement  that  ,he 
question  has  never  been  definitely  set- 
tled. although  several  attempts  have 
been  made  to  frame  legislation  for  this 
purpose.  At  present  the  counting  of 
electoral  votes  is  more  than  a simple 
mathematical  computation.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  only  contingency 
in  which  by  the  Constitution  the  duty 
of  election  falls  to  the  House,  is  when 
no  person  has  the  majority  of  the 
I whole  number  of  electors  appointed. 

I Though  the  people  are  accustomed 
to  think  that  the  candidate  who  re- 
i ceives  the  greatest  number  of  popular 
votes  will  be  chosen  for  the  Presl- 
1 dency,  there  have  been  instances  in 
1 American  history  where  Congress  has 
I upset  this  theory.  The  history  of  the 
I United  States  shows  that  three  times 
lias  a candidate  having  a smaller  popu- 
lar vote  than  his  leading  rival  been 
successful  in  attaining  the  Presidency. 
For  instance,  John  Quincy  Ailums  in 
1824,  Hays  in  1876,  und  Benjamin  Har- 
rison in  1888.  The  presence  of  LaFol- 
lette with  a strong  third  party  ticket 
I is  somewhat  analogous  to  the  situation 
in  1854,  which  defeated  Henry  Clay 
and  which  Is  described  by  Seward  as 
"guerilla  warfare." 

As  the  public  realizes  the  influence  of 
electors,  the  desirability  of  exercising 
cure  in  their  selection  will  become 
more  apparent.  Many  regard  electors 
as  party  puppets  lint  they  undoubtedly 
have  great  power,  and  responsibilities. 

The  numerical  resemblances  of  t lie 
two  major  parties  are  more  pronounced 
in  tlie  east  and  midwest  than  in  any 
other  sections  us  they  draw  heavily 
from  tile  more  popular  states.  Repub- 
lican leaders  say  that  Mr.  Coolidge  Is 
assured  of  great  strength  in  these  ter- 
ritories but  tlie  Democratic  spokesmen 
insist  that  Mr.  Davis  will  will  a suffi- 
cient number  of  electors  to  his  side  in 
these  contested  territories,  it  is  con- 
ceded that  tlie  LaFollette  candidacy 
will  attract  electors  from  the  north- 
western und  some  of  the  western 
states,  although  political  conditions 


arc  In  such  a turmoil  that  nobody  ven- 
tures predictions  as  to  the  vote  which 
n third  party  will  poll  In  November. 

As  tlie  political  imbroglio  becomes 
more  distinct  the  Importance  of  tlie  fic- 
titious college  will  he  more  apparent  to 
the  three  principal  contestants. 

Tlie  term  "college"  Is  perhaps  mis- 
leading as  It  is  intended  to  npply  to  the 
meeting  of  electors  but  is  no  wise  a 
constitutional  designation.  The  lnw 
specifically  requires  that  the  electors 
shall  meet  in  their  respective  states  on 
a particular  day  for  the  purpose  of 
balloting  on  the  candidates  for  the 
Presidency,  and  when  their  votes  are 
duly  cast,  listed,  signed  and  certified, 
tile  Constitution  requires  that  they  he 
submitted  under  seal  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate.  This  duty  being  ended, 
the  college  ceases  to  exist  for  another 
four  yenrs. 


TRAFFIC  CONDITIONS 

So  much  comment  has  been  heard  in 
the  Newton  Corner  section  about  the 
detour  now  required  by  the  traffic  or- 
dinance in  the  city,  whereby  automo- 
biles coming  from  Watertown  going  in 
the  direction  of  Boston  are  compelled 
to  go  up  Center  street  to  Washington, 
over  Hall  street  to  Center,  and  back 
on  to  Washington  street,  that  a mem- 
ber of  that  indefatigable  band  of  sta- 
tisticians has  presented  a few  figures 
to  prove  that  the  inconvenience  of  the 
detour  to  nutoists  is  compensated  by 
tlie  insurance  of  safety  given  to  pe- 
destrians. This  man  figured  the  dis- 
tance of  the  detour  as  175  yards,  or 
one-tentli  of  a mile.  On  the  present 
cost  of  gas  and  tires  and  the  figures 
of  the  State  Department  of  Finance, 
be  figures  it  costs  eight-tenths  of  a 
cent  to  make  the  detour.  Assuming 
a 10-mile-an-hour  rate  of  speed,  he 
figures  a half  a minute  is  lost.  “Isn’t 
it  worth  one-half  a minute  of  time  and 
eight-tenths  of  a cent,”  he  asks,  “to 
make  the  square  safe  for  pedestrians?" 
After  considerable  changing  about  the 
square,  Chief  Burke  now  has  the  de- 
tour so  well  posted  with  silent  cops 
and  other  direction  signs  and  mark- 
ings that  the  confusion  of  making  the 
detour  is  a thing  of  the  past,  and 
traffic  is  moving  swiftly  again  with 
the  assistance  of  the  regular  traffic 
officer  in  the  square,  Ray  Taffe,  and 
another  officer,  whose  duty  is  warning 
nutoists  and  affixing  tags  on  cars 
parked  in  violation  of  the  regulations.

size  of  which  are  now  known  to  no 
man.  Scientists  have  guessed  there 
yet  remains  unniined  within  the 
United  States  a quantity  equal  to  an 
eleven  years’  supply.  Naturally  it  is 
an  estimate  not  susceptible  of  exact 
computation,  and  that  point  is  ex- 
actly where  the  danger  lies  and  is 
partially  responsible  for  the  rapid 
fluctuations  in  price  of  gasoline  which 
all  of  you  have  experienced.  However, 
it  is  tlie  best  guess  of  u group  of  men 
best  fitted  to  guess  on  this  subject. 

Tlie  correct  amount  might  he  more.  It 
might  bn  less,  but  whether  it  is  a 
five  years’  supply,  or  a twenty-five 
years’  supply,  matters  little  in  tlie  his- 
tory of  a Nation,  and  there  is  every 
reasonable  expectation  that  It  will  fall 
between  those  two  extremes.  Coupled 
with  the  uncertainty  of  exactly  when 
that  shortage  will  begin  to  manifest 
itself,  tlie  estimated  amount  is  danger- 
ously small  when  considered  in  con- 
nection with  the  importance  of  this 
product  to  the  American  people. 

That  eleven  years’  supply,  or  live,  or 
twenty-five,  whichever  you  may  pre- 
fer, does  not  mean  from  wells  already 
drilled  or  pools  already  found,  but 
includes  everything  yet  to  lie  discov- 
ered. As  a matter  of  fact,  the  known 
oil  supply  of  the  United  States,  sub- 
ject to  actual  computation  with  some 
degree  of  certainty,  is  only  a three 
years’  supply.  That  consists:  1st— of 
the  petroleum  already  above  ground; 

2nd — of  Hie  oil  that  will  be  produced 
from  the  wells  already  drilled;  3rd — 
oil  to  be  produced  from  land  tested 
out  but  not  yet  drilled.  Of  these  three 
groups,  it  can  he  said  in  explanation; 

There  are  five  hundred  million  bar- 
rels of  petroleum  and  its  products  in 
storage,  or  about  an  eight  months’ 
supply.  The  wells  now  drilled  will 
produce,  before  exhaustion,  an  amount 
equal  to  one  and  one-half  to  two  years’ 
supply.  The  future  production  of  an 
already  drilled  well  can  be  calculated 
with  reasonable  accuracy.  This  leaves 
a margin  of  four  to  six  months,  which 
is  probably  excessive,  for  the  small 
amount  of  land  adjacent  to  each  Held 
proven  up  and  known  to  he  capable  of 
producing  oil  but  not  yet  drilled.

Talks  with  those  in  charge  of  the 
various  campaigns  indicate  that  the 
influence  of  tlie  Senate  is  not  entirely 
theoretical.  An  intimate  study  of 
the  Constitution  has  developed  facts 
of  great  significance  to  political 
leaders.  Whenever  the  electors  have 
failed  of  a choice  the  duties  of  the 
House  are  perapiciously  enumerated 
by  the  Twelfth  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  “from  the  person  hav 
ing  the  highest  number,  not  exceed- 
ing. on  the  list  voted  for  as  President, 
the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
choose  immediately  by  ballot,  a 
President.” 

The  ballots  are  taken  by  state,  each 
state,  represented,  having  one  vote. 
A majority  of  all  the  states  elects 
and  a two-thirds  of  all  the  states 
must  he  represented  to  constitute  a 
quorum.  If  no  person  has  a major- 
ity of  votes  for  Vice-President,  the 
Constitution  says.  "The  person  hav- 
ing the  greatest  number  of  votes  as 
Vice-President  shall  he  Vice-Presi- 
dent, if  sueli  number  be  a majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  electors  ap- 
pointed. and  if  no  person  has  a ma- 
jority, then  from  the  two  highest  on 
the  -list  tlie  Senate  shall  choose 
the  Vice-President”  a quorum  being 
two-thirds  of  all  tlie  Senators  and  a 
majority  of  all  Senators  electing.  The 
succession  of  the  Vice-President  to 
the  office  of  President  is  clearly  fixed 
by  the  Constitution.

Bronze  Statue  Mystery  to 
Pioneer  of  Oregon  Trail 

“It's  a small  world  after  all,"  said 
Ezra  Meeker,  oldest  living  pioneer  of 
the  Oregon  trull,  ns  he  gazed  the 
other  (lily  on  11  bronze  statue  of  him- 
self that  was  uncovered  In  11  small  nrt 
shop  In  Vienna  ptul  brought  to  this 
country  by  A.  Well,  nn  Englishman. 

The  romance  and  mystery  surround- 
ing the  statue  were  heightened  by 
Mr.  Meeker's  declaration  that  he  had 
not  posed  for  the  piece,  did  not  know 
It  was  In  existence  and  could  not  offer 
an  explanation  for  its  presence  so  far 
away  from  the  Old  West  In  which  lie 
spent  Ills  early  days. 

“There  are  my  oxen,"  said  the  pio- 
neer ns  he  examined  the  hnse  of  the 
miniature  statue  with  n magnifying 
glass.  "Look  how  that  horn  turns 
down ; how  well  I remember  that." 

He  found  that  even  the  Improvised 
cloth  feed  bln,  used  In  going  over  the 
pioneer  trails,  was  depicted  true  to 
life.  The  statue  Itself  Is  Mr.  Meeker 
In  miniature.  The  broad-brimmed  lint, 
the  beaded  Indian  vest,  even  the 
gauntlets,  the  pioneer  recognized  at  r 
glance. 

Mr.  Well  was  unable  to  sntlsf.v  Mr. 
Meeker's  curiosity  regarding  the  orig- 
inal of  the  statue.  The  method  of 
cnstlng  bronze  In  Austria  Is  fumlllnr 
to  Mr.  Well,  he  said,  and  could  not 
be  duplicated  easily  outside  of  the 
country.  Mr.  Well  Is  sure  It  wns  pro- 
duced In  Vienna.  The  sculptor's  name, 
Inscribed  on  the  base,  Is  C.  Curtz,  but 
the  name  does  not  offer  any  clew  to 
the  origin  of  the  piece. 

Stock  for  Indian  Arrow 

Required  to  Be  Perfect 

Every  plains  teepee  had  hanging  in 
It  a bunch  of  slender  sticks  seasoning 
for  arrows. 

If  particular  in  the  materials  for 
his  bow  the  brave  was  even  more  so 
where  arrow  stock  wus  concerned. 
Any  available  hardwood,  If  straight 
and  free  from  knots,  served.  When 
seasoned,  the  shaft  was  meticulously 
scraped  and  smoothed  and  feathered 
with  various  pinions.  The  Arapnhoes 
and  Cheyenne  usually  used  those  of  the 
wild  turkey,  softened  In  tepid  water, 
split  and  glued  with  a glue  made  from 
a large  muscle  nt  the  bnck  of  the  neck 
of  the  buffalo,  writes  Frunk  H.  Huston 
In  “Adventure.” 

The  glue  wus  less  susceptible  to  cli- 
matic variations  thnn  any  other  used 
by  the  tribes.  The  final  touch  was 
given  by  placing  an  individual  mark 
upon  the  shaft  to  Identify  the  person 
who  made  the  kill,  whether  of  human 
or  brute  game. 

Heads  were  made  front  flint,  obsi- 
dian, odd  bits  of  Iron  and  even  old 
barrel  hoops,  until,  townrd  the  last 
of  the  how  nod  arrow  days,  traders 
carried  In  Iron  ones  made  In  eastern 
and  English  manufacturing  towns, 
shlp|>ed  In  barrels.

Detecting  the  Bogus 

French  chemists  have  perfected  new 
methods  of  identifying  pictures,  ac- 
cording to  tlie  American  Chemical 
society.  They  use  groups  of  red,  blue, 
green  or  white  light  to  light  the  pic- 
ture, and  they  examine  t he  suspected 
canvas  with  the  spectrometer.  Tills 
puts  in  relief  the  retouchings, 
scrapings  and  changed  signatures 
which  constitute  a false  picture.  By 
employing  the  ultra-violet  ray  they 
make  the  zinc  white  and  certain  var- 
nishes stand  out  by  fluorescence.  By 
scraping  off  small  amounts  of  paint 
they  have  made  spectrogruphlc 
analyses  and  have  been  able  to  de- 
termine, for  example,  in  a false  Re- 
noir. the  presence  of  a cadmium  yel- 
low. when  Renoir  only  used  chrome 
yellow.

The  National  Editorial*  Association  Enjoys  the  Unbound* 
ed  Hospitality  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma 


While  Ponca  City  had  set  the  pace 
for  unbounded  hospitality,  Tulsa,  the 
oil  capital  of  the  world,  as  the  Tulsans 
view  it — was  not  to  be  outdone,  and 
our  day  in  that  city  was  most  delight- 
ful. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  found  our- 
selves on  the  private  railroad  track  of 
the  Cosden  Oil  Co.,  In  West.  Tulsa,  and 
the  first  matter  on  the  program  was 
a most  delicious  breakfast,  served  in 
the  Cafeteria  of  that  company. 

Following  this  was  an  inspection  of 
the  plant  of  that  Company,  said  to  be 
the  largest  independent  refinery  in  the 
world.  It  covers  900  acres  of  land, 
and  has  a capacity  of  over  30,000 
crude  oil  per  day.  It  employs  one 
thousand  men,  and  has  a payroll  of 
six  million  dollars  per  year. 

I have  no  liking  for  manufacturing 
plants,  and  did  not  avail  myself  of  the 
opportunity  to  learn  how  gasolene  and 
the  other  products  of  petroleum  are 
obtained.  I only  saw  huge,  awkward 
shaped  machines  and  buildings,  and 
let  It  go  at  that. 

After  the  inspection  of  the  plant,  we 
filled  a hundred  automobiles  and  made 
a trip  about  the  city.  I was  fortunate 
enough  to  be  the  guest  of  Mr.  Newton 
R.  Graham,  who  was  chairman  of  the 
entertainment  committee,  and  he  and 
his  wife  were  most  hospitable. 

We  found  Tulsa  a most  attractive 
city,  with  hundreds  of  beautiful  homes, 
mostly  of  the  bungalow  style  of  archi- 
tecture, and  it  seemed  almost  im- 
possible that  it  was  only  an  Indian 
trading  post  fifteen  years  ago.  Now 
it  is  a city  of  over  100,000  inhabitants, 
with  sky  scrapers,  and  splendid  busi- 
ness blocks,  far  more  attractive  than 
many  cities  of  longer  growth,  and 
much  more  population. 

Mr.  Graham  was  an  officer  of  the 
Exchange  National  Bank,  and  was 
justly  proud  of  its  fine  building  and 
banking  offices,  equal,  if  not  exceed- 
ing those  of  the  Shawmut  or  Mer- 
chants banks  in  Boston.  Mr.  Graham 
told  us  that  the  banks  of  Tulsa  had 
deposits  of  about  $70,000,000,  and  his 
own  bank  had  deposits  of  over  $25,- 
000,000. 

The  city  is  justly  proud  or  its  new 
system  of  water  works,  which  is  about 
completed.  The  water  is  brought  by 
gravity  from  the  Ozark  mountains, 
sixty  miles  away,  and  has  cost  about 
seven  million  dollars.  We  were 
shown  part  of  the  work  in  our  ride 
about  the  city. 

The  most  interesting  and  unusual 
feature  of  the  day,  however,  was  a 
visit  to  the  home  of  Dr.  Charles  Page 
at  Sand  Springs,  a suburb  of  the  city. 

Dr.  Page  is  one  of  the  millionaires 
of  the  city,  and  has  developed  one  of 
the  most  unusual  methods  of  spending 
his  money. 

Dr.  Page  evidently  loves  children, 
for  he  has  legally  adopted  more  than 
a hundred  of  them,  and  keeps  them 
in  a fine,  three  story  brick  building 
with  a large  roof  garden,  spacious 
verandas,  nicely  furnished  living 
rooms,  numerous  music  rooms,  and  is 
about  to  start  a million  dollar  agri- 
cultural and  mechanical  building  for 
the  education  of  the  boys.  The  chil- 
dren are  of  all  ages,  from  tiny  babes 
to  young  men  and  women  about  to  be 


married.  The  place  Is  their  home — 
not  an  orphan  asylum — and  every  com- 
fort is  provided  for  them.  Each  one 
has  a private  room,  and  there  Is  a 
matron  on  each  floor.  Dr.  Page  is 
most  careful  in  his  selection  of  these 
children,  and  they  all  call  him 
"Daddy.” 

As  a side  line  to  the  home,  Dr.  Page 
has  erected  a cotton  mill  of  65,000  spin- 
dles in  which  he  employs  the  widowed 
mothers  of  children  who  are  only  half 
orphans.  He  has  built  a group  of  cot- 
tages in  which  these  little  families 
live,  and  the  children  are  educated 
along  with  his  own.  With  all  the  com- 
plaint here  in  the  East  over  the  re- 
moval of  our  cotton  industry  to  the 
South,  this  venture  of  Dr.  Page 
throws  a new  aspect  on  the  situation. 

We  had  lunch  with  Dr.  Page  to 
music  furnished  by  a boys'  orchestra 
of  the  Home, — and  a most  pleasing 
luncheon  it  proved. 

After  luncheon  we  motored  to  Sand 
Springs  Lake,  where  the  enterprising 
merchants  of  the  city  put  on  a Bath- 
ing Beauty  Pageant  for  our  entertain- 
ment. Some  beautiful  costumes  as 
well  as  most  attractive  girls  paraded 
on  the  beach  for  our  enthusiastic  in- 
spection. 

The  rest  of  the  afternoon  was  spent 
in  various  ways;  passes  for  a ball 
game,  or  for  a swim  or  for  admission 
to  the  theatre  were  at  our  disposal. 
We  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Graham  in  their  home,  and 
obtained  some  much  needed  rest. 

That  evening  we  were  guests  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  a banquet 
held  in  the  Central  High  School  build- 
ing, a structure  which  cost  $2,01)0,000, 
and  is  said  to  be  the  third  largest 
school  building  in  the  country. 

The  principal  address  of  the  even- 
ing was  by  Mr.  Harry  H.  Smith,  sec- 
retary of  the  Mid-Continent  Oil  and 
Gas  Association.  Mr.  Smith  said  in 
part: 

Mr.  Marcosson,  writing  in  the  Sat- 
urday Evening  Post,  said  that  oil  had 
endowed  Tulsa.  I would  respectfully 
submit  that  oil  has  endowed  a nation!

tion or  for  business  purposes,  motor 
transportation.  When  Mr.  Ford  again 
reduces  the  price  of  "Whoopies’’  we 
anticipate  that  every  head  of  a family 
may  own  and  operate  one.  At  least 
the  cost  of  gasoline  and  lubricating 
oil  will  not  prevent.  Petroleum  is 
such  an  integral  part  of  modern  day 
commerce  as  to  be  indispensable. 
Without  it,  business  could  not  be 
transacted  in  anything  like  its  present 
volume.  Observe  for  a moment  the 
traffic  on  Fifth  avenue.  New  York; 
Michigan  avenue,  Chicago,  or  on  Main 
street  in  any  sizable  American  city- 
yea,  even  upon  the  rural  highways  and 
by-ways  and  in  the  fields  of  the  great

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THE  75  CENT  DOLLAR 


The  guest  and  speaker  at  the  regu- 
lar Monday  luncheon  this  week  of  the 
Newton  Rotary  Club  held  at  Norum- 
bega Park  restaurant,  was  Mr.  S.  K. 
Fannon  of  the  Sherman  Service  Inc., 
production  engineers.  Mr.  Fannon, 
who  1h  a forceful  and  eloquent  speak- 
er, took  for  his  subject,  ‘’Tile  seventy- 
five  cent  dollar  in  Business,”  and 
pointed  out  that  there  was  that  much 
loss  in  every  pay  envelope,  due  to  lack 
of  sympathy  with  the  employee. 

He  challenged  the  wisdom  of  his 
auditors  in  spending  far  too  much  of 
their  time  and  money  in  studying  and 
analyzing  plants  and  equipment,  and 
far  too  little  in  trying  to  understand 
their  employes  and  getting  their 
viewpoint.  He  declared  that,  to  main- 
tain in  any  business  the  maximum  effi- 
ciency in  conjunction  with  minimum 
outlay,  every  force  in  Industry  must 
co-operate  to  the  fullest,  and  that  this 
cannot  be  accomplished  until  the  at- 
tention that  it  merits  is  given  to  a 
firm’s  heaviest  investment,  the  pay- 
roll. In  the  absence  of  this,  he  said, 
the  75-cent  dollar,  already  a reality  in 
many  firms,  will  be  general,  and 
100  cents  on  the  dollar  will  be  an  un- 
known factor  in  business  and  industry. 

The  lack  of  good  will  and  under- 
standing between  employer  and  em- 
ploye, Mr.  Fannon  declared,  is  re- 
sponsible each  year  in  this  country 
for  a deficiency  in  business  of  approxi- 
mately $3,500,000,000,  and  until  this 
great  drain  is  wiped  out.  production 
in  this  country  will  be  about  25  per 
cent  under  what  it  should  be.  This, 
he  pointed  out,  constitutes  an  increas- 
ingly vital  danger  in  the  present  day, 
when  industrial  peace  is  fast  dawning 
in  Europe.  American  trade,  hindered 
now  because  of  industrial  conditions 
in  this  country,  will  in  addition  be 
confronted  soon  by  the  driving  power 
of  European  labor  and  industry  run- 
ning at  full  blast. 

This  same  thing  is  just  as  true  with- 
in a business,  Mr.  Fannon  argued,  and 
made  a plea  for  confidence  between 
employer  and  employe.  He  declared 
that  it  can  be  brought  about,  and  that 
it  was  up  to  the  employer  to  do  It.  It 
can  be  done,  he  insisted,  if  the  em- 
ployer takes  the  time  and  effort  to 
get  the  viewpoint  of  the  employe.  He 
said; 

"Find  out  what  he  thinks  of  you! 
Find  out  what  he  thinks  of  the  place 
he  works  in!  Find  out  what  he  thinks 
of  the  product!  Find  out  what  he 
thinks  of  his  wages!  He  is  your  big- 
gest investment!  Whenever  labor 
and  capital  fail  to  co-operate,  labor 
meets  with  hindrance  in  the  open  mar- 
ket. They  must  realize,  that  it  is  not 
a question  of  how  many  dollars  they 
get.  Out  of  what  they  can  buy  for  a 
<lu.>r  in  the  open  market” 

He  urged  that,  having  gained  the 
employe’s  viewpoint,  then  co-operation 
in  full  must  he  secured,  and  that, 
thirdly,  a program  of  simple  educa- 
tion must  he  undertaken,  pointing  out. 
to  the  worker,  the  way  to  get  the  most 
ror  his  dollar:  education  in  the  busi- 
ness and  in  economics;  100  per  cent 
Americanism.  There  lay  the  road,  he 
said,  on  which  the  “75-cent  dollar" 
would  die,  and  where  industrial  peace 
would  reign.

Joseph  Ford  of  Brook- 
line Was  fined  $15  and  $25  on  the  same 
charges,  and  John  Richards  of  51 
Homer  street.  Newton  Centre,  was 
given  a suspended  sentence  of  15  days 
in  the  House  of  Correction.  Santo- 
suosso appealed  and  was  held  in  bonds

Patrolman  Chadwick,  while  walking 
along  Comonwealth  avenue,  Monday 
evening,  was  attracted  by  the  noise  at 
Santosnoss's  home.

Newton  was  the  first  stop  on  Wed- 
nesday of  the  Women's  Tour  for  Wo- 
men in  the  interest  of  the  candidacy 
of  Mr.  James  Jackson  for  the  Repub- 
lican nomination  for  Governor.

OI  K WASHINGTON  LETTER 


Washington,  Aug.  6— Though  official 
Washington  is  particularly  dull  at  this 
time  of  the  year,  those  who  hold  poli- 
tical jobs  or  those  who  expect  to  re- 
ceive political  favors,  are  obviously 
concerned  over  the  caprices  of  the 
market  for  farm  products.  It  is  said 
in  many  quarters  that  the  yield  of  the 
soil  and  the  demand  for  the  products 
holds  the  key  to  the  formation  of  a 
third  party.  The  increasing  complex- 
ity of  political  conditions  continues  to 
baffle  even  the  most  astute  politicians 
who  realize  that  public  opinion  is  pro- 
foundly interested  and  divided  on  the 
chances  of  a third  party  getting  a per- 
manent foothold  after  the  November 
elections. 

The  formal  notifications  to  the  pros- 
pective candidates  of  their  nomination 
for  the  Presidency  revives  partisan 
interest  in  platforms  and  resolutions 
of  intentions.  Impartial  observers  are 
unanimous  in  their  declaration  that 
it  would  be  folly  to  predict  the  out- 
come of  the  autumn  elections  at  this 
early  stage  of  the  contest.  Political 
leaders  are  cognizant  of  the  necessity 
of  stimulating  party  activity  on  the 
great  questions  of  the  day,  and  fa- 
miliarizing the  voter  with  the  party 
commitments.  Always  sensible  of  the 
limitations  of  the  people,  these  party 
leaders  do  not  intend  to  wait  for  hu- 
man nature  to  change,  hut  revise  their 
own  institutions  to  fit  human  nature. 
As  one  thoughtful  leader  stated  re- 
cently, "There  is  no  hope  in  putting 
a square  collar  on  a horse  and  then 
condemning  the  horse  for  failure  to 
grow  a square  neck.” 

The  claim  was  advanced  in  many 
quarters  that  economic  factors  more 
than  political  ideals  may  govern  the 
rise  of  a third  party.  The  political 
dopesters  say  that  a third  party  must 
have  its  nucleus  in  a separation  of  the 
two  major  parties,  and  it  now  resolves 
itself  into  the  question  as  to  which 
campaigner  will  suffer  the  heaviest 
numerical  losses  in  the  popular  vote. 
Republican  leaders  have  argued  late- 
ly that  the  upward  revision  of  wheat, 
corn  and  hog  prices  in  the  Middle  West 
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will  strengthen  their  position,  and  dis- 
count many  of  LaFollette’s  best  argu- 
ments for  a change.  The  Democratic 
and  Progressive  leaders  insist  that 
these  eleventh  hour  changes  in  the 
economic  structure  are  not  at  all  con- 
vincing. However,  there  is  always  a 
perspective  in  politics. 

In  the  discussions  of  the  third  party 
movement  here  and  in  other  cities  it 
has  been  brought  out  that  LaFollette 
hopes  to  make  a strong  showing  in  the 
fall  and  then  build  up  a permanent 
party  on  his  theory  of  state.  A third 
party  movement  sometimes  implies 
that  the  followers  discard  the  other 
groups  on  the  ground  that  their  plat- 
forms represent  outworn  and  obsolete 
ideas  of  political  thought,  which  is  not 
exactly  true  in  this  case.  It  has  been 
said  that  this  new  movement  would 
he  patterned  after  the  British  labor 
party  in  its  legislative  program,  but 
conditions  here  and  in  England  are 
vastly  different,  and  such  a plan  would 
necessarily  be  modified  to  insure  its 
acceptance  by  any  large  body  of  vot- 
ers. 

Those  who  have  studied  the  political 
systems  say  that  the  independent  vot- 
er has  some  difficulty  in  the  registry 
of  his  intentions  under  the  present  bal- 
loting system.  There  are  four  types 
of  Presidential  ballots  in  use  in  40 
states  which  even  results  in  wide- 
spread confusion  as  to  the  methods 
prescribed  vary.  LaFollette's  mana- 
gers have  hopes  of  capitalizing  on  split 
tickets,  but  splitting  a ballot  involves 
risk  of  error  and  loss  of  votes.  It  is 
this  lack  of  understanding  which 
makes  the  straight  ticket  the  easiest 
method  of  voting,  and,  it  is  said, 
strengthens  the  two  major  parties. 

While  the  campaign  lias  not  yet 
reached  the  stage  where  personalities 
are  bandied  about  in  political  discus- 
sions, it  is  interesting  to  note  that  all 
parties  are  giving  their  attention  to 
insuring  a heavy  vote  at  the  fall  elec- 
tions. In  every  locality  speakers  en- 
deavor to  awaken  the  citizens'  inter- 
est in  the  government  and  those  who 
want  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of 
the  people.  Just  now  they  are  liard- 
3}e[osqo  puu  pjo.vuno  luasojdaj  sumo; 
pressed  in  devising  methods  for  the 
enlightenment  ot'  potential  voters.  It 
lias  been  said  that  just  as  the  multi- 
tude needs  leaders  to  inspire  them  and 
to  think  for  them,  so  leaders  need  the 
great  mass  of  sensible,  well-inten- 
tioned followers  to  keep  them  in 
check. 

James  Brice,  former  Ambassador  to 
Great  Britain,  and  a recognized  au- 
thority on  American  history,  declared 
that  "no  leader,  no  party,  no  legisla- 
ture, can  ever  ruin  a State  while  the 
great  body  of  Average  Citizens,  the 
better  educated  and  the  less  edu- 
cated. taken  together  continue  to 
maintain  a high  level  of  public  spirit 
and  practical  good  sense.” 

Those  who  have  analyzed  the  exist- 
ing state  of  tilings  have  reported  to 
the  various  Washington  headquarters 
that  the  most  retarding  factor  is  indo- 
lence to  civic  duty  and  indifference  to 
public  affairs.  The  apathy  of  file  citi- 
zen lias  aroused  political  leaders  in 
various  communities  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  they  have  formed  “get-out- 
the-voto”  clubs  in  which  party  work- 
ers are  asked  to  serve  as  missionar- 
ies. 

The  question  of  the  tariff  has 
eropped  up  again  at  a time  when 
everybody  believed  that  it  was  an  is- 
sue well  on  its  way  outside  of  poli- 
tics. It  is  apparent  that  the  present 
Tariff  Commission  will  lie  reorganized 
hecai  of  the  difference  of  opinion 
existing  in  the  Commission.  Other 
Government  departments  are  function- 
ing as  usual,  being,  for  t lie  time,  out- 
side the  realm  of  politics.  Perhaps 
an  exception  may  lie  made  in  file  case 
of  the  War  Department,  which  lias  be- 
come involved  in  a political  discussion 
us  to  the  necessity  and  ultimate  effects 
of  a National  Defense  day.  The  atti- 
tude of  Governor  Bryan  in  condemn- 
ing the  plan  of  mobilization  bus  devel- 
oped sharp  conflicts  in  various  parts 
of  the  country.  It  Is  quite  natural 
t hut  there  should  be  some  speculation 
as  to  the  possible  outcome  of  Gov- 
ernor Bryan’s  stand  on  the  matter. 
The  fact  that  John  W.  Davis,  tile 
Presidential  candidate,  lias  concurred 
with  some  of  his  running-mate's  ob- 
jections, brings  the  subject  directly 
before  the  voters. 

Official  Washington  is  very  much  In- 
terested in  the  uotificution  ceremonies 
which  will  be  held  next  week.  The 
views  ot  Candidate  Coolldge  and  Can- 
didate Davis  on  current  issues  will 
then  ho  definitely  expressed,  and  they 
will  present  their  case  tc  the  country 
for  judgment.  Meanwhile,  it  is  neces- 
uy  for  everybody  concerned  to  keep 
the  public’s  attention  focused  on  their 
men  and  methods. 
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Business  Engtisi\  Is 

Growing  Much  Better 

Business  English  Is  growing  bettor. 
So  says  Mrs,  Alta  Gunn  Saunders,  di- 
rector of  business  English  work  nt  the 
University  of  Illinois.  She  believes 
the  English  of  sales  letters  tins  reached 
n standard  ns  high  ns  the  general 
Standard  In  advertising  and  In  Jour- 
nalism. 

To  her  way  of  thinking  awkward- 
ness mid  crudities  of  style  nre  disap- 
pearing. She  sees  greater  considera- 
tion for  the  artistic  quality  of  the  de- 
scriptive and  narrative  parts  of  let- 
ters. Slang,  colloquialisms  or  slouchy 
English  she  would  not  have — she  likes 
her  English  “moral,  social  and  artis- 
tic." Evolving  Is  "a  free,  plain, 
trnndesmnnUke  style  becoming  to  the 
nature  of  Its  subject  matter.” 

But  where  shall  we  tap  t lie  source 
of  that  style?  Familiar  Is  the  sign 
"Tradesman's  Entrance."  Under  that 
sign  Is  a portal  to  give  admittance 
to  the  crisp  speeches  of  butchers, 
bakers  and  candlestick  makers — men 
of  importance  with  scant  time  to  dress 
words  In  ceremonies  of  speech.  From 
them  come  no  “stereotyped  and  Inflated 
diction,"  condemned  by  Mrs.  Saunders. 
Their  words  get  up  and  walk  around 
in  our  ours.  Their  words  enrry  the 
tang  and  savor  of  their  business.  Pos- 
sibly It  might  be  desirable  to  denature 
the  raw  material  of  their  conversa- 
tions before  drawing  upon  them  for 
letters,  but  If  men’s  minds  nre  to  be 
spaded  for  a crop  of  snies,  success  will 
be  no  nearer  for  calling  the  spade  an 
“oblong  Instrument  of  manual  hus- 
bandry.”— Nation's  Business. 


New  York  Woman  Acts 

as  Surgeon  for  Birds 

Acting  ns  a surgeon  for  birds  Is  the 
occupation  of  a New  York  woman  who 
performs  operations  upon  her  feath- 
ered charges  and  enres  for  their  vari- 
ous Ills.  Rheumatism,  Indigestion  and 
fevers  are  some  of  the  ailments  she 
has  treated.  Surgical  operations  are 
performed  in  a completely  equipped 
room  on  the  third  lloor  of  the  hos- 
pital she  maintains.  With  several  as- 
sistants, she  Is  called  upon  to  minister 
to  the  needs  of  more  than  2,000  birds  In 
the  summer  mouths  when  fumilles 
leave  for  vocations  and  bring  their 
pets  to  he  “boarded”  In  the  wards  of 
the  hospital  while  they  are  gone.  The 
birds  like  to  be  amused  and  show  in- 
teresting characteristics,  their  keeper 
declares.  Balls,  beads  and  ribbons 
hung  from  the  cages  keep  them  from 
pulling  out  their  plumage  and  music 
from  a phonograph  seems  to  cheer 
them  when  their  own  songs  are  si- 
lenced.— Popular  Mechanics. 


Albino  Partr.dge  Bagged 

An  Albino  partridge,  mounted,  is  ex- 
hibited here  by  George  Suggs  and  Al- 
bert Rountree.  Shot  some  miles  from 
tills  city.  It  was  one  of  a covey,  *en- 
ventlonnlly  covered,  but  was  the  only 
white  Idl’d  In  t he  flock,  says  a Kings- 
ton (N.  C.)  dispatch  to  the  New  York 
World.

ONE  THING  AND  ANOTHER

Instinctively  Americans  are  a dry 
people.  We  do  not  make  this  as- 
sertion to  contradict  tlie  propaganda 
in  behalf  of  “light  wines  and  beers." 
Nor  do  we  make  it  with  tlie  hope  that 
it  may  arouse  tlie  critics  of  pro- 
hibition enforcement  and  mark  the  be- 
ginning ot’  an  Interesting  controversy. 
If  we  were  to  engnge  in  an  exchange 
of  views  with  tlie  spokesmen  for  tlie 
“wets”  we  would  unhesitatingly  de- 
clare that  in  our  opinion  it  Is  the  pur- 
est kind  of  rainbow-chasing  to  think 
there  will  ever  lie  legalized  the 
sale  of  so-called  "light  wines  and 
beers.”  However  we  nre  not  disposed 
to  become  fluent  over  a matter  that 
we  believe  is  settled  for  all  time  as 
far  as  this  country  is  concerned. 
When  we  observed  that  Americans  are 
naturally  dry  we  were  not  talking  of 
alcohol  at  all.  We  were  thinking  of 
tlie  sale  of  umbrellas  and  raincoats 
and  the  excellent  purpose  served  by 
these  articles.  And  wo  were  made  to 
think  of  such  things  by  a heavy  show- 
er in  which  we  had  neither  raincoat 
nor  unibella.  That  very  day,  yes,  al- 
most fifteen  minutes  before  the  first 
drops  had  fallen  we  scorned  the  sug- 
gestion that  it  might  rain.  We 
walked  right  past  a perfectly  good 
umbrella — onr  own — and  said  to  our- 
selves, “Why  take  on  such  a burden  as 
that  when  you’ve  only  one  or  two 
places  to  go?”  We  were  not  alone  in 
paying  the  penalty  for  our  over-con- 
fidence in  our  own  ability  as  a fore- 
caster. There  were  thousands  of 
others  in  Boston  that  day.  Well,  we 
discovered  ourselves  marooned  in  the 
doorway  of  an  office  building  and 
there  we  waited — waited  for  the  rain 
to  stop.  It  was  a long  wait  hut  we 
found  it  interesting  after  all.  The 
people  who,  like  ourselves,  were 
“caught  in  the  rain"  had  many  things 
to  say.  We  listened  because  we  were 
proving  our  theory  as  to  the  inborn 
desire  of  Americans  to  keep  dry. 


A young  woman  stenographer  was 
perhaps  the  most  vexed  at  the  shower. 
She  couldn’t  see  that  it  had  cooled  the 
air  or  brought  relief  to  suffering 
humans  and  animals.  All  it  meant 
to  her  was  that  she  was  going  to  miss 
her  train  for  the  beach.  Her  white 
kid  shoes,  her  dainty  gown  and  her 
pretty  hat  were  not  to  lie  sacrificed, 
no,  sir.  She  made  that  statement  flat- 
ly to  a young  man  who  was,  accord- 
ing to  our  deductions,  employed  in 
the  same  office.  Couldnt  he  get  her 
a taxicab?  Wouldn’t  he  ask  some 
friends  of  his  who  owned  a car??  Why 
should  the  weather  pick  the  hour 
when  she  was  headed  homeward  as 
an  opportune  time  to  shift  from  dry 
to  wet?  We  never  heard  so  much 
sputtering.  And  yet  there  was  a close 
second  in  the  man  who  kept  asking 
passersby  to  take  him  under  their  um- 
brella. Ho  got  no  takers.  A third 
member  of  this  entertaining  group 
was  a young  man  who  was  acting  as 
escort  for  a pair  of  lively  flappers. 
The  jokes  he  made  about  the  weather 
and  the  jokes  tlie  young  women  made 
about  him  furnished  an  unceasing 
source  of  merriment — to  them  alone. 
It  was  something  like  this:  “That  hat 
of  yours’ll  look  swell,  kid,  when  you 
get  home.”  Followed  by  the  retort, 
"Look  at  your  hat,  you  big  boob.” 
These  sharp  thrusts  of  wit  would  be 
the  signal  for  great  outbursts  of 
laughter.  Thus  tlie  minutes  flew  past, 1 
but  nobody  moved.  No  one  cared 
how  long  the  wait  if  only  they  kept 
from  getting  soaked.  We  doubt  if  a 
machine-gun  would  have  driven  them 
forth  from  tlie  temporary  shelter.  It 
might  have,  but  not  without  an  argu- 
ment. Just  at  the  time  when  we 
were  wondering  ourselves  what  we 
could  do  and  whether  we  should  make 
a break,  along  came  a friend  of  ours 
with  an  office  in  the  building.  He  was 
most  willing  to  provide  us  with  a J 
resting  place,  hut  when  he  found  we  , 
wanted  to  be  about  our  business  he 
insisted  that  we  accept  the  loan  of  | 
both  raincoat  and  umbrella.  We  did 
so,  with  miichjhanks.  and  with  a deep 
feeling  of  gratification  that  tlie 
Americans,  as  we  said  before,  are  in- 
stinctively a dry  people. 


It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  it  will 
not  he  said  of  us  that  we  are  getting 
"dippy"  over  matters  of  transportation 
and  related  subjects.  Whether  that 
does  become  our  fate  or  not  we  feel 
compelled  to  discuss  something  of 
vital  importance.  We  refer  to  the 
manner  in  which  people  signal  a 
trolley  car  on  which  they  hope  to  ride. 
Notwithstanding  tlie  fact  that  a 
white-post  is  practically  a station, 
many  motormon  expect  to  lie  sig- 
nalled. At  least  we  have  found  there 
are  motormen  who  are  likely  to  drive 
past  because  they  received  no  sign. 
The  employees  of  tlie  Elevated  have ; 
finally  "educated  up"  the  patrons  of 
the  line  until  it  becomes  a pussen- 1 
ger’s  duty  to  make  all  the  signals, 
have  his  fare  ready,  lie  prepared  to  j 
hop  oft'  without  delay  when  the  door 
is  opened  and  to  keep  a civil  tongue' 
in  !:is  head  if  lie  hopes  to  he  allowed 
the  privilege  of  riding  on  an  Elevated, 
ear.  Still  there  remain  many  un- 
thinking people  who  labor  under  the 
impression  that  a public  utility  is  pro- 
vided for  tlie  service  of  tlie  people. 
It  is  they  who  take  seriously  the  duty  j 
of  giving  the  motornian  a sign  to  in- 
dicate they  wish  to  ride.  We  have  | 
looked  over  a raotorman’s  shoulder  i 
from  the  front  vestibule  on  various’ 
occasions.  We  have  seen  an  elderly 
woman  wave  her  umbrella  threatlngly  j 
uL  the  motornian.  Her  wish  is  not  al- 
ways heeded.  We  have  seen  a young 
woman  stand  in  the  vicinity  of  a 
white  post,  almost  indifferent  to  her 
surroundings,  lint  her  mere  presence 
seldom  tails  to  uttl'uct  the  niotorinuu's 
attention  and  cause  him  to  bring  tlie 
ear  to  a standstill.  We  have  seen 
both  men  and  women  running  from 
a side  street  and  waving  at  the  car 
from  a distance  of  several  hundred 
feet.  For  some  reason  or  other  they 
fail  to  impress  tlie  uniformed  driver. 
Among  others  we  have  observed  is 
the  passenger  who  stands  close  to  the 
white  post  and  who  never  leaves  the 
sidewalk  until  the  ear  comes  to  a stop. 
He,  or,  more  often  site,  takes  plenty  of 
time  to  march  majestically  forth  us  if  I 
escorted  by  u military  stuff.  These  and 
many  other  ways  are  employed  for 
stopping  a trolley  car  und  still  we 
do  not  think  tliut  there  is  any  up-| 
proved  way.  We  sometimes  wonder  it' 
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motormon  have  any  preference  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  a prospective 
passenger  should  indicate  his  wish  to 
get  aboard.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
there  cannot  he  or  the  road  would 
have  long  ago  respected  the  motor- 
men’s  wishes  and  Issued  commands  to 
all  passengers  that  only  those  who 
obeyed  would  he  allowed  to  ride. 


In  urging  tlie  suggestion  that  the 
city  discontinue  the  use  of  hell  fire 
alarms  tlie  point  is  made  there  is  no 
reason  for  advising  the  general  pub- 
lic of  a fire  since  there  are  sufficient 
permanent  firemen  to  handle  the  sit- 
uation. It  is  also  pointed  out  that 
many  nutomohilists  turn  out  with 
every  alarm,  block  the  streets  in  tlie 
vicinity  of  the  fire  and  make  bother 
for  the  firemen  and  police  without 
contributing  any  assistance.  Many  In- 
stances may  tie  cited  to  prove  the 
truth  of  tliis  line  of  argument.  We 
have  seen  in  Newton  apparatus  de- 
layed— practically  pocketed  by  autos — 
when  it  should  have  been  in  service. 
However,  we  suppose  that  because  a 
man  owns  an  automobile  there  is  no  I 
reason  ho  should  not  ho  allowed  to 
chase  the  fire  apparatus  if  it  pleases 
him  to  do  so.  We  will  allow  others 
to  discuss  these  two  points  and  will 
take  up  a third  that  has  occurred  to 
us.  It  is  the  joy  that  many  people 
find  in  the  destruction  by  fire  ot  a 
dwelling,  a place  of  business  or  a 
garage  or  stable.  The  more  serious 
the  blaze  and  the  more  extended  the 
monetary  loss  the  more  some  people 
enjoy  the  spectacle.  Just  what  fun 
there  is  in  seeing  other  people’s 
money  burned  up,  their  goods  and 
chattels  consumed  by  flames  and  the 
householders  driven  into  the  street  is 
not  apparent  to  us.  But  they  seem  to 
like  a spectacular  and  destructive 
blaze  and  often  are  willing  to  hop 
out  of  lied  on  a hitter  cold  night  for 
the  thrill  that  comes  with  such  a 
happening.  We  once  heard  a psychol- 
ogist of  prominence  say,  “When  there 
is  a runaway  in  a public  street  and  a 
policeman  rushes  out  to  stop  it  tlie 
people  would  prefer  to  have  the  pol- 
iceman trampled  upon  and  injured 
rather  than  have  nothing  happen.  This 
does  not  moan  they  dislike  policemen 
hut  they  want  good  cause  for  their  ex- 
citement.” That  may  seem  a trifle 
severe  but  we  once  overheard  a young 
woman  telling  her  friends,  "We  drove 
to  see  what  tlie  blaze  was  because  the 
sky  was  lighted  for  miles.  And,  O, 
it  was  so  disappointing — just  a barn 
full  of  hay.  some  cattle  and  horses!” 
We  ourselves  are  not  competent  to 
pass  upon  tlie  mind  that  views  a fire 
as  a form  of  entertainment.  For  some 
years  we  were  obliged  to  go  to  fires 
because  tliut  was  part  of  tlie  job  we 
held.  We  even  covered  the  lodging 
house  fire  in  tlie  South  End  of  Bos- 
ton where  25  men  of  the  “down  and 
out”  class  were  virtually  roasted 
alive.  It  was  not  at  all  funny,  strange 
as  that  may  appear  to  some  people, 
and  no  more  amusing  was  our  tusk  of 
observing  the  medical  examiner  in 
his  grewsome  work  of  identification 
at  the  morgue  of  these  same  bodies. 
We  will  admit,  however,  that  our  sense 
of  humor  may  be  undeveloped. 


Tlie  last  call  for  mall-boxes  has 
been  issued  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. If  one  has  no  letter-box,  so 
called,  or  a slide  in  the  front  door  in 
which  the  letter-carrier  may  deposit 
the  householder’s  mail  then  the  house- 
holder loses.  He  dosen't  get  ills  mail, 
that's  all.  We  are  not  aware  of  the 
plans  of  the  postal  authorities  and 
whether  a letter  carrier  is  expected 
to  bring  the  same  letters  back  on  tlie 
next  trip  of  whether  he  is  to  allow  j 
tlie  letters  to  accumulate  und  casual- 
ly remark  to  the  householder  when-j 
ever  lie  happens  to  meet  him,  “I’m 
saving  a lot  of  letters  for  you  down  at 
the  postoflice ; guess  you’d  better  step 
in,  some  of  them  may  lie  important.” 
We  do  not  seek  to  criticise  the  gov- 
ernment for  insisting  upon  letter 
boxes  und  we  believe  that  tlie  plan 
will,  as  is  no  doubt  intended,  lighten 
tlie  burdens  of  the  letter  carriers  and 
facilitate  tlie  delivery  of  mail.  We 
lime  noticed  letter  curriers  kept  wait- 
ing until  tlie  door  was  opened  for  hint 
ai  a house  Hint  had  no  mall-box.  We 
could  imagine  tlie  mistress  of  tlie 
house  was  engaged  in  making  herself 
presentable  und  since  that  is  one  of 
woman's  many  privileges  there  is 
nothing  to  lio  done  about  it.  Of 
eourse  there  may  he  letters  tliut  one 
is  mil  particularly  keen  to  read.  These 
need  never  he  delivered,  most  every- 
body will  agree.  Still  there  is  always 
tlie  "delightfully  unexpected”  while 
tlie  "expected”  too,  often  contains 
something  Hint  one  is  eager  to  read. 
We  were  going  to  say  tliut  without  let- 
ters there  would  lie  no  pleasure  in  the 
pursuit  of  romance.  A friend  whose 
judgment  is  usually  sound  insists  Hint 
romance  cannot  lie  pursued.  Grunt- 
ing tliut  tliis  is  logic  we  insist  that  a 
letter  carrier  may  be  pursued  for  we 
have  seen  him  pursued  by  tlie  very 
friend  whose  convictions  wu  here 
quote.  And  furthermore  the  artists 
who  draw  valentines  and  ('liristmus 
cards  often  depict  Cupid  us  a letter 
carrier.  So,  wo  maiutuiu  that  the 
Government  may  after  all  have  a 
paternal  interest  in  us  and  desire  to 


make  certain  that  we  get  all  that  is 
coming  to  us  as  early  as  possible,  in- 
cluding tax  hills. 

If  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen are  to  he  so  frequent  through- 
out (he  year  and  so  extended  at  each 
session  would  it  not  he  fair  and  just 
to  them  to  amend  the  by-laws  and 
permit  them  to  work  day  and  night 
shifts? 


And  again!  Why  not  vacations  for 
aldermen  as  well  as  other  classes  of 
city  laborers!

Our  little  Newtonvllle  Park,  all  we 
lime  and  only  560  feet  long  on  Walnut 
street  taken  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee, with  the  consent  of  the  mayor 
and  board  of  aldermen,  who  have 
voted  to  give  them  all  the  money 
they  will  call  for,  to  build  a school. 

This  school  will  he  on  Walnut 
street,  corner  of  Elm  road.  Plan  calls 
for  160  feet  wide,  288  feet  deep,  down 
to  the  Tech  school  which  will  put  the 
Tech  out  of  sight  as  It  Is  on  the  Tech 
grounds.  Notwithstanding  the  cast 
Iron  admonition  prominently  type- 
written on  the  deed,  as  follows: 

"And  no  building  other  than  the 
said  Tech.  School  Building  Bhall  be 
erected  on  the  granted  premises  un- 
til its  site  has  been  approved.  The 
plans  nnd  site  are  approved  and  en- 
dorsed by  vote  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  said  city  on  December  6, 
1907.” 

Furthermore  they  plnn  to  put  this 
school  on  the  brook  and  to  change 
the  course  of  the  brook  to  come  very 
close  to  Walnut  street..  Bringing  the 
brook  close  to  Walnut  street  looks  like 
an  Insult,  and  is  an  insult. 

It  is  evident  enough  that  not  one 
of  the  School  f'omniittee  or  Board  of 
Aldermen  are  in  any  way  familiar 
with  tiie  volume  of  dirty  water,  spring, 
winter  and  fall,  that  comes  from  way 
back  and  flows  into  Bullough's  pond. 
The  school  and  dirty  brook  condemns 
Claflin  Park  forever.  This  school  will 
prevent  entrance  front  Elm  road 
to  the  high  land  on  the  south  of  Tech, 
where  all  the  supposed  public  build- 
ings are  to  go  nnd  will  also  pre- 
vent any  building  there  as  they 
would  have  no  frontage  and  would 
have  to  face  the  roof  of  the  new 
school,  and  backs  of  residences  on 
Walnut  street. 

The  mayor  has  called  for  $26,122  to 
change  the  course  of  the  brook.  It 
has  been  intimated  that  it  may  cost 
$25,000  more  than  that,  all  of  which 
could  be  saved  if  they  would  build  on 
the  high  land  south  of  Tech,  which 
is  the  ideal  place  for  the  school  as 
all  people  admit,  it  is  undoubtedly  the 
finest  building  spot  in  Newton  today, 
and  any  person  going  there  will  see  it. 
And  connecting  the  two  buildings 
would  be  a grand  sight  and  they 
would  have  the  park  in  the  fore- 
ground. What  could  he  better? 

Building  here  would  insure  a good 
basement,  whereas  building  on  the 
brook,  it  will  always  lie  damp. 

The  Tech  building  will  prevent  the 
flow  of  air,  so  much  needed  in  the 
summer,  that  comes  from  the  south- 
west. Whereas  on  the  high  land  on 
the  south  of  Tech  the  air  is  beautiful.

Drake  opened  In  Penn- 
sylvania the  first  oil  well,  the  yield  of 
which  was  about  20  barrels  per  day, 
be  thought  It  would  be  sufficient  to 
supply  the  petroleum  needs  of  the 
country  indefinitely.  Since  that  time, 
according  to  my  estimate,  there  has 
been  approximately  700.000  wells 
drilled,  of  which  about  a third  or  233,- 
ooo  were  failures,  being  absolutely 
dry  or  only  producing  for  a short  time 
a small  amount  of  oil  or  gas,  and 
uot  sufficient  to  return  any  part  of 
the  investment.  About  290,000  are  now 
producing  oil,  leaving  177.000  to  cover 
the  oil  wells  that  have  been  aban- 
doned ns  exhausted  or  unprofitable  to 
operate,  and  a relatively  small  num- 
ber of  gas  wells  in  operation. 

Some  months  ago  the  staff  of  the 
Mid-Continent  Oil  & Gas  Association 
counted  the  wells  reported  drilled  East 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains  during  the 
three  years,  1920  to  1922.  inclusive, 
and  classified  them  according  to  ini- 
tial output.  We  found  that  there  were 
78,502  wells  drilled,  of  which  19.7S4  or 
25.2%  were  absolutely  dry;  6,357  or 
8.1%  produced  some  gas,  and  27,570 
or  35.12%  were  small  oil  wells  yield- 
ing 25  barrels  or  less  per  day.  Thus 
we  note  that  68.42%  of  the  total  com- 
pletions must  he  classified  as  unfav- 
orable. The  completions  yielding  from 
26  barrels  to  not  exceeding  100  barrels 
per  day  at  the  start  constituted  15.36% 
of  the  total.  These  are  classed  as  of 
problematical  value,  because  under 
the  conditions  of  deeper  drilling  and 
the  low  prices  which  have  obtained 
during  the  last  three  years,  they  can- 
not be  counted  on  to  return  the  in- 
vestment plus  operating  costs.  We 
have  now  accounted  for  83.78%  of  the 
holes  drilled,  leaving  16.22%  as  defin- 
itely profitable.  The  particular  wells 
of  which  the  public  hears  so  much, 
to  wit,  the  “gushers."  producing  2000 
barrels  or  more  per  day.  equaled  only 
95/100  of  one  percent  of  the  total.  The 
scarcity  of  the  gushers  proves  how 
futile  it  is  to  invest  money  in  the  fake 
stock  promotion  schemes  which  are 
generally  organized  on  a basis  that 
would  require  repeated  gushers  to 
yield  any  return  to  the  stockholders. 

The  function  of  producing  wells  is 
a declining  one.  The  better  class  of 
Mid-Continent  wells  give  up  63%  of 
its  total  ultimate  production  the  first 
year.  20%  the  second  year.  8%  the 
third  year,  and  the  remaining  9%  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  its  existence, 
which  may  he  anywhere  from  5 to  20 
years.  In  a typical  case,  the  well 
ceases  to  flow  after  the  first  month  or 
two,  and  the  production  is  thereafter 
obtained  by  an  excessive  process 
called  pumping. 

Income  from  the  operation  of  an 
oil  well  is  controlled  by  two  factors — 
the  daily  rate  of  production  and  the 
sale  price  per  barrel.  The  price  off- 
ered for  the  whole  volume  of  oil  fluc- 
tuates according  to  the  relation  be- 
tween supply  and  demand.  Last  year 
competitive  drilling  brought  eight 
large  pools  to  full  fruition  at  about 
tlie  same  time,  thus  creating  an  over- 
production which  caused  the  price  to 
fall  below  the  cost  of  producing  from 
the  old  and  small  wells  which  are  in 
t he  majority.  To  Illustrate;  in  the 
State  of  Oklahoma  alone,  out  of  56,000 
oil  wells  in  operation,  last  year,  40,000 
of  them,  with  an  average  production 
of  1.93  barrels  per  well  per  day,  were 
operated  for  the  last  nine  months  of 
the  year  at  a loss.  They  were  kept 
on  the  pump  because  unless  operated 
the  salt  water  would  encroach  and 
ruin  them  and  their  aggregate  future 
production,  which  may  lie  sorely  need- 
ed. would  be  forever  lost.  Since  the 
ultimately  recoverable  supply  of  pe- 
troleum is  limited,  and  we  cannot  go 
on  forever  finding  large  pools,  the  old 
small  wells  constitute  in  the  aggre- 
gate a valuable  resource  which  should 
he  conserved,  but  which  can  only  lie 
saved  by  a willingness  on  the  part  of 
(he  public  to  pay  a price  for  petroleum 
commensurate  with  the  cost  of  oper- 
ating tlie  250.000  small  wells  of  the 
country. 

Complaint  lias  been  made  that  tlie 
price  of  gasoline  (kies  not  always 
move  up  or  down  in  the  same  percent- 
age t hut  the  price  of  crude  oil  goes 
up  or  down.  But  such  complaint  over- 
looks the  facts:  First,  that,  however 
the  price  of  crude  moves,  it  requires 
tlie  same  plant  investment,  the  same 
labor  cost,  and  the  same  transporta- 
tion and  overhead  charges  to  refine  a 
barrel  of  crude,  and  that  these  do  not 


fluduntp  with  the  price  of  crude:  Sec- 
ond, that  gasoline  Is  a co-product 
along  with  kerosene,  gas,  oil,  fuel  oil 
and  a number  of  other  derivatives. 
The  refiner  prospers  or  goes  broke 
according  to  whether  the  combined 
proceeds  of  the  products  of  his  bar- 
rel of  crude  exceed  the  combined  cost 
of  the  raw  material  and  manufacture. 
So  If  the  unavoidable  products,  such 
ns  kerosene,  fuel  oil  and  gns  oil  are 
selling  below  cost  and  the  principal 
demand  Is  for  gasoline,  which  prob- 
ably constitutes  one-third  of  the  bar- 
rel of  crude,  how  could  that  commod- 
ity absorb  tlie  same  percentage  of  re- 
duet ion  that  occurs  in  the  cost  of 
crude,  and  still  leave  the  refiner  on 
the  right  side  of  the  ledger? 

The  American  Public  must  he 
brought  to  understand  that  the  past 
three  years  have  been  a petroleum 
fenst.  That  gasoline  and  other  oil 
products  have  been  sold  nt  an  abnor- 
mally low  figure  due  to  competition 
and  an  adequate  temporary  supply  on 
hand.  That  while  we  may  continue 
for  a quarter  of  a century  or  more 
to  find  and  produce  sufficient  petrol- 
eum for  our  needs,  it  may  not  in  fu- 
ture months  or  years  be  so  easily 
found  nor  so  cheaply  produced. 

Following  the  banquet,  we  witnessed 
a movie  production  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  building,  showing  the  "World 
Struggle  for  Oil.”

Fred  McGrath  and  George  Harring- 
ton. two  young  men  from  Somerville, 
wore  accused  by  Officers  Marden  and 
Connolly  of  driving  autos  along  Com- 
monwealth avenue  at  an  unreasonable 
speed  on  the  night  of  July  15.  Ac- 
cording to  the  officers  of  two  machines 
raced  by  the  Chestnut  Hill  end  of 
the  avenue  at  a speed  of  from  45 
to  50  mites  nn  hour.  A couple  of  hours 
later,  at  3 A.  M„  the  machines  were 
seen  in  Newton  Centre  square,  and 
the  young  men  who  were  driving 
were  arrested.  McGrath  was  driving 
a machine  with  the  muffler  missing, 
and  he  claimed  this  gave  the  impres- 
sion that  he  was  going  at  a high  speed. 
McGrath's  machine  apparently  was 
not  in  the  pink  of  condition  for  in  ad- 
dition to  tlie  missing  muffler,  one  of 
the  tires  of  this  chnriot  went  A.  W. 
O.  L.  five  times  that  night  while  lie 
was  driving  it.  He  testified  he  was 
driving  but  35  miles  an  hour,  but 
Judge  Bacon  considered  this  speed  to 
be  unreasonable  for  an  uuto  with  a 
balky  tire.  He  fined  McGrath  $20. 

Harrington  when  called  to  the 
stand  testified  that  he  was  asleep 
much  of  the  time  while  in  tlie  auto  on 
the  night  of  July  15,  and  that  he  was 
not  driving  when  the  autos  were 
speeding  westward  on  Commonwealth 
avenue.  He  must  be  addicted  to 
sleepiness  as  he  yawned  several  times 
while  testifying.  Asked  by  the  Judge 
who  was  driving  lie  gave  the  name  of 
a young  man  named  Ramsay,  and 
Judge  Bacon  ordered  a warrant  issued 
for  this  youth's  appearance  in  court 
on  Friday,  continuing  Harrington’s 
case  until  that  day. 

The  lawyer  who  appeared  for  these 
two  young  men  argued  that  while  35 
miles  may  lie  too  great  a speed  during 
the  day,  it  is  not  unreasonable  at  night 
when  there  is  less  traffic.  He  does  not 
take  cognizance  that  most  fatal  acci- 
dents occur  at  night,  and  that  most 
drivers  operate  at  a slower  speed  at 
night  because  of  the  fact  they  are 
driving  in  darkness  rather  than  in 
daylight. 

William  Giggey  and  John  Slatterv 
were  charged  with  unlawful  appro- 
priation of  a motor-cycle  belonging 
to  one  of  the  proprietors  of  a shoe- 
shine  shop  on  Centre  street.  They 
told  a plausible  story  of  having  asked 
the  brother  of  the  owner  of  the  motor 
cycle  for  the  loan  of  the  machine,  and 
the  Judge  gave  credence  to  their  ex- 
planation as  he  continued  their  case 
to  give  them  opportunity  to  repair 
some  small  damage  which  the  mach- 
ine suffered  while  in  their  possession. 

Miss  Delia  Gravel  of  Pearl  street, 
was  fined  $25  for  driving  an  auto 
without  a license.  Miss  Gravel  was 
learning  to  drive  without  being  ac- 
companied by  a licensed  operator.  She 
had  the  misfortune  to  collide  with  all- 
ot tier  machine  at  the  corner  of  Wuhan 
and  Jewett  streets,  where  a hedge 
obscures  one's  vision,  and  the  other 
cur  toppled  over  slightly  injuring  one 
of  its  occupants. 

Robert  F.  Slamin  was  also  charged 
with  tlie  same  offence.  Robert  had 
taken  one  examination  and  did  not 
pass,  lie  was  taking  another  prac- 
tice spin,  and  mad**  two  mistakes  -one 
in  not  being  accompanied  by  a ' 
licensed  driver,  and  a second  in  try-1 
•ng  to  navigate  Nonantum  square.  I 
which  is  a bad  spot  for  green  drivers. ' 
Robert  knocked  over  one  of  tlie  silent 
cops  in  the  square  and  when  ques- 
tioned bv  Officer  Taffe  could  not  pro- 
duce a license.  Judge  Bacon  placed 
his  case  on  file. 

William  Malloy  and  Lester  Ludlow 
were  each  fined  $10  for  driving  autos 
on  tlie  Metropolitan  Park  Reservation 
in  Forest  Grove,  where  autos  are  for- 
bidden. 

Enrico  Cairo  of  West  street  lias 
archaic  ideas  us  to  tlie  status 


Monday.  Officer  Charles  Feeley  testi- 
fied that  on  July  26,  nt  S P.  M.  he 
purchased  a quart  of  wine  from  Val- 
implo  paying  for  It  with  a $1.00  hill 
which  had  been  marked.  When  Val- 
Implo's  premises  were  raided  n few 
hours  later  Sergeant  Leehnn  found 
tilts  bill  In  Ills  possession.  Tlie  ser- 
geant testified  that  lie  and  Ills  sound 
had  selzed75  gallons  of  wine  In  Sali- 
bntlnos  cellar  which  tested  8L4% 
alcohol  and  that  complnints  bad  pre- 
viously been  received  that  Vallmplo 
was  selling  liquor. 

Cross  examined  by  Attorney  George 
Mellon.  Officer  Feeley  testified  that 
when  be  purchased  the  wine  lie  bad 
been  accompanied  by  n man  of  French 
extraction.  They  had  entered  tlie  fiat 
of  Angelo  DeMorto  which  is  under 
the  flat  occupied  liv  Valimpio  nt  124 
Sheridan  street.  The  wife  of  De- 
Morte  is  of  the  same  nationality  ns 
the  man  who  accompanied  Feeley. 

Officer  King  testified  that  lie  had 
watched  Valimpio's  house  and  had 
seen  a number  of  men  coming  from 
It.  who  while  not  drunk  were  enough 
under  the  influence  of  liquor  to  stng- 
ger. 

Valimpio  testified  that  he  and  De- 
Morte  who  are  bosom  friends  have 
lived  nn  Sheridan  street  for  6 years: 
that  lie  never  had  sold  any  wine  until 
DeMorto  importuned  him  to  sell  it  to 
the  Frenchman  who  had  accompanied 
Officer  Feeley.  He  snld  ho  did  not 
want  to  take  payment  for  the  wine  but 
finally  consented  to  do  so. 

DeMorte  testified  that  when  the 
party  had  entered  his  homo  and  bo- 
seeched  Mrs.  DeMorto  in  the  French 
patois  to  ask  her  husband  to  obtain 
some  wine  for  him,  lie  had  prevailed 
upon  his  friend  Valimpio  after  con- 
siderable urging  to  sell  tlie  wine  and 
take  a payment  for  it. 

Mr.  Mellon  in  bis  pleas  said  that 
the  police  found  no  bottles  or  glasses 
in  the  home  of  Valimpio  and  that  it 
was  necessary  for  the  officer  to  obtain 
a bottle  from  a neighboring  store:  that 
Valimpio  had  but  a few  dollars  in  bis 
wallet  when  arrested,  which  proved 
lie  had  not  been  making  monev  sell- 
ing liquor  that  he  was  a hard  work- 
ing laborer  who  had  never  sold  any 
wine  before,  lint  that  the  police  had 
seduced  him  into  committing  a crim- 
inal act.  Ho  asked  Judge  Bacon  to 
consider  tlie  circumstance's  of  tlie  case 
and  to  impose  a light  fine.  He  also 
asserted  that  the  wine  seized  at  Val- 
impio's place  was  genuine  grape  wine 
and  not  raisin  wine  ns  insinuated  by 
Inspector  Goode,  who  was  prosecut- 
ing the  case.  Mr.  Mellon  Invited  Judge 
Bacon  to  smell  the  wine  to  prove  his 
contention,  but  the  judge  refused  to 
qualify  as  a wine  expert. 

Inspector  Goode  told  the  court  that 
tin1  police  had  received  prior  inform- 
ation that  Valimpio  had  been  selling 
liquor  and  for  this  reason  had  kept 
watch  on  his  house.  Judge  Bacon 
decided  that  Valimpio  was  guilty  and 
fined  him  $100  and  also  gave  him  a 
suspended  sentence  of  three  months.

POLICE  COURT 


“Don’t  use  cut-outs  on  your  cars 
or  motorcycles.”  is  good  advice  to  mot- 
orists traveling  through  tlie  Garden 
City.  A fine  of  $25  was  imposed  on 
George  Haskell  of  241  Walnut  street, 
Newtonville,  for  causing  liis  motor- 
cycle to  backfire  in  such  a way  as  to 
frighten  people  on  the  sidewalks  and 
crossing  streets  Saturday  morning  in 
the  Newton  Court  by  Judge  Bacon. 
Haskell  was  arrested  by  Motorcycle 
Officer  Dowling,  who  also  charged  him 
with  speeding  and  a fine  of  $10  was 
imposed  on  the  charge.  Tlie  officer 
testified  that  motorcyclists  seem  to 
make  a practice  of  backfiring  their 
bikes  so  that  they  sound  like  machino 
guns  by  way  of  signal  to  pedestrians. 
Numerous  complaints  have  been  re- 
ceived by  tlie  Police  Department  and 
tlie  law  against  using  cutouts  is  to  be 
rigidly  enforced. 

A group  of  eight  people,  arrested 
by  railroad  policemen,  were  in  court 
the  same  day  charged  with  walking  on 
tlie  B.  & A.  tracks  in  West  Newton 
without  authority.  One  ease  was  filed 
and  the  others  were  lined  from  $10  to 
$15.  For  some  time  there  has  been 
agitation  in  tills  village  for  a foot- 
bridge of  some  sort  across  the  tracks 
near  Crescent  street,  as  many  peo- 
ple have  been  arrested  at  this  point. 
With  tlie  erection  of  a new  parochial 
school  on  Washington  street  and  a 
new  junior  High  School  and  tlie  sub- 
sequent necessity  of  a great  many 
children  walking  an  extra  mile,  the 
lack  of  this  bridge  is  keenly  felt,  and 
it  is  planned  by  residents  of  tit  is  sec- 
tion to  bring  tlie  matter  before  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  this  Fall  for  some 
action. 

A race  between  an  automobile  driver 
and  a motorcycle  officer,  which  nearly 
cost  the  lives  of  both  men,  resulted 
in  jail  sentences  being  imposed  on 
Edmund  Avaltone  of  477  Hanover 
street,  Boston,  by  Judge  Bacon  in 
Court  Wednesday  morning. 

Avallono  was  arrested  by  Officer 
James  Goddard  after  u chase  which 
carried  him  from  Dartmouth  street, 
on  Commonwealth  avenue,  two  miles 
along  the1  avenue,  over  Valentine 
street  and  West  Newton  Hill,  down 
Highland  to  Margin  where  Avallone 
lost,  a front  wheel  and  was  placed 
under  arrtst. 

During  tlie  chase  Goddard  ran  up 
alongside  Avallone  on  Valentine  street 
and  ordered  him  to  pull  over  to  the 
side  of  tlie  road.  Avallone  responded 
by  stepping  on  the  gas. 

The  automobile  and  motorcycle 
raced  down  Valentine  street  to  the 
junction  of  Highland  and  Chestnut 
streets,  the  officer  not  during  to  get 
in  front  of  the  automobile,  which  wus 
careening  from  side  to  side.  At  tlie 
corner  of  Highland  and  Chestnut 
Avallone  pulled  his  cur  sharply  to 
tho  side  of  tlie  road,  driving  Goddard 
oil  liis  motorcycle  up  on  to  the  side- 
walk over  a curbstone,  and  through 
u hedge  and  clump  of  hushes,  20  feet 
deep,  across  a lawn  and  buck  onto 
tlie  road  again. 

Goddard  kept  liis  balance,  and  as 
soon  as  lie  got  clear  of  the  hushes  shot 
after  tlie  automobile  again.  The  car 
turned  on  to  Margin  street,  alongside 
tlie  ruilroud  tracks,  where  u wheel 
came  off.  and  tlie  machine  crashed 
against  the  railroad  bridge. 

Avallone  was  fined  $10  for  being 
drunk,  given  one  month  in  the  House 
of  Correction  for  operating  an  auto- 
mobile under  tlie  influence  of  liquor, 
and  two  months  in  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection for  Driving  so  as  to  endanger 
tlie  lives  anil  safety  of  tlie  public.

Many  Men  Employed  in 

Mapping  British  Coasts 

Few  people  realize  the  hardships 
and  dangers  undergone  by  a compara- 
tive handful  of  officers  and  men  be- 
longing to  (lie  royal  navy  who  work 
year  In  and  year  out  surveying  const 
lines  and  mapping  tlie  little-known 
depths  of  tlie  ocean. 

Tlie  hydrographic  department  of  the 
admiralty  lias  eight  sloops  constantly 
employed  In  the  task  of  keeping  the 
sens  charted,  and  40  officers  and  700 
men  are  under  the  control  of  a roar 
admiral,  says  London  Tit-Bits. 

The  bed  of  tlie  ocean  and  the  out- 
lines of  rocky  coasts  are  constantly 
changing,  so  that  for  the  safety  of 
shipping  charts  and  maps  hnve  to  he 
revised  and  brought  up  to  date  at  fre- 
quent intervals. 

Cnses  have  been  known  whore  whole 
islands  hnve  either  appeared  or  disap- 
peared In  tlie  course  of  a few  hours. 
Falcon  Island,  near  tlie  Tongas,  for  In- 
stance, was  first  discovered  and  chart- 
ed in  1885,  yet,  although  tho  mnss  of 
rock  Included  cliffs  rising  fully  150 
feet  above  tlie  ocean  level,  It  complete- 
ly disappeared  shortly  afterward.  In 
1808  a volcnnlc  disturbance  once  more 
brought  tho  Island  to  the  notice  of  the 
surveyors,  lint  before  the  end  of  tlie 
year  It  had  disappeared  again. 

Small  parties  landing  on  wild 
stretches  of  const  are  frequently  met 
witli  showers  of  stones  or  even  bullets 
from  suspicious  Inhabitants.  Agnln, 
much  of  the  work  has  to  lie  carried  out 
from  small  boats,  which  may  bn  away 
from  the  parent  ship  for  a week  or 
more  at  a time. 

An  officer  nnd  half  a dozen  men,  de- 
tailed to  work  along  n portion  of  the 
flhlnese  const,  encamped  on  a rock  one 
night.  Soon  nfter  daybreak  a cruiser 
came  along  and  began  using  this  tem- 
porary refuge  ns  a target  for  gunnery 
practice.  Several  slid  Is  found  their 
mark  before  tlie  men  were  nble  to 
make  It  known  that  tlie  rock  wns  In- 
habited.

Over  His  Garden  Wall 

Iti  none  of  the  letters  or  lives  of 
Lamb  have  I found  evidence  that  he 
ever  bought  a new  book.  His  literary 
Interests  were  of  no  profit  to  publish- 
ers. The  battered  veterans  on  his 
shelves  welcomed  no  dapper  young  re- 
cruits; hut  lie  received  numerous  pres- 
entation copies  from  authors,  nnd  such 
volumes,  too  modern  to  please  Ills 
fancy,  lie  was  wont  to  throw  over  tlie 
wall  Into  Westwood’s  garden,  writes 
Harry  B.  Smith  in  Scribner’s.

Perfumed  Opiate  Used 

by  Addicts  in  London 

The  narcotic  squad  of  the  London 
police  department  Is  reported  to  he 
excited  over  the  recent  discovery  of  n 
perfumed  opiate  which  officials  be- 
lieve Is  being  used  by  the  drug  traf- 
ficker to  lure  the  unwitting  Into  the 
drug  habit.  While  Investigating  con- 
ditions In  the  night  clubs — pnrticulnrly 
those  of  n lower  category  which  are 
associated  with  the  cocaine  traffic — 
the  police  discovered  the  perfume. 

The  officials  believe  that  the  Im- 
porters of  the  odorous  drug — It  Is  dis- 
tinctly foreign  to  Englnnd — reserve  It 
especially  for  the  novice  in  drug  us- 
ing. It  Is  generally  known  that  the 
first  taste  of  drugs  sometimes  pro- 
duces anything  but  the  desired  effect, 
and  It  Is  Just  this  effect,  one  of  nau- 
sea and  vertigo,  which  the  police  be- 
lieve the  perfumed  nlkalold  Is  Intended 
to  offset,  remarks  the  New  York 
Times. 

Experiments  with  the  recovered 
perfume  show  that  It  need  not  be  ad- 
ministered at  all  to  produce  a craving 
for  It.  All  that  Is  needed  Is  to  allow 
the  vapors  to  float  across  the  nostrils 
of  the  Intended  victim.  One  of  the 
morbidly  curious,  who  was  not  a vet- 
eran drug  nddict,  explained  the  pro- 
cedure of  the  drug  vendor  In  popular- 
izing his  exotic  product.  She  said  that 
she  had  entered  a drug  rendezvous  to 
look  on.  A woman  presently  ap- 
pronched  her  after  she  had  experienced 
the  pleasant  odors  of  the  strange  es- 
sence and  remnrked  about  the  per- 
fume. The  visitor  said  she  liked  It, 
whereupon  the  woman  told  her  where 
It  could  he  bought.  Thinking  she  hnd 
purchased  a rare  essence,  the  visitor 
lifted  the  stopper  of  a vial  once,  twice 
nnd  then  succumbed  to  a coma.  Tills 
ended,  hut  she  craved  again  for  the 
vial  nnd  thus  her  addiction  began. 

While  analysis  has  not  yet  revealed 
the  composition  of  the  nlkalold,  Its 
symptoms  are  very  similar  to  those 
of  heroin.  It  Is  described  ns  a rich 
nnd  languorous  transparent  fluid  of 
heavy  but  not  sickly  odor.

In 
emission  of  tone  the  Infant  uncon- 
sciously hns  a system  that  makes  the 
Italian  appear  crude.  If  singing  mas- 
ters could  discover  what  It  Is,  nnd 
tench  It.  nil  present  methods  of  vocal 
study  would  he  revolutionized.

Civil  Improvement  Is 

Object  of  “ Rotarians ” 

The  Rotarians  are  members  of  the 
Rotary  club,  which  was  formed  In 
Chicago  in  1IHH1  by  four  men — a coal 
dealer,  mining  operator,  merchant 
tailor  and  lawyer.  "Rotary"  was 
chosen  for  the  name  of  the  dull  be- 
cause the  members  met  In  "rotation" 
at  their  places  of  business.  Civil  Im- 
provement was  the  object  of  the  club 
and  the  motto  adopted  Is:  “Service 
above  self — He  profits  most  who 
serves  best."  Other  clubs  were  soon 
organized  in  other  cities  and  In  1010 
a convention  was  held  in  Chicago  at 
which  a national  association  of  Rotary 
clubs  was  formed.  Two  years  later 
In  order  to  Include  clubs  from  for- 
eign countries  the  association  was 
made  International.  At  the  beginning 
of  102.’$  the  membership  of  the  asso- 
ciation totaled  over  83,000.  Member- 
ship in  a local  club  Is  restricted  to  one 
man  from  each  business  or  profession. 
A new  club  must  start  with  not  loss 
than  15  or  more  than  25  members.  The 
clubs  nre  grouped  In  districts,  each 
district  electing  a governor  to  repre- 
sent It  on  the  International  hoard, 
which  meets  In  Chicago  every  00 
days.  The  Rotarlan,  a monthly  pub- 
lished at  Chicago,  Is  the  official  pult- 
licntion  of  the  organization. 


Keeps  Absolute  Check  on 
Time  Taken  for  Operation 

Modern  efficiency  methods  as  ap- 
plied in  factories  and  shops  often 
make  It  necessary  to  study  tlie  time 
required  for  different  operations  In  the 
manufacture  of  certain  products.  For 
this  work  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
have  a stop  watch.  The  conventional 
stop  watch,  however,  leaves  much  to 
be  desired,  for  the  reason  that,  while 
It  gives  the  time  elapsed  for  a certain 
operation,  it  Is  necessary  to  Indulge 
in  a considerable  calculation  for  de- 
termining tlie  output  per  hour  or  day. 

Now  a time-study  watch  has  been 
evolved  for  tlie  purpose  of  eliminat- 
ing nil  computation  nnd  making  it 
possible  for  an  observer  to  read  from 
the  dial  the  quantity  desired.  The  cir- 
cumference of  the  dial  of  the  watcli  Is 
divided  into  100  parts,  ns  In  the  well- 
known  decimal  dial,  but  instead  of 
these  divisions  being  numbered  in  tlie 
ordinary  manner  they  are  marked  with 
figures  which  indicate  the  number  of 
operations  per  hour,  when  the  time  of 
a single  operation  is  represented  by 
the  elapsed  time.  In  the  Instance  of 
very  short  operations  ten  operations 
instead  of  one  can  be  timed. 


Soundproof  Booths 

Soundproof  telephone  booths  are 
constructed  by  various  firms,  and  ow- 
ing to  tlie  principle  involved  in  their 
makeup  it  is  said  that  not  the  least 
sound  can  escape  from  them  while  the 
telephone  Is  being  used. 

The  walls  of  the  booth  nre  built  of 
five  layers  of  tliln  wood,  with  the  grain 
crossed  each  time,  nnd  the  layers  nre 
glued  together,  the  whole  then  being 
covered  with  a special  soundproof  com- 
pound. 

Inasmuch  as  the  whole  Is  made  In 
six  demountable  panels  a booth  can 
he  set  up  in  a short  time  nnd  panels 
are  not  too  lnrge  to  be  taken  in 
through  an  ordinary  door.  Insulated 
openings  are  left  in  tlie  partitions  be- 
forehand. so  that  there  Is  no  need  of 
boring  holes  to  install  telephone  or 
electric  light  wires. 


Fire  Done  Away  With 

Tlie  four  new  ocean-going  dredges 
designed  by  the  United  States  Engi- 
neering corps  to  clean  American  hnr- 
hors  of  sand  ami  silt  are  said  to  he 
tlie  only  human  habitations  since  the 
dawn  of  civilization  in  which  fire  In 
some  form  is  not  used  or  needed. 
Everything  is  done  by  electricity. 

Each  vessel  Is  2S8  feet  long  and  Is 
propelled  by  electricity  from  genera- 
tors driven  by  oil  engines.  AH  con- 
trol Is  direct  from  the  bridge,  with- 
out reference  to  tlie  engine-room. 

Fifty-six  electric  motors  operate 
the  dredging  machinery  and  do  all  the 
work  of  the  ship — from  weighing  the 
anchor  to  driving  the  electric  fans 
that  ventilate  the  crew’s  quarters. 


Lightning  Bores  Iron 

During  an  electrical  storm  in  Ohio 
an  official  of  a lumber  company  sit- 
ting In  his  office  was  startled  by  a 
loud  report  like  the  discharge  of  a 
gun,  and,  looking  up  at  the  celling, 
noticed  u blaze.  On  examination  he 
found  that  there  was  it  hole  large 
enough  to  Insert  his  little  finger  In  the 
Iron  gas  pipe.  The  lightning  had  come 
In  over  the  electric  wires,  Jumped  off 
on  to  the  gas  pipe,  which  they  crossed 
at  right  angles,  bored  through  the  Iron 
and  Ignited  the  escaping  gas.

Jack  Miner,  of  Kingsville,  Ont.,  who 
Inis  become  noted  for  his  ability  to 
tame  wild  geese,  made  the  experiment 
of  fastening  metal  tags  to  a large  num- 
ber of  them  before  turning  them  loose 
to  resume  their  migrations.  Thereby 
hangs  nn  nmuslng  tale. 

A gray  goose  bearing  one  of  his 
tugs  had  been  shot  by  some  negroes 
In  Mississippi.  The  negro  who  ac- 
quired this  particular  bird.  It  appears, 
was  an  Illiterate  preacher,  possessed 
of  great  powers  of  speech.  Ho  insist- 
ed that  the  message  came  from  heav- 
en and  made  Its  receipt  the  occasion 
for  a revival  declaring  to  Ills  credu- 
lous flock:  “This  nin  the  message 
of  the  Lord,  and  now  am  the  judg- 
ment coming.”  Some  of  the  Indian 
hunters  who  have  shot  the  togged 
geese  In  the  Far  North  have  hnd  a 
strange  superstition  about  them,  In- 
sisting that  they  belonged  to  the  evil 
one.  who  had  marked  them  ns  Ills  own. 

The  result  of  Miner's  experiments 
nnd  observations  may  bo  summarized 
thus:  lie  has  definitely  proved  that 
birds  do  return  to  the  same  hnunt  year 
after  year;  that  kindness  will  over- 
come fear  even  In  the  wnrlest  of 
feathered  folk;  tlint  geese  travel  over 
the  snme  route  In  migration  nt  a speed 
of  about  sixty  miles  an  hour. — Albert

Has  Telescope  in  Cave 

(iolnK  underground  to  look  ut  the 
lieuventi  tnuy  seem  like  u strange  tinoiu* 
nly;  yet  that  Is  the  method  used  by 
James  Ilurtncss,  former  governor  of 
Vermont,  noted  inventor  and  nuinufuo 
turer  and  amateur  astronomer. 

On  his  hillside  estate  at  Springfield, 
Vt.,  Mr.  Hartness  has  constructed  the 
strangest  astronomical  observatory  in 
the  world — a subterranean  cave  of 
concrete,  containing  rooms  fitted  up 
us  u laboratory,  olllce,  study  and  re- 
tlrlng  and  storage  rooms,  says  the  Kan- 
sas City  Times.  Connecting  with  his 
homo  by  a 200-foot  tunnel,  the  cave 
ends  with  the  observation  chamber,  n 
concrete  structure  from  which  juts  n 
cust-lron  revolving  turret  that  bolds 
the  telescope. 

This  observatory,  says  Popular  Sci- 
ence Monthly,  Is  little  short  of  revolu- 
tionary from  the  standpoint  of  the  or- 
thodox astronomer.  In  fact,  astrono- 
mers and  makers  of  astronomical  In-

Mali  Jong  dermatitis  Is  the  latest 
thing  In  diseases.  Devotees  of  the  ori- 
ental game  are  given  some  facts  con- 
cerning the  disease — an  Irritation  of 
the  skin,  according  to  Hygela. 

Mah  jung  cases  are  varnished  free- 
ly csvith  Japanese  lacquer,  says  the 
health  journal,  and  in  some  instances 
the  lacquer  is  soft  and  sticky.  It  has 
been  scientifically  proved  that  tills  im- 
properly dried  lacquer  causes  the  skin 
disease  which  lias  been  afflicting  some 
of  the  players  of  the  game. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  mah  Jong 
sets  are  now  In  use  In  the  United 
States,  und  only  a few  cases  of  the 
disease  have  been  reported,  hut  now 
that  physicians  are  on  the  lookout  for 
the  disease  others  will  probubly  be 
brought  to  light. 

To  prevent  any  possibility  of  the 
disease  it  will  he  necessary  to  see 
that  the  lacquer  has  been  well  ap- 
plied and  thoroughly  dried  before  the 
boxes  are  shipped. 

Not  all,  of  course,  ure  sensitive  to 
the  disease  In  an  equal  degree.  Treat- 
ment for  It  Is  not  difficult. 

Those  who  are  epedally  sensitive  to 
the  lacquer  will  have  to  be  content 
with  dominoes,  rhurn  or  auction  bridge, 
says  the  article.

Her  Mulberry  Trees 

Some  years  before  the  war,  If  you 
wandered  through  the  vineyards  and 
fields  of  Indian  corn  In  the  lower 
Rhone  valley,  you  could  see  that  be- 
tween the  vines  und  between  the  corn 
there  were  mulberry  trees.  These 
trees  were  never  allowed  to  bear  fruit 
und  they  were  grown  exclusively  for 
their  youtjg  leaves,  which  served  to 
nourish  millions  of  silkworms  for  the 
looms  of  Lyons. 

Today  almost  oil  these  mulberry 
trees  have  disappeared.  They  had  be- 
gun to  go  before  11)14,  for  It  was  found 
that  cocoons  could  ho  Imported  cheap- 
er from  abroad  than  tho  worm  could 
muke  them  In  France,  und  the  trade 
gradually  disappeared.  The  cost  of 
transport  uml  the  full  of  tlie  franc 
have  now  combined  to  make  It  u very 
profitable  business  to  breed  silkworms 
once  more,  hut  the  mulberry  trees 
have  been  cut  down  and  It  will  he  u 
year  or  two  before  they  will  bear 
enough  leaves  to  enable  the  country 
to  reduce  Its  Importations  of  sift. 

They  Artalnly  added  a charming 
note  of  green  to  the  rather  urid  pro- 
veneal  landscape,  and  on  esthetic 
grounds  the  decision  of  the  govern- 
ment to  encourage  their  replanting  by 
a subsidy  would  he  welcomed.  Mis- 
tral, It  will  be  remembered,  has  some 
charming  pages  In  “.Mirelle”  where  he 
described  the  silkworm  culture. — 
London  Observer. 


Tests  Show  How  Much 

Good  Horses  Can  Pull 

That  a horse  may  develop  as  much 
as  21-horse  power  in  an  emergency 
has  been  demonstrated  In  a series  of 
experiments  conducted  by  the  Horse 
Association  of  America.  The  object 
was  to  find  out  Just  how  much  a horse 
or  mule  Could  pull. 

The  tests  showed  that  u team  of  good 
horses  cun  exert  a tractive  pull  of 
2,000  pounds,  or  enough  to  lift  a ton 
vertically.  Such  pulls  ns  these  are 
not  needed  on  ordinary  roads.  It  wns 
shown  that  on  u concrete  road  sur- 
face the  amount  of  pull  required  to 
start  u farm  wagon,  weighing  with 
Its  load  more  than  7,700  pounds,  was 
only  125  pounds,  says  London  Tit-Bits. 

The  Influence  of  the  road  surface 
was  demonstrated  by  additional  exper- 
iments, which  showed  that  to  start 
the  same  load  on  a good  brick  road 
required  a pull  of  200  pounds,  while 
.900  pounds  were  required  on  an  asphalt 
surface  and  520  pounds  on  a good  dirt 
und  cinder  surface.  In  other  words, 
the  same  team  can  pull  four  times 
as  much  on  n concrete  road  as  It  cun 
on  the  best-surfaced  dirt  road. 

The  new  tests  emphasized  the  value 
of  breeding  and  of  training  In  horses. 
While  the  value  of  weight  In  drnft  an- 
hauls  was  demonstrated,  u result  of 
the  tests  was  that  gameness  counted 
almost  as  much.

Jane  Seymour’s  Gho\t 

Haunts  Hampton  Court 

In  n recent  article  by  Alherlc  Cnhuot 
"The  Ghosts  of  Fontainebleau,” 
published  In  L’Hlustrntlon  (Paris),  ac- 
cording to  n translation  In  the  Kansas 
City  Star,  ttie  writer  said  : 

"In  England,  nt  Hampton  Court,  it 
is  admitted  that  Jane  Seymour,  third 
wife  of  Henry  VIII,  comes  back  in 
the  dead  of  night  to  wander  through 
the  corridors.  Her  ghost — a wraith 
with  disheveled  hair  outlined  in  white 
light — has  been  seen,  It  Is  declared, 
on  the  little  stairway  which  leads  to 
the  private  apartment  once  occupied 
by  the  young  queen.  It  is  even 
claimed  that  the  apparition  lias  been 
photographed  — witness  the  souvenir 
postcards  sold  by  the  caretaker  at  the 
castle." 

It  Is  frankly  admitted  that  the  post- 
card Is  Intended  simply  to  show  what 
Jane’s  wraith  looks  like  when  It  Is 
photographed. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Jane 
Seymour,  Henry  A’lII's  third  wife,  was 
married  by  tills  Bluebeard  monarch 
the  day  after  the  execution  of  his  sec- 
ond wife,  Anne  Boleyn,  In  May,  1586. 
Jane  Seymour  was  then  barely  twenty 
yenrs  old.  Hampton  Court  Is  one  of 
the  largest  of  the  royal  palaces  of 
England,  is  of  brick  with  crenellnted 
walls,  and  was  built  by  Cardinal  AVol- 
sey  in  1515  ns  n gift  to  Henry  VIII. 
More  than  eight  hundred  of  the  thou- 
Band-odd  rooms  are  today  occupied  by 
members  of  the  British  nristocracy 
who  are  lodged  there  gratuitously  by 
the  crown.  It  would  nppenr  from 
this  tlint  If  tlie  ghost  of  poor  Jane 
Seymour  still  haunts  the  corridors  of 
Hampton  Court  It  runs  the  risk  of  en- 
countering plenty  of  living  persons.

Peppermint  ns  a flavor  Is  today  in 
greut  demand  everywhere.  The  pep- 
permint men  say  tills  is  lnrgely  owing 
to  Its  use  in  the  mnnufncture  of  chew- 
ing gum.  Oil  of  peppermint  is  now 
also  employed  to  test  steam  boilers. 
If  tlie  odor  of  tlie  oil  escapes  It  Indi- 
cates that  the  boiler  is  unsafe.  A 
boiler  that  will  hold  the  smell  of  the 
oil  is  said  to  be  capable  of  lidding  any 
pressure  to  which  it  Is  ordinarily  sub- 
jected. 

Peppermint  Is  raised  on  mursh  land 
formerly  given  over  entirely  to  the 
production  of  hay.  This  land,  form- 
erly worth  from  $1  to  $10  an  acre, 
now  brings  $100  to  $200  an  acre.  The 
land  Is  used  over  nnd  over  aguln  for 
the  same  kind  of  n crop  without  rota- 
tion, though  murlated  potash  Is  em- 
ployed to  maintain  tlie  soil  In  the  de- 
sired state  of  fertility.  In  September 
tlie  crop  is  cut  with  a mowing  ma- 
chine.

Matthew  Ellis  of  Dorchester,  while 
swimming  in  the  old  swimming  hole 
near  Forest  Grove  in  the  Charles 
River  last  Sunday  evening,  was 
drowned.

Mayor  Edwin  O.  Childs 
presiding  at  the  subsequent  exer- 
cises and  introducing  Roger  W.  Bub- 
son  as  the  principal  speaker.  The 
outing  concluded  with  an  evening 
theatre  party,  at  the  Norumbega 
Theatre. 

The  automobile  parade  was  not  only 
the  opening  event  hut  also  one  of  the 
big  features  of  the  afternoon  program. 
Forming  on  Richardson  street,  at 
Newton  Corner,  shortly  after  one 
o’clock,  the  parade  was  headed  by  a 
handsome  Cadillac  Sedan  from  the 
Newton  Centre  Garage  and  carrying 
as  passengers  Mayor  Childs,  Alderman 
William  S.  Ball,  and  Police  Sergeant 
Joseph  H.  Seaver,  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  police  arrangements  for  the 
parade. 

Immediately  behind  was  a truck 
hearing  the  Newton  Constabulary 
Band,  which  furnished  excellent  music 
for  the  parade  and  during  the  after- 
noon and  early  part  of  the  evening 
program.  Following  the  hand  truck 
were  twenty-five  or  more  handsomely 
decorated  cars  bearing  those  of  the 
Newton  contingent  which  were  able 
to  get  away  from  their  business  in 
time  to  participate  in  this  feature. 

The  parade  route  led  through  No- 
nantum  Square  to  Park  and  Tre- 
mont streets,  and  through  Brighton  to 
Brookline,  where  the  Brookline  divi- 
sion pulled  into  line,  making  an  entire 
parade  that  was  imposing  in  appear- 
ance and  numbered  fifty-nine  cars 
when  the  park  was  reached,  several 
late  comers  having  joined  the  column 


on  route.  The  relurn  to  Newton  was 
via  Beacon  street  to  Newton  Centre, 
and  thence  down  Centre  street  to 
Newton  Corner,  where  the  entire  col- 
umn swung  around  Vernon  and  Park 
streets  to  Washington  street,  and 
then  up  that  thoroughfare  through 
Nonnntum  Square  to  Newtonvllle, 
West  Newton,  Auburndalo,  and  the 
park.  Much  of  the  success  of  the 
parade  was  due  to  the  excellent  coop- 
eration and  assistance  of  the  police 
departments,  motor  cycle  officers  from 
the  Newton.  Brighton  and  Brookline 
police  stations  accompanying  the 
parade  through  the  various  municipal- 
ities. 

At  the  park,  the  baseball  game  was 
the  first  feature  and  developed  some 
good  playing  as  well  as  various 
humorous  features.  Ralph  Somers, 
who  officiated  in  the  pitchers  box  for 
the  Newton  team,  dominated  the  game 
to  a material  extent,  letting  up  after 
the  initial  innings.  The  game  was 
called  by  agreement  at  the  end  of  the 
sixth  inning  when  the  score  was  8 to 
7 in  favor  of  Newton.  Walter  Gregg 
was  the  receiving  end  of  the  Newton 
battery,  being  relieved  in  the  later 
Innings  by  “Dick”  Dwyer,  while  the 
Brookline  battery  was  McEttrick  and 
Rogers.  The  features  of  the  game 
were  several  good  plays  by  Captain 
"BiH”  Halllday  of  the  Newton  team, 
a one  handed  stop  by  shortstop  "Tom" 
Cox,  the  acrobatics  of  Alderman  John 
H.  Gordon  in  left  field  and  the  hatting 
of  General  John  H.  Sherburn  of 
Brookline.  “Guardy”  Sherman  of 
Newton  Highlands  officiated  as  um- 
pire in  a manner  that  was  satisfactory 
to  ail. 

Norman  M.  Appleyard.  chairman  of 
the  Newton  sports  committee,  was  in 
charge  of  the  sports  following  the 
hall  game,  these  being  varied  and  pro- 
viding all  kinds  of  fun  for  both  parti- 
cipants and  spectators.  The  various 
events  developed  so  much  enthu- 
siasm that  there  were  two  or  three 
heats  in  each,  with  the  prize  winners 
determined  in  the  final  heats.  The 
pipe  race  was  won  by  George  Schade 
of  Newton,  with  Freeman  of  Brookline 
in  second  place.  All  of  the  prizes 
in  the  paper  bag  race-  -one  of  the  fun- 
niest o the  afternoon — went  to 
Brookline,  with  Mortensen  first,  and

TAX  RATE  FIXED  AT  $27.40 

Assessors  Find  Large  Increase  in  Valuations  and  Rate 
is  but  Eighty  Cents  Over  1923 


The  announcement  yesterday  morn-' 
ing  hv  the  assessors  that  the  tax  rate 
for  1924  would  be  hut  $27.40,  an  in- 
crease of  but  80  cents  over  the  $26.60 
rate  for  1923  was  a great  surprise  to 
those  interested  as  preliminary  fig- 
ures had  indicated  a much  higher  fig- 
ure. The  increase  this  year  is  due  as 
It  was  last  year,  to  the  greatly  In- 
creased city  expenditures,  the  city 
budget  this  year  totaling  $3,354,180, 
as  against  $3,138,000  last  year,  an  in- 
crease of  some  $216,000.  The  state, 
county  and  metropolitan  taxes  show  a 
gratifying  decrease  of  over  $17,000. 
The  estimated  receipts  are  $70,000  less 
than  last  year,  the  income  tax  is  $18.- 
000  less  and  the  total  deductions  this 
year  are  hut  $828,000  as  against  $915,- 
000  last  year. 

The  gain  in  real  estate  valuations  is 
most  pleasing,  it  being  $6,600,000  as 
against  $5,500,000  last  year,  and  the 
total  increase  in  valuations  of  both 
real  and  personal  amounts  to  over 
$7,500,000.  Last  year  the  increase  was 
hut  $6,400,000.  The  total  valuation  of 
the  city  is  now  $109,632,800.

We  have  been  reminded  that  there 
are  things  other  than  bicycles  that 
do  not  belong  on  sidewalks.  The  sug- 
gestion has  been  made  to  us  that  we 
necil  not  necessarily  drop  our  protest 
against  bicycle-riding  on  sidewalks, 
hut  that  we  add  that  there  are  some 
store-keepers  in  Nonantum  Square 
win  are  going  a hit  strong  on  the  use 
of  sidewalks  as  a form  of  open-air  mar- 
kets. It  is  pointed  out  to  us  these  few 
stores  violate,  whether  intentionally 
or  not,  the  ordinance  which  prohibits 
tlie  use  of  more  than  a certain  amount 
of  sidewalk  room  for  store  purposes. 
Some  dealers,  whose  stock  consists 
principally  of  perishable  articles,  ap- 
pear to  have  a notion  that  there  is  no 
limit.  We  ourselves  have  seen  a con- 
dition that  made  us  wonder.  We 
knew  that  under  our  laws  no  dealer 
Is  allowed  to  monopolize  half  or  even 
quarter  of  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
his  store,  or  anywhere  near  that.  But 
there  are  some  that  do.  With  Nonan- 
tum Square  the  great  problem  of 
traffic  experts,  it  is  a source  of  sur- 
prise that  the  police  have  not  looked 
into  the  matter.  But  perhaps  the 
thoroughfares  are  receiving  their  en- 
tire attention  and  they  may  get 
around  to  the  sidewalks  later  on.  We 
agree  with  those  who  have  called  the 
matter  to  our  attention  that  it  is  un- 
fair to  the  large  majority  of  store- 
keepers who  strive  to  obey  the  law 
and  do  not  make  a display  of  their 
goods  on  the  sidewalk.  They  contend 
that  the  violator  of  the  ordinance  has 
a business  advantage  over  the  law- 
abiding  merchant  and  that  such  a 
state  of  affairs  should  not  lie  permitted 
to  continue.  We  agree  fully  with  that 
and  pass  along  the  suggestion  that 
Somebody  do  something  about  it. 


Discretion  leads  us  to  announce  that 
the  circumstance  we  shall  attempt  to 
relate  in  this  paragraph  does  not  con- 
stitute a midsummer  dream.  To  those 
who  might  be  disposed  to  say  that  hot 
weather  is  apt  to  upset  one’s  mental 
equilibrium  we  hereby  announce  that 
we  can  offer  supporting  testimony 
from  the  most  reliable  source.  A 
friend  of  ours,  a staid,  married  man 
will  gladly  corroborate.  His  name 
will  be  supplied  on  written  request,  , 
providing  his  wife  is  willing.  This 
citizen  of  Newton  was  our  companion 
on  an  in-hound  trolley  the  other  morn- 
ing when  an  unusual  sight  greeted 
our  vision.  A young  woman  passen- 
ger, daintily  gowned  In  a most  be- 
coming Summer  dress,  occupied  a 
place  not  six  feet  away.  She  was  a 
genuine  Summer  girl,  so  Summery,  we 
might  say.  that  her  dress  was  sleeve- 
less. It  was  not  that,  however,  which 
caused  our  astonishment,  for  dresses 
without  sleeves  are  not  a rarity  these 
days.  What  did  startle  us  was  the 
fact  she  had  strapped  on  her  left  arm, 
midway  between  the  elbow  and  shout-  j 
der-joint,  her  gold  wrist  watch.  Not 
that  her  arm  was  as  slender  us  her 
wrist!  Indeed  no.  her  arm  was 
plump,  we  believe  that  to  lie  the  most 
fitting  and  least  offensive  word  to  use 
in  describing  a lady’s  arm.

We  gavi» 
considerable  thought  to  the  matter  in 
all  its  angles  hut  reached  no  satisfac- 
tory explanation.  The  most  plausible 
theory  we  did  arrive  at  was  that  the 
young  lady  might  have  invented  tills 
very  original  scheme  for  covering  her 
vaccination  marks.  But,  again,  we 
didn’t  get  a close-up  so  the  whole 
tiling  is  still  a mystery. 

About  the  sharpest  tugging  at  the 
lif-art  strings  we  have  experienced  in 
some  time  was  occasioned  by  an  inci- 
dent we  observed  the  other  day.  We 
happened  to  step  into  the  elevator  in 
one  of  our  largest  Stale  buildings  and 
there  saw  three  boys,  each  about  10 
years  of  age.  They  were  bareheaded, 
which  told  us,  we  thought,  they  either 
lived  not  far  away  or  were  visiting 
some  office  in  the  building.  It  ap- 
peared that  both  our  guesses  were 
wrong.  The  youngsters,  cheerful  and 
full  of  life,  were  the  most  luckless 
little  chaps  iu  that  part  of  Massachu- 
setts. They  were  State  wards  and 
uliout  to  lie  sent  out,  each  to  a differ- 
ent home,  there  to  grow  up  with  u 
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family  that  was  not  their  own,  but  of 
which  they  were  to  become  a mem- 
ber. They  were  orphans,  these  boys, 
and  were  about  to  be  “boarded  out"  at 
the  expense  of  the  great  Common- 
wealth. Their  presence  on  the  ele- 
vator was  due  to  the  good-nature  of 
the  elevator  man  who,  possessing  a 
sympathetic  heart,  was  willing  they 
should  have  what  little  fun  they  could 
obtain  from  a ride  up  and  down  on 
the  "lift.”  It  seemed  a lesson  to  us 
and  one  which  we  would  like  to  con- 
vey to  some  boys  and  girls  of  our  ac- 
quaintance. It  happens  that  we  know, 
just  as  everybody  else  knows,  selfish 
children  whose  indulgent  parents  ap- 
parently cannot  do  enough  for  them. 
These  same  little  folks  assume  that 
too  much  cannot  be  done  for  them. 
Thus  children  and  parents  alike  are 
to  blame,  according  to  our  viewpoint. 
What  would  they  think  of  three  or- 
phan boys  making  merry  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  they  were  about  to  he 
separated  and  cared  for  by  public 
charity?  Would  these  much-petted 
hoys  and  girls  show  the  same  philo- 
sophical spirit?  We  doubt  it,  and  we 
hope  they  may  never  be  called  upon 
to  try.  Still  had  they  seen  the  boys 
we  saw  they  would,  we  feel  sure,  have 
paused  for  a moment  to  reflect. 


Lest  some  of  our  readers  allow 
themselves  to  become  distressed  over 
the  three  hoys  in  question,  we  hasten 
to  assure  them  that  thoughtful  State 
officials  have,  in  these  enlightened 
days  worked  many  changes  in  the  car- 
ing for  State  wards.  Conditions  are 
not  as  they  were  in  the  days  of  Charles 
Dickens  or  even  a generation  ago  in 
Massachusetts.  The  State’s  wards  are 
not  merely  "bound  out”  to  be  worked 
and  beaten  and  starved.  Nothing  of 
the  kind.  Civilization  has  advanced 
considerably  in  the  handling  of  this 
problem.  No  longer  does  the  State 
hand  over  an  orphan  to  the  first  per- 
son who  expresses  a willingness  to 
take  the  child  In  his  or  her  home.  In- 
■stead  the  family  in  which  the  child 
is  to  l>e  hoarded  must  have  a certifi- 
cate of  character  that  is  satisfactory 
to  the  exacting  officials.  And,  let  it 
he  said  to  the  credit  of  humanity, 
there  are  many  people  with  big  hearts 
who  are  glad  to  take  these  youngsters 
into  their  homes.  It  may  lie  they  have 
lost  children  of  their  own  or  have 
wished  for  them  without  avail.  The 
system  that  obtains  nowadays  is  bene- 
ficial in  many  ways  to  the  State  wards. 
When  a -child  is  placed  in  a family 
the  State  doesn’t  lose  track  of  him 
or  her.  A “visitor"  from  the  State 
House  has  the  child  on  a list  and 
regularly  calls  at  the  new  home  to 
see  how  things  are  getting  along.  Un- 
til the  hoy  or  girl  is  of  age  and  pre- 
pared to  make  his  or  her  own  way  in 
the  world  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts knows  how  it  is  being 
treated  and  assures  itself  that  the 
treatment  is  of  the  best.  The  “visit- 
ors” are  not  over-paid  by  the  State, 
hut  they  are,  in  our  humble  opinion, 
overworked,  and  yet  they  seem  to 
enjoy  their  duties.  An  example  that 
one  may  still  have  faith  in  human  na- 
ture, if  we  may  say  so.  The  plan 
now  is  to  have  the  State  ward  dressed 
the  same  as  the  other  children  of  the 
family,  sent  to  school  in  quite  the 
same  way  and  not  called  upon  to  serve 
as  family  drudge.  Gradually  the  odi- 
um that  attaches  to  the  designation 
“State  ward"  wears  away  and  the  hoy 
or  girl  gets  what  a sportsman  would 
call  "an  even  break.”  And  sucii  is 
much  better  than  "a  heartbreak."

GREAT  EXCITEMENT 


Probably  no  section  of  Greater  Bos- 
ton was  caused  more  confuson  and 
saw  more  excitement  during  the  min- 
iature hurricane  and  rainstorm  Sun- 
day evening  than  the  stretch  of  the 
Charles  river  between  the  Newton 
Lower  Fulls  Bridge  and  Moody  street, 
Waltham.

Our  next  stopping  place  watt  the 
little  city  of  nrlstow,  cnlleil  "The  Big- 
gest Little  City  In  Oklahoma — A 
Bright  spot  on  the  Map,"  to  all  of 
which  every  member  of  our  party  will 
cheerfully  anil  enthusiastically  sub- 
scribe. 

In  most  of  our  travels,  we  have  had 
a fixed  schedule  to  follow  in  the  vari- 
ous cities  and  towns  visited.  Bristow 
met  us  at  the  train  with  a hand  and 
at  the  first  opportunity  told  us  that 
we  could  do  as  we  liked  while  in  that 
municipality, — and  it  is  needless  to 
say  that  the  invitation  was  most  ac- 
ceptable. 

The  streets  thru  which  we  marched 
from  the  railroad  station  were  lined 
with  the  national  colors, — the  effect 
being  produced  by  flags  placed  In  holes 
in  the  curb  about  every  25  feet, — a 
rather  unusual  method  of  decoration.

The  decorations 
here  were  most  attractive  and  multi- 
colored caps,  balloons,  etc.,  added 
gaiety  and  beauty,  to  the  affair.

SAVE  THE  PARK 


OUR  WASHINGTON  LETTER 


To  the  Editor  of  the  Newton  Graphic: 

Your  issue  of  August  8,  1924,  con- 
tained a letter  under  the  caption  of 
Save  Hie  Park,  and  I heartly  agree 
w'th  him  that  the  present  park  in 
front  of  the  Tech  School  should  not 
he  encroached  upon. 

If,  as  he  states,  the  deed  conveying 
a large  tract  of  land  to  the  City,  on 
which  was  to  he  erected  the  Technical 
School  Building,  contained  a restric- 
tion that  no  building  other  than  the 
said  Tech  School  Building  shall  be 
erected  on  the  granted  premises  until 
its  site  and  plans  have  been  approved. 
The  School  Committee  approved  the 
same  December  6th,  1907. 

If  there  is  any  minor  technicality 
in  the  deed  whereby  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen. the  School  Committee,  or  the 
Library  Committee  claim  a new  school 
building  can  lie  placed  in  the  present 
park,  it  is  against  the  wish  of  many 
well-known  citizens,  and  tax-payers, 
of  Newton,  who  assisted  and  liberally 
contributed  more  than  $70,000.  towards 
the  payment  for  this  property,  which 
was  deeded  to  the  City  of  Newton  by 
the  late  Governor  Claflin.  It  was  the 
expectation  of  these  donors  that  the 
land  in  front  of  the  present  Tech 
School  he  reserved  for  a park. 

Why  speml  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  for  a new  High  School 
Building  to  be  erected  in  the  park  in 
front  of  the  Tech  School  when  there 
is  ample  room  in  the  rear  of  the  pres- 
ent Hig!)  School  Building  to  build  an 
addition  for  ten  to  twelve  more  class- 
rooms? 

In  less  than  two  years  it  will  prob- 
ably be  necessary  to  build  a new  High 
School  building  to  accommodate  the 
pupils  on  the  south  side  of  the  city  in 
Newton  Centre  and  Newton  High- 
lands. and  other  localities. 

It  would  seem  that  now  is  the  time 
to  begin  to  agitate  a new  High  School 
Building  on  the  south  side  of  the  City, 
as  a new  High  School  building  in  front 
of  the  Technical  school  In  Newtonville 
is  anticipated.  Now  is  the  opportun- 
ity for  the  several  Improvement  Asso- 
ciations, Parents,  and  Tax-payers, 
either  to  write  to  or  consult  the  Mayor 
and  members  of  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  and  impress  upon  them  the  needs 
of  a High  School  for  the  southern  part 
of  Newton. 

It  costs  the  City  a large  sum  of 
money  for  transportation  each  year 
for  pupils  attending  the  higher  grades 
in  Newtonville. 

I understand  there  is  some  agitation 
about  constructing  an  elaborate  build- 
ing for  a gymnasium,  with  up-to-date 
fixtures,  such  as  a tank  and  shower 
baths,  which  means  an  outlay  of  sev- 
eral hundred  thousand  dollars  more. 
Probably  none  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, School  Committee  or  Library 
Committee  had  these  luxuries  hut  got 
their  High  School  education  by  plug- 
ging ut  their  books  and  ample  time 
given  them  to  thoroughly  absorb  the 
subject.  There  is  ample  room  on  the 
land  owned  by  the  City  soutlt  of  the 
Tech  building,  when  this  condition 
seems  absolutely  necessary. 

1 am  a great  believer  in  education, 
hut  it  would  seem  advisable  to  use 
some  discretion  in  the  use  of  tax-pay- 
ers' money  for  school  purposes,  par- 
ticularly in  the  face  and  eyes  of  the 
exceptional  high  cost  per  pupil. 

Any  tax-payer  after  consulting  with 
the  Stute  Board  of  Education,  will  no 
doubt  learn  that  the  cost  per  capita 
for  education  in  Newton,  including 
buildings,  will  exceed  the  cost  per 
capita  of  any  other  city  in  Massachu- 
setts of  the  same  population. 

The  tax-payers  are  looking  to  the 
Finance  Committee  of  t lie  City  Gov- 
ernment to  guard  well  the  Treasury 
and  prevent  as  far  as  possible  tho  use 
of  funds  for  unnecessary  school  build- 
ing*.

Washington,  Aug.  14. — Now  that  the 
candidates  have  formally  accepted  the 
nominations  for  the  Presidency  and 
other  major  offices,  and  all  doubts  as 
to  an  eleventh-hour  declination  of 
these  honors  have  been  completely 
dissipated,  the  contenders  politely  in- 
vite the  attention  of  the  people  to 
themselves  and  the  platforms  of  their 
parties.  Comment  is  to  the  effect  that 
custom  must  be  served  even  with  a 
notification  rite  which  is  nothing  more 
than  an  exchange  of  felicitations. 

Though  the  campaign  is  manifestly 
in  its  early  stages,  it  is  significant  to 
note  the  change  in  tactics.  No  longer 
do  the  leading  contestants  for  this 
great  oliice  revile  each  other.  Mud- 
slinging  has  had  its  day  and  happily 
a new  pogram,  based  on  the  fact  that 
it  is  possible  to  he  a gentleman  and  a 
politician  at  the  same  time,  is  un- 
der advisement.  It  is  true,  of  course, 
that  occasionally  exceptions  may  be 
noted  in  some  localities.  In  these  in- 
stances, it  has  been  stated,  that  the 
local  issues  and  the  men  involved  are 
responsible  for  discord  rather  than 
the  men  and  matters  connected  with 
the  national  ticket. 

Nobody  has  ever  disputed  the  time- 
worn proverb  that  "Politics  is  the 
science  of  exigencies."  Unlike  the 
movement  of  the  sea,  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  determine  with  the  slight- 
est degree  of  accuracy,  the  tide  of 
the  elections.  Travelers  returning  to 
Washington  report  that  it  is  a difficult 
matter  to  keep  a finger  on  the  pub- 
lic's pulse.  Few  can  tell  just  what  t lie 
symptoms  mean.  They  say  that  the 
"voice  of  the  people”  as  heard  in 
smoking  compartments  of  railroad 
trains  and  the  other  popular  summer 
forum,  resort  hotel  verandas.  con- 
iines itself  more  to  a discussion  of  a 
notorious  murder  case  now  pending  in 
Chicago  than  to  the  great  economic 
and  political  issues  upon  which  three 
great  parties  ask  the  voters  to  render 
a decision  in  November.  It  may  be  a 
sad  commentary  upon  the  people,  but 
a comparison  of  t lie  space  allotted  to 
the  morbid  and  sensational  features  of 
the  Chicago  affair  will  show  that  poli- 
tical news  is  running  a bad  second  in 
the  daily  race  for  public  attention. 
Leaders  are  frankly  worried  about 
this  indifference. 

There  are  some  who  profess  to  see 
in  the  forthcoming  investigation  of 
the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  and 
the  Prohibition  Unit  of  the  Treasury- 
Department,  a scandal  which  will  re- 
establish political  matters  as  the  lead- 
ing front  page  attraction  for  the  read- 
ing. and  presumably  a voting  public. 
According  to  well-informed  observers, 
the  inquiry  will  be  staged  with  ail 
the  trappings  and  a sense  of  dramatic 
values  which  made  the  Teapot 
Dome  probe  a nine-days  wonder.  The 
curtain  will  be  raised  late  in  Septem- 
ber by  Senator  Couzens,  Republican, 
of  Michigan.  He  made  a gesture  lust 
spring  but  illness,  and  strategy  of 
those  opposing  the  inquiry  prevented 
the  Senatorial  inquisition.  The  Sen- 
ator. once  a partner  of  Henry  Ford,  is  I 
a candidate  to  succeed  himself,  and  j 
obviously  without  the  stamp  of  party 
"regularity."  He  claims  that  these 
government  bureaus,  in  particular, 
have  been  mismanaged  at  the  expense 
of  the  taxpayers  as  a whole.  Those 
opposed  to  the  wholesale  grilling, 
claim  that  the  Senator  is  inspired  by 
personal  animus  resulting  from  a 
public  correspondence  with  the  pres- 
ent Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  It  has 
been  agreed  that  the  investigation  will 
lie  undertaken  prior  to  the  elections 
The  determination  to  hold  another 
quiz  concerning  morals  of  those  in 
public  office  may  have  been  a coin- 
cidence, hut,  it  is  said,  suspicion  of 
making  political  capital  out  of  the 
diselosures,  if  any.  may  he  reasonably 
drawn.  The  ultimate  effect  of  the 
Couzens  inquiry  on  the  fortunes  of  the 
Republican  and  Democratic  parties, 
leaders  say,  is  merely  u conjecture  ut 
this  time. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  after  a survey  of  farm 
regions,  shows  that  the  American 
farmer  bus  increased  his  purchasing 
power  and  materially  improved  his 
condition  in  the  economic  fabric  of 
the  country.  According  to  current 
stories  here,  the  continued  prosperity 
of  the  farmer  will  insure  the  re-elec- 
tion of  those  congressmen  from  rurul 
districts  who  tinkered  with  farm  leg- 
islation at  the  lust  session  hut  pro- 
duced nothing  in  actual  relief  for 
hard-pressed  constituents.

Rural  Education  in 

China  Is  Improving 

There  hns  been  astonishing  Improve- 
ment along  the  line  of  public  educa- 
tion since  the  dawning  of  the  Republic 
of  Chinn  in  11)11,  says  the  Southern 
Workman.  Needless  to  suy,  there  Is 
only  n small  fraction  of  her  population 
of  40t>, ooo.otk)  having  so  far  the  privi- 
lege of  being  educated;  but  there  Is  a 
decisive  activity  leading  to  further  ex- 
pansion and  advancement. 

In  China  elementary  education  Is 
given  in  both  the  lower  mid  higher 
primary  schools.  A child  Is  In  bis 
school  age  from  six  to  fourteen  and 
compulsory  school  attendance  during 
the  period  Is  secured  by  law.  But  In 
the  rural  districts  where  child  labor 
still  prevails  and  the  compulsory  at- 
tendance law  Is  not  seriously  enforced 
not  all  the  farmers’  children  attend 
regularly  these  fundamental  schools. 

Usually  a large  village  has  a lower 
primary  school  for  Itself.  Two  or 
three  small  villages  combine  to  main- 
tain one.  The  higher  primary  school 
Is  found  only  in  the  city  or  town.  A 
rural  primary  school  usually  makes 
use  of  an  old  temple  as  school  build- 
ing. 

The  teacher,  either  a graduate  from 
a lower  normal  school  or  from  a high- 
er primary  school,  lives  In  the  school. 
Ills  annual  salary  Is  from  $100  to  $150 
Including  everything  except  house 
rent. 

These  vlllnge  schools  are  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  county  superin- 
tendent. He  is  tlie  chief  administra- 
tive authority,  lint  he  seldom  visits 
tlie  schools  himself.  Tlie  supervision 
is  done  by  a county  Inspector  who  Is 
by  no  means  helping  the  teachers  dur- 
ing his  visit,  hut  Is  engaged  In  mark- 
ing down  what  he  sees  In  the  school 
for  a general  report  to  the  superin- 
tendent. 


Giant  From  the  Jura 

Mountains  Is  Strong 

One  of  the  tallest  men  alive  toduy, 
possibly  the  tallest,  Is  Armand  Bren- 
ner, who  bails  from  the  Jura  moun- 
tains, says  London  Tlt-ltits.  He  Is  7 
feet  5Va  inches  in  height  und  Ills 
stretch  from  finger  tip  to  linger  tip  is 
close  on  8 feet,  while,  as  Ids  boots  are 
17*i  inches  long,  his  patronage  is 
eagerly  sought  by  tlie  bootmakers  in 
bis  locality. 

lironner  was  born  in  1800  and  only 
ceased  to  grow  when  lie  was  thirty 
years  of  age.  It  is  a remarkable  fact 
that  lie  only  weighed  4Vi  pounds  when 
born.  His  great  height  is  not  shared 
by  any  other  member  of  Ids  family, 
the  tallest  being  5 feet  0 inches. 

Unlike  most  giants,  who  outgrow 
tlielr  strength,  Bronner  is  exceedingly 
strong,  and  can  carry  a weight  of 
nearly  half  a ton  with  ease.  His 
health  is  excellent,  and  so  Is  his  appe- 
tite. He  eats  little  meat,  hut  con- 
sumes a huge  quantity  of  vegetables. 

Food  and  clothing  necessarily  cost 
him  about  twice  what  an  ordinary  man 
would  have  to  pay,  and  his  tailor, 
when  fitting  ldm,  requires  a steplad- 
der  to  reach  Ills  shoulders.  At  pres- 
ent this  giant  Is  touring  tlie  continent, 
hut  lie  hopes  shortly  to  visit  this  coun- 
try.

After  prophesying  further  that  com- 
modity prices  and  wages  would  both 
show  pronounced  downward  tenden- 
cies, he  counseled  his  hearers  not  to 
mistake  the  sunrise  for  a conflagra- 
tion. but  to  give  business  itself  a real 
chance  and  things  would  eventually 
work  out  in  a way  best  for  all. 

Following  the  dinner,  those  pres- 
ent adjourned  to  the  theater  where  the 
party  occupied  a large  block  of  seats, 
and  thoroughly  enjoyed  an  excellent 
show  presented  by  the  Jack  Ormsby 
Musical  Review.  The  outdoor  high 
diving  act  by  “Speedy”  followed,  con- 
cluding the  program.  Botli  the  New- 
ton and  Brookline  committees  are 
greatly  indebted  to  the  management

New  Dance  Club  Will 

Have  an  Ebony  Floor 

In  n big  dance  club  which  Is  pro- 
jected the  dance  floor  Is  to  he  of  ebony 
— the  first  of  Its  kind.  It  will  be  amaz- 
ingly decorative,  but  Its  qualities  for 
dancing  have  yet  to  be  tested. 

The  perfect  dunce  floor  Is  n prob- 
lem. Engineers  and  timber  experts 
have  produced  some  curiously  complex 
and  original  structures  for  bnllrnoins 
In  Britain  nnd  the  United  States,  ac- 
cording to  tlie  London  Mall. 

The  nearest  approach  to  the  ideal 
Is  laid  In  a London  hotel.  It  Is  made 
up  of  nearly  10,000  small  pieces  of 
Balknn  oak,  seasoned  for  ten  years, 
nnd  given  resiliency,  toughness  ami 
tinpervlousness  to  ntmospheric  changes 
by  n lengthy  baking  process. 

Smoothness  of  surfnee  was  nttalned 
by  pressing  with  electric  Irons,  and 
the  necessary  spring  Is  impnrted  by  o 
suspension  system  Involving  the  use  of 
thousands  of  steel  springs  nnd  wires. 
Although  strong  enough  to  bear  250 
tons.  Its  resiliency  Is  retained,  nnd 
regular  "tuning"  keeps  It  sensitive. 

Floors  laid  on  rubber  and  felt  are 
comparatively  common ; but  they  have 
ninny  disadvantages.  Thin  floors  laid 
on  a yielding  foundation  are  very 
plensnnt  to  the  dancers  while  they  nre 
new,  but  they  soon  become  worn  In 
patches  nnd  may  even  become  splin- 
tery. 

Pnrquet  floors,  highly  polished  nnd 
laid  on  n solid  foundation,  nre  very 
tiring  after  nn  hour’s  dancing,  al- 
though they  nre  not  so  hard  on  the 
feet  nnd  leg  muscles  ns  the  marble 
floors  on  which  one  dnnees  In  some 
fnshlonnble  plnces  along  the  Riviera 
const.

New  Discovery  in  Iron  Making 

An  Instance  of  a case  where  a little 
Is  bad  but  an  excess  of  the  same  bad 
quality  makes  It  a good  one.  Is  re- 
ported by  the  United  States  burenu  of 
standards  ns  a result  of  recent  re- 
searches In  the  rensons  for  malleable 
cast  iron  becoming  brittle  after  being 
heated.  When  galvanized,  such  metal 
Is  heated  to  n critical  range  of  500 
to  5KK)  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  then 
quite  quickly  cooled.  This  mnkes  It 
brittle.  It  tins  now  been  found  that 
If  the  metal  Is  heated  to  a tempera- 
ture 200  degrees  above  the  critical 
range  and  then  cooled,  it  Is  not  only 
much  more  resistant  to  subsequent 
shocks,  hut  also  made  immune  to  em- 
brittlement as  a result  of  subsequent 
reheating  to  within  tl.e  dangerous 
range. 


Praises  Burrowing  Rodents 

There  are  2,000,000.000  mammals  In 
California.  Half  of  these  nre  burrow- 
ing rodents,  such  as  ground  squirrels, 
kangaroo  rnts  and  gophers,  which  give 
farmers  much  trouble,  says  t lie  At- 
lanta Constitution. 

Dr.  Joseph  Grinnell  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California,  however,  has  a good 
word  to  say  for  gophers  nnd  such. 
Fossils  show  that  they  have  been  In 
existence  at  least  200.000  years  and  lie 
Ims  figured  out  on  one  tract  of  land 
that  In  that  time  gophers  have  given 
t lie  soil  tlie  equivalent  to  3,400  plow- 
ings  to  a depth  of  six  inches.  It  Is  all 
right  to  keep  them  off  artificially  cul- 
tivated land.

Successfully  Not  Easy 

The  news  published  recently  Hint  a 
claim  of  {125.000  (nominally  $050,000) 
Ims  been  made  against  n groat  Lon- 
don hank  In  connection  with  alleged 
forgeries  Ims  caused  n sensation  In 
(Itinnclal  circles.  The  amount  Involved 
Is  so  large  tlint,  should  the  allegations 
prove  correct,  die  crime  will  easily 
rnnk  ns  one  of  the  greatest  of  Its  kind 
of  recent  years. 

The  crime  of  forgery  Is  comparative- 
ly rare.  This  Is  probably  due  to  the 
fnct  It  Is  one  fraught  with  grent  diffi- 
culty and  serious  danger. 

Bankers  have  tlie  greatest  confi- 
dence In  their  nhlllty  to  recognize  their 
customer's  signatures,  nnd  tlielr  com- 
mercial nnd  legal  brethren,  who  do  not 
act  on  n signature  unless  It  Is  verified 
by  that  of  a witness,  must  lie  moved 
to  ndmlratlon  when  they  see  n bank 
cashier  paying  out  hundreds  of  pounds 
to  n perfect  stranger  on  the  strength 
of  a single  signature  on  a check,  writes 
n banker  In  the  London  Mall. 

Tlint  tlielr  confidence  Is  not  mis- 
placed Is  seen  from  the  fnct  tlint  n 
successful  forgery  prncticnlly  never 
tnkes  place,  although  on  a busy  day 
more  tlinn  a million  checks  pass 
through  the  London  clearing  house 
alone,  while  the  check  turnover  of  the 
British  Isles  Is  some  £80,000,000,000  a 
yenr. 

It  Is,  Indeed,  almost  Impossible  to 
Imitate  successfully  another  man's  sig- 
nature. The  handwriting  mny  be  most 
skillfully  copied,  hut  the  crimlnnl  enn- 
not  get  that  personality  nnd  clinraeter 
Into  the  signature  which  alone  nre  the 
keynote  of  Its  genuineness.

Dr.  Henry  L.  Bowdltch,  physician  In 
charge  of  the  hospital,  hns  renewed  the 
treatment  of  whooping  cough  with  the 
X-Ray,  which  treatment  was  discov- 
ered in  1011  by  a Russian  physician, 
nnd  abandoned  by  him  ns  Impractical. 

Doctor  Bowdltch  Is  tlie  pioneer  In 
this  method  of  treatment  In  the  New 
Englnnd  stntes,  nnd  while  cures  In  nil 
cases  nre  not  effected  completely 
through  the  agency  of  the  X-Rny,  great 
things  nre  expected  of  It  In  the  near 
future,  the  doctor  snld.

“Tills  treatment  shortens  the  dura- 
tion of  the  disease,  lessens  the  cough 
nnd  enables  the  pntlent  to  get  much 
needed  sleep.” 


Farmers  Using  Geysers 

Geysers  nre  proving  useful  adjuncts 
to  'farming  in  Icelnnd.  A well-known 
dye  works  In  that  country  linked  up 
Its  factory  with  water  pipes  direct 
from  the  hot  springs,  nnd  after  using 
the  hot  water  in  the  color  processes 
nnd  for  heating  the  factory  nnd  the 
workmen’s  homes,  conducted  It  through 
underground  pipes  laid  In  fields,  which 
ns  a result  yielded  three  times  ns 
much  produce  ns  neighboring  fields  not 
so  equipped.  Although  from  time  Im- 
memorial the  Icelanders  have  been 
familiar  with  geysers,  only  recently 
have  tlielr  Industrial  uses  been  seri- 
ously considered,  nnd  a project  Is  on 
foot  to  supply  Reykjavik  with  hot  wa- 
ter for  lienting,  bathing  nnd  washing 
purposes  from  one  of  the  neighboring 
hot  springs.

A STEP  FOR TVARII  IX  MUSICAL 
EDUCATION 

Philadelphia,  Pa..  August  6. — Not 
only  has  America  become  the  music 
center  of  the  world,  hut  broader  op- 
portunities for  a musical  career  are 
open  today  to  American  young  men 
and  women  than  ever  before,  accord- 
ing to  John  Grolle,  Director  of  The 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music. 

“Gratifying  as  this  is,”  Mr.  Grolle 
goes  on  to  say,  “there  yet  remains  the 
opportunity  for  a greater  and  more 
significant  advance — the  upbuilding  of 
an  intelligent  appreciation  of  good 
music  throughout  our  entire  popula- 
tion. 

"To  widen  and  deepen  our  national 
musical  appreciation  we  must  have 
more  real  musicians — men  and  women 
who.  whether  from  the  nation-wide 
vantage  of  the  concert  platform  or 
operatic  stage,  or  laboring  quietly  with- 
in the  confines  of  their  own  commun- 
ity, shall  have  the  scope,  the  vision, 
the  completeness  of  full  musicianship, 
to  stimulate  the  musical  life  of  the 
country. 

"For  several  years  a number  of  our 
most  far-sighted  musicians  have  bent 
their  efforts  toward  this  end.  The 
higher  grade  schools  of  music  have 
also  tried  to  do  their  part.  Hut  practi- 
cal and  financial  handicaps  have  made 
progress  discouragingly  slow.” 

With  the  definite  purpose  of  main- 
taining a school  of  music  which  should 
so  far  as  possible,  be  free  front  such 
handicaps,  the  Curtis  Institute  of 
Music  has  been  established  in  Phila- 
delphia under  the  auspices  of  The  Cur- 
tis Foundation,  created  by  Mary  Louise 
Curtis  Bok.  The  Curtis  Institute  is 
not  a commercial  venture.  All  its  re- 
sources are  directed  toward  affording 
the  boadest  possible  opportunities  for 
musical  training— opportunities  unex- 
celled anywhere,  here  or  abroad. 

Its  director  is  John  Grolle,  who  has 
for  many  years  been  at  the  head  of  the 
music  in  the  Philadelphia  Settlement 
Music  School.  As  director  of  The  Cur- 
tis Institute,  he  will  have  working 
with  him  a faculty  which  includes 
some  of  the  most  famous  names  which 
have  ever  given  adherence  as  teach- 
ers to  any  music  school — among 
others  Josef  Hoffmann,  Marcella  Sem- 
brich,  Leopold  Stokowski  and  Carl 
Flesch. 

It  is  the  aim  of  The  Curtis  Institute 
to  make  possible,  through  its  practical- 
ly unlimited  hacking,  the  training  each 
year  of  a substantial  number  of  real 
musicians— artists,  teachers  and  non- 
professionals.  But  the  Institute  looks 
far  beyond  this  to  the  uplifting  of 
American  musical  taste  and  apprecia- 
tion through  the  after-work  of  its  stu- 
dents. 

"Of  course,"  as  Mr.  Grolle  points  out, 

I “from  the  practical  standpoint,  each 
' pupil  must  have  his  specialty.  But  we 
are  not  going  to  teach  anybody  to  be 
just  u pianist,  a violinist  or  a singer. 
We  shall  teach  each  and  every  one  to 
be  an  all-round  musician,  and  my  idea 
of  an  all-round  musician  is  one  who 
not  only  knows  all  there  is  to  know 
about  music,  but  is  also  well  informed 
on  all  the  sister  arts  and  in  ail  the 
parallel  studies  that  go  with  the  arts. 
Each  student  must  be  taught  to  realize 
that  music  itself  is  bigger  than  the 
artist,  and  that  the  bigger  the  artist, 
the  greater  his  responsibility  toward 
music. 

"The  Curtis  Institute  is  to  have  two 
divisions,  the  Preparatory  department, 
limited  to  400  pupils,  and  the  Conserv- 
atory, limited  to  250.  A large  normal 
department  will  be  developed  In  the 
Conservatory  in  order  to  spread  as 
widely  as  possible  through  the  country 
the  liberal  educative  methods  of  the 
Institute. 

"The  profound  influence  of  the  grad- 
uates of  such  a school  as  teachers,  ar- 
tists. or  non-professional  musicians,  is 
obvious.  And  surely  few  things  can 
contribute  more  to  our  daily  life,  our 
national  culture,  than  a more  wide- 
spread and  sincere  appreciation  and 
enjoyment  of  music  in  all  its  forms.”

Among  what  a contributor  to  tin*  At- 
lantic Monthly  calls  "Leftovers  In- Liv- 
ing," la  "tin*  collection  of  articles,  or 
parts  of  articles,  which  gave  tlie  word 
‘miscellaneous’  Its  name.” 

“You  will  find  tlila  collection,”  he 
writes,  “In  a drawer  somewhere  In  the 
house.  It  bus  been  years  In  tlie  col- 
lecting. No  human  being  has  ever 
found  a use  for  more  than  half  of  1 
per  cent  of  the  things  In  it.  lie  never 
will.  They  nre  things  too  valuable  to 
throw  away — and  of  no  use  whatever 
to  retain. 

"Bits  of  old  wire,  a flatiron  handle 
with  a piece  gone  from  one  corner;  a 
part  of  an  Imposing  gaslight  fixture; 
a once  gorgeous  pipe  case  which  held 
a quaintly  designed  carved  pipe,  now 
broken ; one  end  of  a curtain  rod ; two 
padlocks,  the  keys  of  which  are  miss- 
ing; n bit  of  wlint  Is  supposed  to  he 
part  of  tlie  good  ship  Cristobal  Colon 
which  enrne  to  nn  untimely  end  In  tlie 
Spnnlsh-Amerlcnn  war;  a souvenir 
showing  how  much  art  n penman  could 
put  on  n bit  of  birch  hark  and  dating 
hack  to  the  World’s  fulr  ot  Chicago; 
a china  mttg  on  which  In  old  English 
Is  the  sentimental  phrase,  ‘To  a 
Friend’;  nn  eraser  got  up  to  resemble 
a bullet. 

“To  go  on  enumerating  the  articles 
in  this  collection  would  be  n enta- 
loguer's  Job.  It  Is  a staggering  lot. 
Why  such  things  are  snved,  nobody 
knows.” 


Relics  Dug  Up  Prove 

China  Had  a Stone  Age 

Discoveries  mnde  in  Chinn  by  J.  G. 
Anderson,  n Swedish  scientist,  estab- 
lish, In  his  belief,  that  China  had  n 
Stone  age.  At  Fengtien  the  expedition 
headed  by  Professor  Anderson  exca- 
vated a enve  about  8 by  18  feet.  In  it 
were  found  bones  from  about  40  hu- 
man bodies  anil  a large  number  of 
objects,  none  of  which  was  of  metal. 

The  objects  included  arrowheads, 
stone  axes,  bone  awls,  curious  stone 
rings  nnd  a tiny  piece  of  animal  sculp- 
ture made  of  marble,  fragments  of  re- 
mnrknbie  vessels,  some  with  pressed 
geometrical  patterns  nnd  others  with 
n polished  red  surface  ornamented 
boldly  In  blnck.  Professor  Anderson 
dates  the  cave  to  the  transition  be- 
tween the  Stone  age  and  the  Bronze 
age,  or  about  2000-1500  B.  C. 

Large  collections  of  remains  nlso 
were  found  at  Yang  Sliao,  Including 
specimens  of  red  and  black  ceramic 
objects  similar  to  those  found  at  Feng- 
tien. Heretofore  lending  experts  on 
Chinese  history  have  held  that  there 
was  on  evidence  of  a Stone  age  in 
China. 


Dog’s  Value  in  Alaska 

In  Alaska,  where  the  trackless  wil- 
derness and  the  gigantic  snow  flolda 
| are  the  genernl  order  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  the  principal  meuns 
of  conveyance  Is  tlie  snow  sled  which 
is  drnwn  by  tlie  maiemute,  or  the 
husky,  ns  the  Alaskan  dog  Is  common- 
ly called,  says  the  Detroit  News. 

Strong  nnd  apparently  oblivious  to 
tlie  raging  of  the  elements,  those  brave 
and  hardy  dogs  nre  the  pride  of  the 
Alaskans,  who  without  them  would  he 
In  even  worse  straits  than  we  would 
he  without  railroads  or  automobiles. 
No  matter  how  cold,  these  dogs  are  al- 
ways ready  nnd  willing  to  obey  their 
masters,  and  even  after  hundreds  of 
miles  of  snow-covered  waste  have 
been  traveled  they  are  ever  ready  to 
be  up  and  going  at  the  beck  of  their 
two-legged  companion,  who  Is  usually 
their  friend  as  well  as  mnster. 


New  Blasting  Record 

Wlint  Is  believed  to  have  been  the 
biggest  blnst  fver  set  off  In  the  history 
of  Industry  was  recently  fired  near 
Ogden,  Utah,  to  provide  material  for 
constructing  the  tills  that  are  the  ap- 
proaches to  the  Great  Salt  Lake 
trestle  of  the  Southern  Pacific  rail- 
roud.  Earth  nnd  rock  to  an  estimated 
volume  of  550, (XX)  cubic  yards  wns 
raised  nnd  shattered  by  the  explosion, 
which  used  301,200  pounds  of  special- 
process  powder,  equivalent  to  000, 000 
pounds  of  black  powder.  A hill  275 
feet  high  and  covering  it  fRce  of  ap- 
proximately 1,000  feet  In  length  was 
lifted  up  and  separated  into  frag- 
ments. The  jiluclng  of  the  explosives 
In  tunnels,  aggregating  4,100  feet  In 
length,  occupied  25  men  for  45  days.

Tlie  clergyman,  absorbed  In  think- 
ing out  a sermon,  rounded  a turn  in 
the  patli  nnd  humped  Into  n cow.  He

London  Jacobite  Bank 

One  of  the  most  romantic  stories  In 
banking  history  is  recalled  by  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  business  of 
Messrs.  Drummond  of  Charing  Cross, 
the  old-established  private  bankers, 
lias  many  associations  with  tlie  Ja- 
cobites. Indeed,  Its  founder,  Andrew 
Drummond,  Is  believed  to  have  been  a 
Jacobite  llrst  and  a hanker  ufterward. 

It  Is  at  least  certain  that  lie  walked 
from  Edinburgh  to  London,  with  a 
price  on  Ills  head,  bearing  funds  to  be 
used  to  secure  the  restoration  of  the 
Stuarts.  The  Malacca  cane  with  a 
gold  crutch  bundle  which  he  carried 
with  him  on  this  adventurous  Journey 
still  hangs,  u treasured  possession.  In 
the  bank  parlor. 

The  old  hanker  probably  thought  of 
tills  Journey  and  of  the  risks  he  had 
run  In  taking  It,  when  Simon  Fraser, 
Lord  Lovnt,  the  “old  fox"  of  tlie  high- 
lands, passed  tlie  bank  on  his  way  to 
tlie  tower  after  tlie  "forty-live.” 
I.ovat,  whose  gray  linlrs  did  not  save 
him  from  the  scaffold,  had  been  on  the 
books  of  the  Arm. 

As  he  passed  the  bank  windows  Rob- 
ert und  Henry  Drummond  looked  out 
to  see  him,  hut  Andrew  sat  still  at  his 
desk.  “1  suppose  you  would  run  out 
to  watch  me  If  I was  to  be  beheaded," 
he  remurked,  dryly. 


Survivor  of  Indian  Massacre 

Ross  Tunner,  who  Is  now  living  at 
Amaranth,  Man.,  has  spent  the  last 
few  years  trying  to  locate  any  of  his 
relatives.  He  Is  the  sole  survivor  of 
the  Indian  massacre  at  Redwood, 
Minn.,  In  1802.  As  a baby  he  was 
picked  up  out  of  the  bloody  mud  and 
brought  to  Canada  by  one  of  the 
Sioux  women.

He  thinks  that  he  got  the  name  Tan- 
ner from  the  fact  that  he  was  given 
the  Job  of  curing  buffalo  hides,  says 
Chief  Buffalo  Child  Long  Lance  In  an 
article  of  the  Indians  of  the  North- 
west In  the  Mentor.

Judge  Weed  of  the  Superior  Court 
liaH  denied  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Celia 
Byfleld  of  Newton  to  enjoin  the  city  of 
Newton  from  razing  her  house  at  15 
Eldridge  street.  Newton,  which  With 
the  land  upon  which  it  stands  was 
taken  by  the  city  of  Newton  some  time 
ago  to  enlarge  a schoolhouse  in  that 
immediate  vicinity. 

The  action  was  taken  by  Judge 
Weed  after  Grant  M.  Palmer  had  been 
appointed  by  Judge  Macleod  to  hear 
and  report  on  the  facts  involved.  Mr. 
Palmer  found  that  the  city  of  Newton 
had  complied  with  all  requirements  of 
law. 

The  house  in  which  Mrs.  Byfield  has 
lived  since  her  marriage  many  years 
ago  was  a gift  to  her  from  her  late 
husband,  and  she  claims  that  it  has  a 
special  value  because  of  its  unusual 
interior  finish.  She  has  a petition 
pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Mid- 
dlesex County  for  an  assessment  of 
damages,  and  says  that  it  is  important 
that  the  house  should  remain  standing 
until  after  the  jury  has  inspected  it. 

One  ground  relied  upon  by  Mrs.  By- 
field is  that  the  proposed  action  by  the 
city  of  Newton  is  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  in 
that  it  would  deprive  her  of  property 
without  due  process  of  law.

Washington,  August  20. — It  is  now 
conceded  that  the  present  campaign 
for  the  Presidency  falls  far  short 
of  the  1920  electionarv  standards 
insofar  as  it  relates  to  public  interest 
in  men  and  measures.  There  is  much 
talk  of  the  apathy  of  the  citizens  but 
the  concern  manifested  over  this  de- 
velopment is  genuine  and  not  the 
usual  political  buncombe.  The  re- 
action to  the  acceptance  speeches,  it 
is  said,  surprised  and  disappointed  all 
party  leaders. 

One  experienced  political  observer 
has  compared  the  public's  mind  with 
a photographic  plate  which  must  be 
sensitized  to  receive  and  retain 
definite  impressions.  It  seems  that 
tlte  difficulty  is  to  keep  the  issues  of 
the  day  constantly  before  the  peo- 
ple. Complaint  is  made  that  the  dis- 
cussion of  these  important  matters  is 
too  short-lived  for  party  success  and 
the  monotony  Incident  to  unending 
repetition  by  the  principal  candi- 
dates is  equally  as  deadly  in  its  ul- 
timate effect.  It  is  evident,  veteran 
campaigners  say.  that  the  debate  on 
matters  of  governmental  policy  must 
he  kept  at  a lively  pace  lest  the  fear- 
some buga  l)oo— indifference — should 
crop  out  to  plague  the  vote-getters 
in  the  late  hours  of  the  contest. 

Many  congressmen  returning  from 
spirited  primary  fights,  have  urged 
the  leaders  of  their  respective  parties 
to  wage  a more  aggressive  warfare. 
It  is  pointed  out  that  the  calm  at- 
mosphere which  prevails  after  the 
first  skirmish  augurs  ill  for  those  who 
place  their  chief  dependence  upon  an 
aroused,  and  consequently  a voting 
electorate.  Some  have  suggested 
that  much  good  would  come  in  a tle- 
parture  from  the  present  policy  by 
the  adoption  of  sensational  campaign 
methods,  otlters  propose  a continuance 
of  the  conservative  attitude  which 
has  thus  far  characterized  the  Re- 
publican and  Democratic  parties.  No- 
body doubts  that  the  leaders  will 
change  their  course  to  meet  these 
conditions  for  it  is  courting  time 
wherein  the  politicians  sue  for  the  vot- 
ers favor  and  there  are  classes  of  vot- 
ers as  whimsical  and  uncertain  as  a 
maidens  fancy.  The  teacher  in  the 
public  schools  knows  that  the  edu- 
cative process  is  well  under  way  when 
instinctive  curiosity  is  repluced  by  in- 
tellectual interest.  The  same  idea  pre- 
vails in  the  exercises  of  the  electoral 
franchise.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  validity  of  this  contention.  Inquiry 
has  shown  that  voting  is  generally  a 
matter  of  sentiment. 

Word  has  reached  Washington  that 
factional  squabbles  make  speculation 
as  to  the  personnel  of  the  next  Con- 
gress exceedingly  difficult.  In  some 
congressional  districts,  the  incum- 
bents are  unopposed  for  re-election  or 
their  record  practically  assures  a vic- 
tory. However,  it  is  reported  that  in- 
stances of  this  kind  are  comparatively 
few.  Tlte  direct  primary  has  brought 
out  numerous  candidates  and  devel- 
oped factional  feeling  which,  it  is  said, 
leaves  its  mark  on  the  party. 

| It  is  customary,  during  the  sessions 
of  Congress,  for  visitors  to  criticize 
the  mental  equipment  of  their  repre- 
| sentative  and  his  ineptitude  In  legis- 
lative mutters.  Yet.  it  is  surprising  to 
note  that  these  critics  make  little  or 
no  effort  to  replace  the  Congressman. 
That  the  House  of  Representatives 
does  not  possess  a membership  of  a 
higher  calibre  is  attributed  principal- 
ly to  the  fact  that  the  pay  is  in- 
adequate and  wealthy  men  are  unwill- 
ing to  accept  tlte  somewhat  doubtful 
honor.  Men  of  means,  usualyl  suc- 
cessful in  business,  do  not  relish  the 
prospect  or  being  at  the  beck  and  call 
of  approximately  200,000  citizens. 
Neither  do  they  cherish  u Federal  job 
which  opens  their  otherwise  private 
affairs  to  political  vilification.  The  vi- 
cissitudes of  a political  career  are 
many  and  the  honor  of  occupying  u 
seat  in  the  Congress  Is  not  regarded 
us  n sufficient  recompense.  Tills  rep- 
resents (he  accepted  theory  as  to  the 
causes  of  the  decline  of  Congress,  If 
such  demoralization  is  true. 

The  season  is  never  too  early  for 
optimists.  Sunguine  scouts  have  re- 
ported “gains”  in  the  Senate  for  their 
parties.  The  national  ticket  is  nat- 
urally the  most  important.  The  con- 
trol of  Congress  by  the  party  whose 
candidate  for  the  Presidency  is  high- 
ly necessary  if  the  new  Chief  Execu- 
tive expects  to  fulfill  his  pledges  to 
the  country  which  elected  him  to 
tliis  office.  A President  with  a hos- 
tile Congress  and  the  eisulng  dead- 
lock is  still  fresh  on  history's  pages. 
The  sonuioriul  and  eongi'essioual  cam 
puign  committees  have  u grave  re- 
sponsibility to  their  parties.  Ob- 
viously, undue  optimism  is  taboo,  us 
it  lias  a tendency  to  break  down  the 
lighting  spirit.

ONE  THING  AND  ANOTHER

The  other  day  we  waked  up  to  find 
ourselves  tlie  subject  of  an  extended 
article  In  our  esteemed  contemporary. 
Editor  "Ed"  Powers  of  the  Progress, 
with  his  facile  pen,  had  put  us  on  trial. 
Versatile  as  lie  is,  lie  was  able  to  act 
as  complainant,  court  officer,  prosecut- 
ing attorney,  judge  and  jury.  He  was 
the  seif-appointed  foreman  of  tlie  Jury, 
too,  for  he  announced  the  verdict,  nut 
to  go  back  a step.  He  charged  us  with 
inconsistency,  and  to  prove  his  case 
submitted  a hill  of  particulars  that 
almost  overwhelmed  us.  He  brought  | 
forth  from  tlie  archives  "pieces"  we  | 
had  written  for  the  Graphic  about  the 
traffic  conditions  in  Nonantum  Square 
and  then  (we  could  almost  hear  his 
scornful  laugh)  asked  us  what  we 
meant  by  them.  He  said  we  first 
found  fault  with  conditions  and  then 
when  they  were  remedied  we  found 
fault  with  the  cure.  Knowing  that 
many  other  men  have  been  guilty  of 
inconsistency  we  stood  ready  to  ac- 
knowledge our  blunder,  or  rather 
crime.  We  were  going  to  the  tele- 
phone and  call  "Ed”  up  and  admit 
everything.  But  that  was  before  we 
had  finished  reading  what  he  had  to 
say  about  us.  We  hoped  that  by 
pleading  for  mercy  lie  would  let  us 
off.  but  in  the  last  paragraph  he  ad- 
ministered a rebuke  and  then  sen- 
tenced us  to  “offer  constructive  criti- 
cism.” Now  everybody  knows  that  to 
criticise  is  easy,  hut  to  construct  and 
criticise  at  the  same  time  is  a terrible 
task.  We  feel  that  the  sentence  im- 
posed upon  us  most  certainly  included 
"hard  labor."  Instead  of  seeking  to 
carry  tlie  case  to  a higher  tribunal 
we  are  going  to  serve  our  time,  or 
carry  out  tlie  mandate  of  the  court. 

Now  then  our  defence!  We  did 
charge  that  something  should  he  done 
about  tlie  daily  mix-up  in  Nonantum 
Square.  It  was  early  last  October  | 
that  we  hurled  defiance,  whatever  that 
may  mean,  and  called  upon  tlie  local 
authorities  to  straighten  out  the  tan- 
gle. Tli is  was  months  ago.  please  re- 
member. Now  it  is  Summer  and  tlie 
“remedy”  is  in  use  only  a few  weeks. 
However.  If  we  started  something  we 
submit  that  our  writings  of  the  past 
were  not  altogether  futile  of  accomp- 
lishment. In  all  our  suggestions  we 
never  dreamed  that  any  such  scheme 
would  lie  devised  as  that  which  has 
already  come  to  lie  called  the  "seeing 
Newton”  rule  for  traffic.  Whoever 
thought  that  a driver  headed  from 
Watertown  to  Brighton  would  lie  re- 
quired to  swing  to  the  west  and  make 
£.  detour  of  the  bank  building,  return 
to  Washington  street  and  proceed  to 
Brighton  after  a glimpse  of  tlie  hilling 
on  the  Community  Theatre  and  a good 
view  of  all  places  of  business  nortli 
of  the  Centre-street  railroad  bridge. 
We  maintain,  in  face  of  the  punish- 
ment already  indicted  upon  ps  by  our 
fellow  newspaper  man  and  boyhood 
friend,  that  such  a detour  is  little 
short  of  unnecessary.  What’s  the  mat- 
ter with  pulling  the  Middlesex  & Bos- 
ton cars  out  of  tlie  way  for  15  or  20 
feet.  If  instead  of  running  to  the  very 
end  of  the  line  they  halted  a short 
distance  west  of  that  point  tlie  drivers 
from  Watertown  would  lie  saved  the 
trip  around  th:  square.  Tlie  vehicu- 
lar traffic  from  Watertown  to  Brighton 
would  go  right  ahead.  The  trouble  is 
that  nobody  wants  to  disturb  the  Mid- 
dlesex & Boston  cars  and  why  they 
don’t  we  canno'  understand.  The  ob- 
jection might  lie  rained  that  a car 
coming  from  Watertown  might  not 
have  a clear  view  of  a car  headed 
north  from  Centre  street:  that  the 
presence  of  a Middltsex  & Boston  car 
would  obstruct  tlie  view  of  both  driv- 
ers. Our  answer  to  that  is  that  the 
traffic  officer  would  take  care  of  that 
situation  and  we  do  have  efficient  traf- 
fic policemen.  He.  tlie  traffic  “cop" 
could  see  approaching  cars  from  both 
directions  and  command  them  to  stop 
or  advance.  At  the  same  time  trolley 
car  patrons  and  other  pedestrians 
would  lie  guarded  from  danger.  Un- 
til we  see  something  tietter  than  this 
ring-around-rosey  game  that  auto- 
mobile drivers  are  called  upon  to  play 
in  Nonantum  Square  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  say  conditions  are  not  yet 
perfect.  And  we  do  so  with  full 
knowledge  that  "Judge"  Powers  may 
find  us  in  contempt  of  “court.” 


It  seems  to  us  an  encouraging  sign 
when  people  "talk  politics.”  "Some  of 
our  friends  would  discourage  it.  but 
that  in  our  opinion  is  a mistake.  To 
discuss  a subject  doesn't  necessarily 
mean,  we  regret  to  say.  that  one  is 
familiar  with  it.  However,  there  is 
always  tlie  possibility  that  there  may 
some  time  or  other  appear  an  indi- 
vidual who  understands  the  game  and 
can  supply  valuable  information. 
These  are  tlie  days  when  men  and 
women  should  be  following  the  cam- 
paign and  its  incidents.  On  Tuesday, 
Sept  9,  will  lie  held  the  State  pri- 
maries and  voters  will  tie  called  upon 
to  choose  those  they  wish  to  see  can- 
didates of  their  party.  The  fact  that 
’tlie  direct  primary  system  may  not 
appeal  to  a voter  is  no  excuse.  Such 
a system  is  in  operation  and  growling 
about  it  will  not  change  matters.  So 
long  as  voters  are  required  to  go  to 
the  polls  and  select  party  candidates 
in  this  way  it  Is  up  to  them  to  do 
their  duty.  It  is  not  our  Intention 
to  advise  our  readers.  \Ve  carefully 
avoid  handing-out  tips  on  political 
matters.  Do  not  assume  that  we  are 
stingy  with  what  little  store  or  knowl- 
edge we  may  possess  regarding  party 
candidates.  We  refrain  from  telling 
our  friends  how  they  should  mark 
their  ballots  solely  because  we  believe 
they  should  find  out  for  themselves. 
There  is  altogether  too  much  advice 
given  during  a primary  campaign  The 
man  who  walls  for  somebody  ill  whom 
lie  lias  faith  to  tell  him  what  he  shall 
do  Is  laboring  under  a misapprehen- 
sion. B will  get  him  nothing.  Such 
dependence  Is  the  foundation  of  tlie  in- 
quitious  "boss"  system,  although  we 
venture  to  say  that  some  good  people 
in  Newton  will  dispute  our  assertion, 
it  is  tlie  healthiest  sign  possible,  in 
our  opinion,  when  two  people  get  into 
an  argument  regarding  the  respective 
merits  of  candidates.  In  thut  way 
they  are  almost  certain  to  obtain  some 
pertinent  facts  which  should  lie  con- 
sidered. We  huve  said  we  do  not  give 
tips.  Let  us  withdraw  that,  please,

Let  eaclt  voter  give  a 
little  time  to  the  campaign;  study  the 
list  of  candidates  whose  names  he  will 
find  in  almost  every  newspaper  every 
day.  Let  him  or  her  determine 
whether  tlie  candidates  is  a job-hunt- 
er or  an  earnest,  honest  citizen  willing 
to  serve  tlie  people.  It  is  much  more 
satisfactory  than  to  learn  afterwards 
that  you  have  supported  some  political 
trickster.  In  short — ladies  and  gentle- 
men, there  they  are;  look  ’em  over. 


We  are  taught  that  only  those  of 
noble  character  can  meet  a test  of 
patience.  Philosophers  are  not  to  he 
disputed,  otherwise  they  would  not  he 
called  philosophers.  And  they,  hav- 
ing agreed  that  patience  is  a virtue, 
should  know.  We  sometimes  wonder 
if  they  ever  ran  into  the  individual 
who  asks  to  he  directed  to  a building, 
a street  or  institution,  "and  when  told 
the  way  promptly  engages  in  a con- 
troversy. We  saw  a woman  not  long 
ago  in  the  State  House  who  askeil 
where  such-and-such  a room  was. 
“Right  down  there,”  she  was  informed. 
"It  can’t  be  there,”  retorted  the  wo- 
man. The  obliging  clerk  answered: 
“I've  just  come  from  there,  myself, 
and  I work  in  that  department.” 
"Well.  I don’t  see  how  that  can  he,” 
tlie  woman  sputtered.  At  the  same 
time  she  eyed  tlie  clerk  with  suspicion, 
as  if  she  were  trying  to  put  something 
over.  “I’ll  try  it  and  see,”  were  her 
parting  words  as  she  started  for  the 
room  she  really  wanted  to  find.  It 
was  only  tlie  day  following  that  an- 
other striking  instance  of  "how  some 
people  act”  came  to  our  knowledge.

Then  she  flounced  out  without 
as  much  as  a word  of  thanks  to  the 
astonished  proprietor.  We  cite  these 
cases,  not  to  deny  the  theory  that  it 
is  for  our  own  good  that  our  patience 
lie  tested  on  occasions,  but  to  prove 
there  are  always  plenty  of  voluntary 
"testers"  around.

A SERIOUS  MATTER 

Editor,  Newton  Graphic: 

1 trust  you  will  bo  able  to  use  this 
letter,  or  contents  thereof,  beenuse  I 
believe  it  touches  on  a common  base 
of  complaint, — namely,  trespass. 

In  this  section  the  district  is  sys- 
tematically covered  by  gangs.  The 
lending  gangs  are  the  Wops  of  West 
street,  the  Adams  street  Guineas,  and 
the  Dago  Midgets.  Now,  while  these 
are  supposed  to  be  composed  of  Ital- 
ians belonging  to  said  districts,  there 
are  probably  other  nationalities.  They 
are  born  here  and  educated  here,  but 
they  come  under  a distinct  influence 
of  their  own  kind. 

They  have  this  part  of  the  city  well 
covered,  and  make  the  excuse  to  pass 
the  swimming  part  of  the  Charles 
River  near  the  Albemarle  Links.  On 
the  way  going  they  just  simply  make 
it  disagreeable  to  everyone  having  a 
yard  of  any  size.  Part  of  this  place 
has  some  apple  trees  in  the  front  yard, 
and  the  older  hoys  in  their  teens  do 
not  hesitate  to  hurl  stones  larger  in 
size  than  three  bricks  so  that  it  is  too 
dangerous  for  the  occupants  to  stay 
in  that  part  of  the  yard. 

It  Is  physically  impossible  for  a 
policeman  to  see  what  they  do  here, 
as  lie  has  to  cover  the  rest  of  his 
beat.  But  this  sort  of  thing  should 
he  wiped  out  once  and  for  all.  If  I 
were  dealing  with  the  Italian  prob- 
lem, so-called,  I would  find  out  the 
home  conditions,  and  in  place  of  a 
fine  I would  sentence  the  father  or 
guardian  of  the  delinquent  child  to 
spend  a certain  amount  on  the  right 
kind  of  toys,  for  I notice  the  little  and 
growing  children  of  Italian  families 
never  have  toys.  Also,  I would  see  if 
there  was  a non-English  speaking 
grandmother  in  the  family,  for  such 
a one  is  a prime  disturbing  element 
in  these  families.  Girls  I have  met  as 
clerks  in  New  York  City  (where  you 
meet  them  associating  with  their  own 
as  a majority)  have  told  me  these 
grandmothers  had  the  complete  say- 
so  over  the  whole  family.  Girls  from 
the  North  End  of  Boston  have  also 
told  me  the  same.  Now,  as  I see  it, 
this  means  that  these  grandmothers 
dominate  the  households  where  they 
live,  and  dominate  us  if  we  do  not  off- 
set this  condition.  The  mothers  go 
out  to  work  and  earn  good  pay,  as 
you  will  find  if  you  investigate.  So 
much  for  the  Italian  part  of  the  ques- 
tion. 

Providing  you  have  fruit  of  any  kind, 
there  is  a class  who  will  let  you  have 
all  the  responsibility  of  its  care  for 
fifty-one  weeks  in  the  year,  and  on 
the  fifty-second  week  they  will  try 
and  collect  the  harvest.  The  back  of 
my  yard  runs  into  the  northern  part 
of  Silver  Lake,  where  there  is  a part 
known  as  the  “island”  and  certainly 
every  child  or  elder  person  within  a 
half-mile  should  know  enough  not  to 
trespass.  On  this  island  are  some 
very  nice  blueberries.  One  morning 
I went  down  to  pick  some,  and  found 
some  girls  there.  I requested  them 
to  hand  over  the  berries  they  had 
picked.  The  first  three  did,  but  the 
fourth  began  to  fight,  and  two  hands 
grasped  my  permanent  wave.  I then 
said  it  would  be  a good  idea  for  us 
to  travel  in  the  direction  of  Hose  8.  I 
grasped  her  loose  dress  and  started 
off.  Nothing  rough,  but  like  a fancy 
character  dance.  After  a short  dis- 
tance at  the  request  of  her  mother 
I released  my  hold,  but  reported  the 
matter  at  the  Station.  I was  told  be- 
fore I could  make  any  arrest  1 would 
have  to  put  up  some  signs.  To  comply 
with  this  requirement  I painted  some 
signs  and  nailed  them  up.  I then  in- 
formed the  trespassers  that  1 had  to 
place  these  against  my  own  wishes, 
hut  that  they  would  find  each  one  on 
active  duty,  and  each  one  of  them  had 
the  kick  of  an  army  mule.  Bobbed 
and  unbobbed  bandits  included. 

These  youngsters  are  suffering  from 
a state  of  mind.  They  think  the  whole 
police  force  headed  by  the  chief  could 
not  stop  them.  (Want  to  stop  us? 
Try  and  do  it!) 

As  a matter  of  fact  a few  men  in 
plain  clothes  could  perform  a painless 
operation  with  the  right  dope.  They 
would  change  this  attitude  to

Mr.  Bushnell  compared  this  service  ns 
fully  as  important  as  any  our  citizens 
weie  called  upon  to  perform  during 
the  great  war.

At  tlie  time  of  the  Smyrna  tragedy, 
two  years  ago  next  month,  the  Ameri- 
can teachers  at  the  girls'  school,  known 
as  the  American  Collegiate  Institute, 
and  a good  many  of  tile  Greek  and  Ar- 
menian students,  were  rescued  by 
American  ships  in  the  harbor  and  were 
taken  across  the  Agean  to  Atliaus. 
The  school  building  and  all  the  equip- 
ment of  many  years'  residence  were 
burned  or  looted  during  those  terrible 
days. 

Last  October  the  school  was  again 
opened  in  Athens  by  these  stame 
dauntless  teachers,  and  with  so  many 
of  t lie  former  Greek  and  Armenian 
pupils  that  each  class  of  a Junior  Col- 
lege was  represented,  among  the  SO 
students  who  had  been  earnestly  wait- 
ing for  the  school  thus  transplanted 
to  open  its  doors. 

Miss  Annie  E.  Pinneo,  one  of  the 
teachers  and  the  special  missionary 
of  the  Woman's  Association  of  Eliot 
Church,  is  in  this  country  for  the  slim- 
mer and  is  collecting  books  to  carry 
back  with  her  to  replace  the  library 
destroyed  in  Smyrna.

POLICE  COURT 


CITY  CLERK’S  OFFICE 


On  the  night  of  July  13,  tlie  New- 
ton liquor  squad  under  Sergeants 
Thomas  Leehan  and  Andrew  Moran 
started  a cleanup  of  the  city.

Tlie  house  at  51 
Oak  avenue  was  raided  and  about  300 
gallons  of  wine  in  six  barrels  was 
carted  from  the  cellar,  out  into  tlie 
wagon  and  into  the  cellar  nt  head- 
quarters. 

Alderman  George  M.  Heathcote. 
counsel  for  the  defendents,  found 
that  all  of  the  wine  seized  was  not 
the  property  of  the  Cappellos,  and 
Saturday  morning  n hearing  was 
held  before  Judge  Bacon,  who  found 
that  about  90  gallons  of  the  wine  in 
separate  barrels  was  the  property  of 
two  boarders  at  the  home  of  Cappello. 
and  the  illegally  seized  liquor  was  or- 
dered returned. 

Savprio  Carnivale  of  41  Faxon 
street.  Newton,  who  was  arrested 
August  13.  was  tried  Tuesday  morn- 
ing before  Judge  Bacon  and  given  a 
fine  and  suspended  jail  sentence.  Car- 
nlvale’s  home  was  raided  by  Ser- 
geants Leehan  and  Moran  and  Patrol- 
men C.  Feeley  and  T.  Riley.  A small 
quantity  of  liquor  was  seized.  Carni-

Real  Traffic  Troubles 

There  are  no  traffic  police  on  duty 
in  Bermuda,  motor  cars  being  prohib- 
ited by  law.  The  police  are  a con- 
spicuous feature  of  the  landscape, 
however,  with  their  natty  blue  uni- 
forms and  tlie  distinctive  blue  and 
white  striped  duty  band  on  the  left 
sleeve  at  the  wrist,  reminding  one  of 
tlie  metropolitan  police  In  London.

sea  life  below  them  in  wnter  which  is 
perfectly  clear,  although  it  may  he  30 
or  40  .feet  to  the  bottom,  says  a Ber- 
muda letter  to  tlie  Brooklyn  Engle. 

Every  Wednesday  there  Is  n rece|v 
tlon  nml  5 o’clock  ten  nt  the  gov- 
ernor's house,  to  which  nil  visitors  to 
the  islands  are  welcome  and  the  mili- 
tary band  is  on  duty  nt  some  place  or 
other  every  day.  One  of  tlie  favorite 
resorts  Is  Elbow  bench,  on  tlie  south 
shore,  where  there  Is  only  one  narrow 
strip  of  coral  reef  between  tlie  bathers 
nnd  the  lirond  Atlantic,  and  waves 
come  rolling  In  sometimes  20  feet 
high. 

On  account  of  the  long  nnrrow  shape 
of  tlie  Island  the  dlstnnees  are  usually 
Inconvenient.  For  example,  It  Is  ’six 
miles  from  tlie  principal  hotels  to  the 
most  popular  golf  links,  nnd  wlint  with 
transportation,  greens  fees,  caddies, 
luncheons,  liquid  refreshments  and 
tips,  .$10  n day  will  hnrdly  cover  the 
expenses  nt  either  of  the  more  popu- 
lar courses,  Riddell’s  bny  nnd  Tucker’s 
Island.  At  St.  George,  on  the  other 
hand,  which  Is  two  hours’  ride  by  car- 
riage from  Hamilton,  nnd  where  the 
links  are  not  more  than  five  minutes’ 
walk  from  the  hotel,  the  greens  fees 
are  only  $1  a day  for  four  persons. 

Little  Bell  Used  by 

the  Japanese  Newsboy 

Here  and  there,  sometimes  incon- 
gruously mingled  with  the  practices 
of  Westernism,  the  characteristics  of 
tlie  old,  the  romantic,  the  picturesque 
Japan  remain  to  attruct  and  to  en- 
thrall the  foreigner.  Although  the 
Japanese  newspapers  are  printed  in 
strange  fantastic  characters,  writes  a 
correspondent  of  the  London  Times, 
they  help  to  spread  a veneer  of  the 
West  over  the  Far  East,  hut  when 
Japan  sells  Its  newspapers  the  thin- 
ness of  the  veneer  becomes  nt  once 
apparent. 

Here  we  have  no  ronring  boys  rush- 
ing through  traffic-crowded  streets  and 
bawling  the  latest  tidings  Into  the  air. 
A special  edition  of  an  evening  paper 
is  a gogai,  and  tlie  blue-clad  coolie 
who  sells  it  on  the  streets  may  he 
eighteen  years  old  or  eighty,  but  Ids 
procedure  Is  ever  the  same.  He  lopes 
along  with  his  ’’specials”  (the  size  of 
half  a sheet  of  notepnper),  and  for  the 
piercing  yell  of  the  London  newsboy 
he  substitutes  the  ringing  of  a tiny 
handbell.  And,  even  though  there  are 
many  hells  rung  through  every  hour 
in  every  Japanese  city,  none  can  he 
mistaken  for  that  of  the  gogul  man. 

The  first  news  of  tlie  death  of  Pres- 
ident Harding  and  news  of  tlie  death 
of  Viscount  Kato  were  spread  through 
the  capital  of  Japan  by  the  tinkling 
of  little  hells.

Indian  Tribe  Believed 

Men  Changed  to  Brutes 

The  Santa  Barbara  Channel  In- 
dians, before  the  inlliiences  of  white 
civilization  came  among  them,  be- 
lieved Just  the  opposite  of  tlie  modern 
theory  of  evolution,  according  to  J.  I’. 
Harrington  of  tlie  Museum  of  t ho 
American  Indian,  says  the  Santa  Bar- 
bara (Cal.)  correspondent  of  the  New 
York  Post. 

These  Indians,  said  Harrington, 
thought  that  all  tlie  animals  once  lmd 
been  people  and  had  attained  tlielr 
various  forms  by  a slow  process  of 
evolution.  There  had  been  n time,  nc- 
cordlng  to  the  lore,  when  people  were 
the  only  form  of  life.  Gradually  the 
"first  people"  came  to  resemble  cer- 
tain nnitnuls,  into  which  they  event- 
ually turned. 

Tlie  ancestor  of  tlie  owl  was  said  to 
have  been  tin  ordinary-looking  Ind'nn, 
but  rnther  fat  and  hairy  and  with  n 
habit  of  Inserting  tlie  syllables  "muliu” 
between  Ills  words.  The  bullsnnke 
had  been  an  excessively  thin  Indian, 
with  shifty  eyes,  n fleet  runner.  The 
coyote,  the  most  popular  nnlmnl,  was 
declared  still  to  resemble  nn  Indian 
man,  though  It  was  admitted,  Ids 
hands  had  become  pnws.  Ills  nose  pro- 
jected rather  fnr,  Ills  lips  were  black 
and  he  lmd  grown  n^tail. 

The  medicine  men  used  to  sny  the 
coyote  still  hnd  tuimnn  speech,  though 
he  uttered  little  yelps  between  Ills 
words.  Tills  crenture  was  credited 
with  magic  powers. 

Clock  Made  Wholly  of 

Glass  Except  Springs 

A Bohemian  glass  polisher  has  per- 
formed a wonderful  fent  In  the  glass 
Industry.  He  constructed  n clock, 
which,  with  the  exception  of  tlie 
springs,  Is  made  entirely  of  glass. 

The  glass  plntes  nnd  plllnrs  of  this 
extraordinary  timepiece  nre  bolted  to- 
gether with  glnss  screws.  Tlie  dial 
plate  hands,  slinfts  nnd  cog  wheels 
nre  nil  glnss,  and  glnss  wedges  and 
pins  are  used  for  fastening  the  vari- 
ous pnrts  of  the  running  genr. 

Ail  pnrts  nre  ground  to  tlie  average 
proportions  of  the  metal  pnrts  of  other 
clocks  of  the  same  size.  The  teeth  of 
the  cog  wheels  are  cut  with  minute 
exactness,  only  the  bnlnnce  wheel  be- 
ing heavier  and  thicker  than  It  Is  In 
an  ordinary  clock.  The  key  with 
which  tlie  clock  Is  wound  Is  also  of 
glnss.  Many  of  the  pnrts  had  to  be 
made  over  nnd  over  again  before  n 
clock  that  would  go  nnd  keep  time 
was  produced. — The  Pathfinder. 


Prison  Built  by  Convicts 

The  work  of  convicts  and  other  pris- 
oners Is  not  allowed  to  compete  with 
the  work  of  honest  men,  but  prisoners 
may  surely  l>e  allowed  to  build  their 
own  place  of  Incarceration. 

Thnt  was  what  nctually  happened  In 
the  case  of  Wormwod  Scrubhs  prison, 
says  the  London  Tlt-Blts.  Before  a 
stone  or  brick  was  laid,  however,  tlie 
plans  hnd  to  he  drawn,  nnd  this  task 
was  entrusted  to  n convict. 

This  done,  the  building  was  erected 
entirely  by  convict  labor,  nnd,  ns  It 
contains  1,381  cells,  built  nt  nn  aver- 
age cost  of  £70  7 shillings  each,  both 
tlie  task  nnd  the  cost  were  no  small 
matters. 

The  total  number  of  bricks  used 
wns  35,000,000.  weighing  120,000  tons, 
and  every  brick  wns  made  by  convicts. 
The  total  cost  of  the  building  wns 
£07,000.

DEATH  OF  FORMER  RESIDENT 

Edward  Bangs  Drew  of  Cambridge, 
retired  commissioner  of  the  Imperial 
Maritime  Customs  of  China,  and  a 
former  resident  of  West  Newton,  died 
suddenly  Saturday  at  Cotuit,  Cape 
Cod,  his  summer  home.  He  was  for 
many  years  connected  with  the  cus- 
toms service  of  China.  He  was  born 
at  Orleans.  August  24,  IS-.'J,  the  son 
of  Benjamin  Bangs  Drew,  a Boston 
teacher  and  author.  He  was  grad- 
uated from  Boston  Latin  School,  and 
after  studies  at  Harvard,  received 
the  degree  of  A.  B.  summa  cum  laude 
from  that  institution  in  1863,  and  the 
degree  of  A.  M..  in  1868.  He  had  al- 
ready begun  the  study  of  law,  and 
was  intending  to  practice  in  Boston, 
when  he  entered  the  Chinese  customs 
service.  The  Chinese  emperor  con- 
ferred on  him  the  button  of  the  Sec- 
ond Runk  and  the  decoration  of  the 
Double  Dragon,  second  division.  In 
1896  Mr.  Drew  was  secretary  of  the 
embassy  of  Li  Hung  Chang  to  the 
United  Stutes.  During  his  occasional 
visits  to  this  country  he  lectured  on 
Chinese  conditions.  He  was  former 
president  of  the  Royal  Asiatic  Society 
of  Shanghai  and  fellow  of  the  Eastern 
Asiatic  Society  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Drew  was  married  in  1874  to 
Abbie  Anna  Davis  of  West  Newton. 
Six  children  were  born  to  them  in 
China,  but  received  their  education  in 
this  country.  The  eldest  son.  Charles 
Drew,  a graduate  of  the  Institute  of 
Technology,  spent  many  years  in  the 
service  of  the  Mexican  Central  Rail- 
road. The  eldest  daughter,  a grad- 
uate of  Radcliffe,  married  Professor 
Babbitt  of  Harvard. 

Mr.  Drew  was  a member  of  the 
Harvard,  Travellers.  Colonial  and  Ex- 
aminer Clubs,  and  his  Cambridge  resi- 
dence was  at  48  Garden  street.

It  lias  happened  inure  than  once  that 
a Japanese  baby  lias  howled  and 
shrieked  In  terror  at  the  sight  of  u 
beautiful,  fulr-lmlred.  blue-eyed  girl. 

This  may  strike  you  as  comic  or 
tragic,  but  It  Is  a fact.  Japanese  stand- 
arils  of  feminine  beauty  are  different 
from  ours. 

A Japanese  beauty  must  have 
straight,  black  hair.  Should  she  have 
the  misfortune  to  possess  hair  with 
the  slightest  tendency  to  wave,  she 
will  take  endless  trouble  to  straighten 
It  out— ns  much  trouble,  In  fact,  as  an 
American  girl  would  take  to  produce 
the  opposite  effect. 

Her  face  should  he  nnrrow  and 
long;  her  forehead  high  and  narrow 
at  the  middle,  but  wider  and  lower  at 
the  sides,  so  that  It  corresponds  as 
nearly  as  possible  to  the  outline  of 
Fuji,  the  mountain  beloved  by  Japa- 
nese artists. 

Her  eyes,  of  course,  must  he  long 
and  narrow,  slanting  upward  nt  the 
Corners ; the  eyebrows  mere  shadows, 
and  high  above  the  eyes;  her  complex- 
ion ivory-white  with  little  or  no  color. 

The  Japanese  girl  carries  her  bend 
and  shoulders  slightly  forward,  and 
inclines  her  bod^  forward  from  t lie 
waist.  Site  walks  with  short,  quirk 
steps,  her  toes  turned  in  and  her  feet 
hardly  lifted  from  the  ground.  To 
•walk  otherwise  would  lie  Immodest  I — 
Philadelphia  Inquirer. 


Heart  Is  Injured  by 

America’s  Swift  Pace 

More  deaths  occur  today  in  America 
from  various  diseases  of  the  heart 
than  from  any  other  cause,  soys  the 
New  York  Times.  A few  years  ago 
tuberculosis  headed  the  list,  hut  while 
the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause 
have  been  reduced,  those  from  heart 
trouble  of  various  kinds  have  In- 
creased. 

The  decrease  In  the  ravages  of 
tuberculosis  is  explained  by  the  great 
educational  campaigns  carried  on 
throughout  the  country  for  combating 
tlie  evil  and  to  improved  sanitary  con- 
ditions. 

Tlie  Increase  in  heart  troubles  Is  at- 
tributed largely  to  tlie  increasing  pace 
of  modern  life  In  America.  A decade 
ago  tlie  death  rate  from  tuberculosis 
was  159.2  per  100,000.  At  that  time 
the  death  rate  from  heart  troubles 
was  140.9.  A recent  survey  showed 
tliut  while  tlie  rate  for  tuberculosis 
lias  been  reduced  to  114.2,  that  for 
heart  disease  has  jumped  to  141.9. 

Tlie  highest  fatality  from  heart  dis- 
ease lias  been  found  In  Vermont,  New 
Hampshire  and  .Massachusetts  in  the 
order  named.  The  lowest  death  rate 
is  reported  in  Montuna,  Mississippi, 
Tennessee,  Kentucky  and  Nebraska.  It 
is  Increasing  in  New  York. 


Modernizing  the  Apache 

A campaign  is  uuder  wuy  at  the 
Fort  Apache  Indian  reservation  in 
Arizona  to  Improve  the  living  condi- 
tions of  the  Apache.  Of  all  American 
Indians  he  is  tlie  most  primitive. 
Tenaciously  he  holds  to  the  codes  of 
ids  fathers.  He  has  always  dwelt  in 
tlie  traditional  wigwam.  Tills  tribe 
owns  plenty  of  timber  to  construct 
modern  houses,  and  the  government 
1ms  placed  a sawmill  on  the  reserva- 
tion. The  work  of  construction  will 
be  done  by  the  Indians  themselves, 
under  tlie  supervision  of  qualified  gov- 
ernment employees.  Hardware  and 
general  house-fittings  will  he  pur- 
chased with  funds  belonging  to  the 
tribe. 

Charles  H.  Burke,  commissioner  of 
Indian  affairs,  says  the  Indians  seem 
to  he  Interested  In  the  proposed  chnnge 
and  It  is  probable  a number  of  modern 
houses  will  he  erected  the  coming  sum- 
mer. The  Apache,  III  the  past,  hal 
been  tlie  most  feared  Indian  on  the 
North  American  continent. 


Roman  Laws  on  Wills 

Tlie  Romans  were  the  first  ancient 
people  to  actually  enact  the  statutory 
laws  regulating  bequests  of  property. 
LTnder  the  earliest  Roman  laws  wills 
were  made  and  declared  in  public, 
were  Irrevocable  and  the  testalor 
therefore  surrendered  free  and  unre- 
stricted sovereignty  over  property  ac- 
quired by  him  prior  to  that  date. 

No  person  other  than  a patrician 
soldier  on  the  eve  of  buttle  was  per- 
mitted to  dispose  of  Ills  property  by 
will.  It  was  only  at  a Inter  date  that 
the  privilege  was  extended  to  the  com- 
mon people. — Detroit  News. 


Aurora  Borealis  Theory 

ITotrncted  researches  Into  the  na- 
ture of  the  Aurora  Borealis,  known 
ns  the  “Northern  Lights,”  lead  Pro- 
fessor Vegnrd  of  Christiania  university 
to  believe  that  Its  essential  character 
Is  nitrogen,  and  say  that  the  green 
line  which  Is  the  chief  feature  of  It 
consists  of  small  particles  of  frozen 
nitrogen  In  the  highest  part  of  the  at- 
mosphere. This  line  appears  when 
frozen  nitrogen  Is  exposed  to  electric 
rays.

Alaska  Porcupine  Owl 

Has  a Foghorn  Voice 

Lore  concerning  the  porcupine  owl, 
which,  us  tlie  tale  runs,  finds  Its  way 
In  fog  by  sound  and,  us  it  travels  the 
frozen  water  courses  of  the  far  North, 
makes  unseasonable  noises  like  those 
of  u steamboat,  lias  been  brought  to 
the  ntutes  by  J.  1*.  Chisholm,  a trap- 
per from  the  upper  Koyukuk  valley, 
Aluska,  and  printed  in  the  Philadel- 
phia North  American. 

“Unlike  the  owls  of  temperate  cli- 
mates," said  Mr.  Chisholm,  “the  por- 
cupine owl  can  see  only  In  daytime. 
He  would  he  Just  as  bud  off  If  lie  could 
see  only  In  the  dark,  because  where  lie 
lives  the  day  and  the  night  are  each 
six  months  long. 

"To  overcome  Ids  blindness  the  por- 
cupine owl  has  received  from  nature 
n vibrant  and  resonant  voice.  At  a 
distance  it  sounds  like  the  whistle  of 
a boat,  and  many  a newcomer  In 
Alaska  has  rushed  to  the  river  looking 
for  a steamer  when  the  boats  were 
frozen  fast  for  the  winter. 

“The  porcupine  owl  uses  his  voice 
as  a mariner  uses  u siren  in  a fog. 
He  hoots  and  then  listens  intently. 
If  there  Is  an  obstruction,  lie  gets 
the  echo.  A man  or  a beast  curries  an 
eclio  to  the  ear  of  tlie  porcupine  oWt. 

“Tills  owl  gets  Ills  name  from  a set 
of  quills  tlmt  weights  him  down  so 
that  he  ennnot  fly.  With  these  quills 
he  ran  fight  a man  or  a fierce  animal 
In  tlie  dark.  In  such  combats  lie  often 
repels  ids  foe." 


Remedy  Finally  Found 

for  Sleeping  Sickness 

Sleeping  sickness  of  Afrlcu  is  not 
the  same  ns  that  known  in  tills  coun- 
try. It  is  caused  usuully  by  tlie  bite 
of  tlie  tsetse  fly,  which  spreads  the 
trypanosomes,  as  the  irritant  germs 
tlmt  cause  tlie  disease  are  called.  The 
problem  was  to  find  some  drug  which 
would  kill  these  trypanosomes  in  tlie 
blood  in  all  parts  of  tlie  body,  ami 
which  would,  at  the  same  time,  not 
harm  tlie  body,  an  exceedingly  diffi- 
cult and  delicate  matter.  Dr.  Wartel 
Jacobs  and  Dr.  Michael  Ileidelberger 
of  tlie  Rockefeller  institute  undertook 
tills  task.  They  took  arsenic  com- 
pounds and  experimented  with  them, 
falling  time  and  again  to  gain  the 
desired  effect,  but  noting  the  results 
carefully  and  altering  the  compound 
63  times,  they  finally  succeeded.  Tlmt 
Is  why  tlie  drug  tryparsnmlde,  used 
with  such  success  ngnlnst  the  sleeping 
sickness  and  paresis,  is  known  as  A63, 
the  sixty-third  arsenic  compound.  The 
first  experiments  were  conducted  on 
nnimals.  nnd  when  tryparsnmlde  had 
proved  its  value,  Dr.  I.oulse  Penree 
went  to  Africa  and  experimented  with 
It  on  tlie  natives. 


Clock  Also  Savings  Bank 

An  American  savings  bank  Is  milk- 
ing a present  of  a clock  to  every  de- 
positor who  opens  nn  account  with  it. 
It  Is  a timepiece  of  a peculiar  kind 
and  Is  really  n combination  of  a clock 
nnd  n safe.  It  Is  alleged  to  keep  ex- 
cellent time  for  24  hours,  according 
to  tlie  Manchester  Guardian.

Mr.  Bacon  was  horn  on  June  27, 
1845.  He  received  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  Newton  and 
as  a young  man  entered  the  iron  and 
steel  business,  being  employed  first  as 
a clerk  in  the  firm  of  Henry  M.  J. 
Johnson  & Co.,  importers  of  iron  and 
steel.  In  tlie  late  sixties  he  formed 
a partnership  with  John  G.  Brown  un- 
der the  firm  name  of  Bacon  & Brown. 
The  partnership  was  dissolved  after 
several  years,  and  Mr.  Bacon  con- 
ducted the  business  alone,  until  his 
two  sons  were  admitted  to  partner- 
ship. At  one  time  Mr.  Bacon  was  one 
of  the  largest  importers  of  Swedish 
iron  and  steel  in  the  United  States, 
and  at  this  period  he  made  frequent 
trips  to  Sweden  in  connection  with 
his  business.  He  had  never  formally 
retired  but  in  recent  years  he  had  not 
devoted  as  much  of  his  time  as  for- 
merly to  his  business. 

Mr.  Bacon  was  prominent  as  a Uni- 
tarian and  had  played  a leading  part 
in  the  building  of  the  West  Newton 
Unitarian  Church.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Exchange  Club,  the  Brae  Burn 
Country  Club  and  the  A'ork  Country 
Club.  His  home  was  at  119  Prospect 
street.  West  Newton.  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  Isabella  Bacon,  two  sons, 
five  grandchildren  and  one  great 
grandchild.  The  sons  are  William  H. 
Bacon  of  West  Newton  and  Josiah  N. 
Bacon  of  Brookline.

Washington.  Aug.  27  Reports  come 

rlckllng  Into  party  headquarters  here 
that  indicate  widespread  uncertainty 
as  to  the  numerical  strength  of  the 
various  parties  In  Congress.  Despite 
the  untiring  eloquence  of  the  profes- 
sional campaigners,  the  real  leaders 
are  pondering  over  the  problem  of  Con- 
gressional control.  The  retirement  of 
Representative  Young,  of  Nortli  Dako 
ta.  to  accept  a Judicial  appointment 
and  the  death  of  Senator  Colt,  of 
Rhode  Island,  narrows  the  Adminis- 
tration’s margin  in  the  legislative  as- 
sembly and  brings  out  a real  light  for 
these  two  seats.  The  two  major  par- 
ties are  equally  concerned  as  both  are 
desirous  of  maintaining  a hold  on  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  government. 
It  is  difficult  for  an  administration  to 
fulfill  campaign  promises  with  a hos- 
tile Congress. 

It  has  been  said  that  it  is  easier  for 
men  to  speak  the  truth  and  that  they 
are  more  inclined  to  do  so  than  utter 
falsehood.  This  popular  maxim  is 
often  reversed  in  politics.  Stories  are 
current  in  Washington  that  the  voters 
are  becoming  more  critical  and  exact- 
ing in  their  demands  for  definite 
statements  on  politics.  This  change 
on  the  part  of  the  public  is  often  a 
source  of  embarrassment  to  “stump" 
speakers,  who  heretofore  have  capital- 
ized heavily  in  the  formation  of  hasty 
conclusions  from  insufficient  data.  The 
extension  of  education  facilities  is 
gradually  reducing  the  number  of  in- 
dividuals who  possess  credulous  dis- 
positions. No  longer  does  the  public 
change  its  opinions  merely  from 
“hearing  voices.”  With  these  mani- 
festations of  having  the  voters  think 
on  problems  which  vitally  affect  their 
civic  life,  there  has  been  an  appre- 
ciable decline  in  the  predictions  of 
campaign  officials.  The  bosses  and 
the  “delivered"  vote  are  elements 
which  are  admittedly  on  their  way  out 
of  American  politics.  There  are  cer- 
tain localities,  however,  where  the  vot- 
ers permit  petty  politicians  to  do  their 
thinking  in  exchange  for  liberal  pat- 
ronage. It  would  require  a remark- 
ably sanguine  temperment  to  contem- 
plate the  complete  abolition  of  these 
factors. 

The  usual  stormy  colloquy  between 
rivals  for  public  offices  is  about  due 
as  the  candidates  begin  their  tours  of 
the  country.  In  fact,  observers  here 
say  that  it  is  high  time  that  the  ac- 
tivity should  he  intensified  to  keep  po- 
tential voters  aroused  until  November. 
The  attitude  taken  by  General  Dawes 
is  taken  to  mean  that  the  Republicans 
will  be  more  aggressive  than  defensive 
in  their  warfare.  The  national  leaders 
located  here  for  the  summer  months 
are  speculating  as  to  the  outcome  of 
the  Dawes  tactics  in  carrying  war  into 
the  LaFollette  camp  which,  the  can- 
didate charged,  was  made  up  of  a 
nondescript  following.  It  is  certain 
that  the  General  did  not  endear  him- 
self to  the  present  Congress  with  his 
complaint  that  the  assembly  had  too 
many  demagogues.  Gov.  Bryan,  the 
Democratic  vice-presidential  nominee, 
lias  taken  a different  attitude  and 
made  a play  for  the  farmer  vote.  He 
has  revived  the  tariff  issue  which,  it 
seems,  was  considered  a relatively 
unimportant  issue,  during  the  pre- 
liminary campaigns.  With  Mr.  LaFol- 
lette and  his  running-mate,  Senator 


Wheeler,  appealing  to  the  farmer 
against  the  bids  of  both  parties,  it  will 
be  noted  that  the  agriculturist  is  a 
mighty  strong  factor  in  deciding  the* 
election.  “ 

While  everybody  is  trying  to  bolster 
up  tiie  economic  condition  of  the 
mrnllsts.  some  are  equally  disturbed 
over  tiie  vote  in  tiie  industrial  centers. 
The  report  of  the  various  Federal  agen- 
cies issued  last  week  shows  that  "hard 
times"  continues  in  all  localities.  Em- 
ployment fell  by  four  per  cent  during 
July  and  wages  took  a drop  of  nearly 
eight  per  cent.  Experts  attrihjite  these 
declines  to  seasonal  changes  such  as 
Inventories  and  vacations.  But,  the 
old-time  campaign  slogan  of  tiie  “full 
dinner-pail"  Is  something  to  consider. 
Economists  have  explanations  for  the 
unemployment  in  “presidential  years" 
but  the  wage-earner,  out  of  a job,  is 
not  easily  convinced.  The  party  man- 
agers have  these  items  to  handle  in 
turning  out  the  vote. 

The  settlement  of  the  reparations 
issue  has  given  rise  to  interesting  dis- 
cussions here  as  to  tiie  possible  effects 
on  tiie  international  issue  upon  the 
electorate,  it  has  been  argued  in  some 
quarters  that  the  readjustment  of 
European  finances  will  lie  too  slow  to 
exercise  any  material  influence  on  the 
coming  election.  It  is  said  that  tin* 
refunding  of  debts  will  eventually  low- 
er taxes  in  this  country.  The  claim 
is  also  advanced  that  balanced  budgets 
are  necessary  before  Europe  can 
square  her  indebtedness  to  tile  United 
States  and  these  steps  cannot  be  ac- 
complished overnight.  The  repara- 
tions subject  will  undoubtedly  provoke 
a controversy  but  domestic  matters 
will  naturally  predominate  in  the  end. 

It  is  reported  that  discussion  is  now 
turning  to  the  possibilities  of  the  pres- 
ent Congress  acting  as  arbiter  of  the 
elections,  assuming  that  the  LaFollette 
candidacy  will  complicate  matters  in 
the  electoral  college  and  prevent  a de- 
cision. Perhaps,  it  is  said,  the  argu- 
ments will  stir  tiie  public  to  a stage 
wherein  they  will  endeavor  to  make 
their  vote  count.  Tiie  “get-out-the- 
vote”  movement  is  gaining  support 
among  all  parties.

The  National  Editorial  Association  Enjoys  the  Unbound 
ed  Hospitality  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma 


The  renl  serious  work  of  the  As- 
sociation,— for  pleasure  is  not  all  our 
object  in  making  these  annual  pil- 
grimages —was  ilone  in  Oklahoma  City, 
and  which  was  our  next  stop  after  the 
delightful  day  at  Bristow. 

Here,  again,  we  were  greeted  with 
a band  on  our  arrival  at  the  railroad 
station  and  taken  to  the  Hucklns  Ho- 
tel, our  headquarters  for  a three  days’ 
stay  In  this,  the  capital  of  the  state. 

Our  program  was  contained  in 
a pamphlet  hearing  a huge,  extended 
hand  on  the  front  cover  with  the 
words  “Howdy.  Editors:  Welcome  to 
Oklahoma  City.’’  Inside  the  first  page 
had  the  following  greeting:  Editors  of 
America.  No  artist  yet  has  painted  a 
picture  of  Oklahoma  City’s  Heart  of 
Hospitality.  So  we  are  compelled  to 
offer  you.  in  picture,  only,  our  hand 
of  Welcome.  We  can  show  you.  how- 
ever, during  your  visit,  the  spirit  of 
each  Oklahoma  City  heart  toward  you 
— representatives  of  a great  profession 
than  which  there  is  no  greater:  and 
to  make  this  spirit  so  plain  that  the 
memory  of  it  shall  never  he  effaced 
is  our  hope  for  the  days  and  nights 
of  your  stay  among  us.  Your  welcome 
is  as  broad  as  our  verdant  fields,  as 
pure  as  the  untainted  atmosphere  that 
God  vouchsafed  us,  and  as  warm  as 
our  sunny  skies.  That  your  joy  while 
here  may  be  unalloyed  is  our  wish. 
Oklahoma  City.” 

This  welcome  was  certainly  borne 
out  during  our  three  days’  visit  to  the 
metropolis  of  the  state,  for  Oklahoma 
city  is  not  only  the  capital  but  it  is 
the  largest  city  of  the  state,  our  rank- 
ing Tulsa  by  a few  disputed  thousands. 

The  various  organizations  vied  with 
each  other  in  entertaining  us.  At  our 
first  breakfast  we  were  guests  of  the 
Rotary  and  Cosmopolitan  clubs,  the 
next  morning,  the  Kiwanis,  Civitian 
and  Exchange  clubs  were  the  hosts, 
while  on  the  third  morning,  the  Lions, 
Co-operative  and  Optimist  clubs  were 
in  charge.  The  display  of  flowers 
was  most  lavish  at  each  breakfast, 
and  If  we  were  to  choose  a nick  name 
for  the  state,  it  would  certainly  be 
called  the  "land  of  roses.” 

With  the  business  sessions,  my  read- 
ers will  have  hut  little  interest,  as 
most  of  tlie  papers  and  the  discussions 
centered  around  newspaper  problems. 
Our  president.  Mr.  Wallace  Odell,  of 
Tarrytown,  N.  Y„  in  his  annual  ad- 
dress made  a strong  plea  for  law  en- 
forcement which  met  with  the  hearty 
approval  of  all  present,  and  which  was 
largely  quoted  thruout  the  country. 

Our  luncheon  the  first  day  was 
served  in  the  Masonic  temple,  and  we 
were  the  guests  of  the  leading  news- 
paper of  the  city,  the  Daily  Okla- 
homan. assisted  by  the  Oklahoma  City 
Times  and  the  Oklahoma  Farmer 
Stockman. 

The  Temple  was  built  about  a year 
ago  at  a cost  of  one  and  a half  million 
dollars.  It  is  principally  of  white 
marble  four  stories  high  and  of  mas- 
sive. and  imposing  architecture.  We 
were  shown  all  over  the  building  and 
marveled  in  its  appointments  ami- 
beauty.  It  has  two  immense  auditori- 
ums, several  lodge  rooms,  numerous 
cluti  rooms  and  an  immense  banquet 
hall.  All  the  floors  throughout  are 
covered  with  the  richest  of  carpetings, 
giving  an  air  of  luxury  and  artistic 
taste. 

At  the  close  of  the  afternoon  ses- 1 
sion,  we  took  the  Interurban  line  for 
a trip  to  Guthrie,  the  first  capital  of 
the  slate,  and  which  to  this  day  be- 
lieves that  Oklahoma  City  stole  that 
honor  away  from  it. 

The  residents  of  Guthrie  certainly 1 


showed  us  wonderful  hospitality. 
Leaving  the  station  in  a motorcade 
of  a hundred  cars  we  were  shown 
about  a charming  residential  city,  and 
at  a large  conservatory,  each  lady  was 
presented  with  a half  dozen  carna- 
tions. 

Tlie  most  important  feature  of 
Guthrie  is  the  Scottish  Rite  temple, 
not  yet  finished  and  on  which  three 
million  dollars  has  already  been  ex- 
pended. 

The  building  occupies  a command- 
ing position  at  the  head  of  Oklahoma 
avenue,  one  wing  of  it  being  the 
original  Capitol  building.  It  covers 
a ground  space  of  one  and  a half  city 
blocks  and  is  built  of  Indiana  lime- 
stone, the  architecture  being  of  the 
Greek  Doric  order.  The  main  lobby 
or  corridor  is  52  feet  wide  and  190 
feet  long  which  was  utilized  in  the 
evening  for  a dance  for  our  party.  The 
main  auditorium  seats  3500  people  and 
is  fully  as  large  as  the  auditorium  of 
the  Boston  theatre  and  much  more 
ornate.  The  stage  is  62x90  feet  larger 
than  almost  any  theatre  in  the  coun- 
try and  none  is  fitted  with  more  beau- 
tiful scenery.  During  the  evening  en- 
tertainment we  were  shown  several 
of  these  settings  used  in  the  work  of 
the  order,  one  of  these  showing  Christ 
ascending  into  Heaven  surrounded  by 
a group  of  angels  while  the  apostles 
stand  about  in  awe  struck  wonder, 
one  of  the  most  beautifnl  and  im- 
pressive scenes  that  we  have  ever 
seen.  On  another  floor  is  another 
auditorium  which  will  accommodate 
400  or  500  and  is  used  for  class  work. 

There  are  numerous  other  lodge 
rooms  on  different  floors  for  the  use 
of  the  Eastern  Star  and  other 
branches  of  the  order,  parlors  and 
rest  rooms,  billiard  rooms,  library 
and  other  rooms  in  bewildering  vari- 
ety. 

The  Blue  lodge  room  is  particular- 
ly effective  in  its  black  marble  floor 
imported  from  Belgium  and  the 
white  marble  finish  from  King  Solo- 
mon’s quarries  in  Palestine.  There 
are  of  course  many  Masonic  emblems 
used  in  the  decorations  and  the  win- 
dows are  of  art  glass  in  beautiful  de- 
signs many  of  them  memorials  to 
prominent  members  of  the  order. 
Entrance  to  the  building  is  through 
massive  doors  of  bronze.  One  of  the 
exterior  architechural  features  are  the 
immense  stone  pillars  on  the  front  37 
feet  high  and  weighing  70  tons  each. 
It  is  estimated  that  10,000  people  can 
he  comfortably  accommodated  in  this 
building  at  one  time.  The  dining  room 
accommodates  1500  at  one  sitting. 
The  Scottish  Rite  bodies  of  Guthrie 
have  a membership  of  over  13,000  (and 
the  entire  cost  of  this  magnificent 
building  has  been  subscribed  by  the 
members  of  the  order. 

At  6 o’clock  that  evening  a splen- 
did banquet  was  served  the  party  in 
the  main  dining  hall  and  during  the 
serving  the  High  School  orchestra  of 
about  30  pieces  rendered  a concert 
program  from  the  balcony  and  played 
with  the  skill  of  a symphony.  After 
dinner  an  adjournment  was  made  to 
the  main  auditorium  where  a fine  en- 
tertainment was  given  and  an  illus- 
tration given  of  the  wonderful  light- 
ing effects  of  the  auditorium  which 
were  beautiful  beyond  description. 
The  revelation  that  this  building 
brought  to  us  was  so  impressive  that 
it  will  long  remain  fresh  in  memory. 

After  the  entertainment  the  party 
were  invited  to  dance  but  the  major- 
ity were  quite  ready  to  return  to  Ok- 
lahoma City  and  call  it  a day.

rilE  UY FIELD  CASE 


This  celebrated  legal  battle  seems 
to  be  nearing  a settlement  of  some 
kind.  Last  week,  a hearing  was  held 
befrjre  Judge  McLeod  of  the  Superior 
Court,  who  refused  to  enjoin  the  city 
from  taking  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty which  is  now  delaying  the  com- 
pletion of  tiie  Underwood  School  on 
Eldreilge  street,  Newton.

The  city  solicitor  thereupon  in- 
structed a deputy  sheriff  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  property  which  was 
done  on  Wednesday,  and  he  is  now 
engaged  in  packing  up  the  furniture 
preliminary  to  tearing  down  the 
house. 

An  appeal  is  still  pending  on  this 
matter  but  such  appeal  does  not  de- 
lay taking  possession  by  the  city 
authorities.

ONE  THING  AND  ANOTHER

Wo  abominate  a scold.  For  that  rea- 
son we  like  to  think  that  whatever  we 
say  In  rebuke  of  the  shortcomings  of 
others  Is  nothing  more  or  less  than 
friendly  suggestion.  Hut  perhaps  some- 
thing stronger  is  necessary  in  order  to 
emphasize  the  point  we  have  In  mind. 
However,  we  shall  allow  ottr  readers 
to  determine  for  themselves  how  they 
think  we  should  characterize  our  ob- 
servations. Something  should  he  said, 
rather  emphatically,  by  some  one  re- 
garding tlte  lack  of  public  interest  in 
the  proceedings  of  the  special  commit- 
tee of  the  Legislature  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate the  problems  of  motor  vehicle 
operation  on  the  highways,  reckless 
driving,  drunken  operators,  etc.  When 
we  say  “lack  of  public  interest"  we  do 
not  refer  to  the  special  committee  nor 
to  conscientious  State,  city  and  town 
officials  who  are  wrestling  with  these 
problems  every  day  and  who  would 
like  to  lie  aided  in  obtaining  some  rea- 
sonable solution.  The  public  them- 
selves are  to  blame.  They  talk  and 
assert  frequently  what  in  their  opinion 
should  be  done  by  this  or  that  agency 
or  authority.  Some  even  write  letters 
to  newspapers.  In  fact,  if  hard  pressed 
for  a topic  of  conversation  among  a 
piazza  group,  it  is  "sure  fire"  when  the 
subject  of  automobile  accidents  is 
brought  up.  One  after  the  other  will 
cite  examples  of  reckless  driving,  of 
failure  of  law  enforcement,  of  discrim- 
ination and  so  on.  But  how  many  of 
these  people  will  take  the  trouble  to 
go  to  the  State  House  and  express 
their  views  before  a special  committee 
whose  members  have  come  from  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  State  and  who,  serving 
without  pay,  are  really  doing  a public 
service  in  tackling  the  subject  for  the 
good  of  the  commonwealth.  It  is  hard, 
yes,  impossible  to  persuade  the  average 
citizen  that  what  he  might  have  to  say 
would  he  gladly  listened  to  by  these 
legislators.  Happily  the  present  spe- 
cial committee  has  invited  a number 
of  prominent  men  and  women  to  give 
their  views.  These  have  been  forth- 
coming and  of  much  help.  The  com- 
mittee is  even  going  to  hold  hearings 
in  different  sections  of  the  State  to 
accommodate  those  who  really  care  to 
make  their  ideas  known.  But,  after 
all,  the  committee  is  almost  placed  in 
the  position  of  “drumming-up  busi- 
ness" and  that  is  far  from  an  ideal 
state  of  affairs.  People  who  can’t  at- 
tend the  hearings  should  at  least  write 
letters.  If  they  don't  do  one  thing  or 
the  other  what  right  have  they  to  com- 
plain? It  may  he  all  very  well  to  “let 
George  do  it,”  but  citizens  must  not 
find  fault  with  "George"  if  he  fails  to 
carry  out  some  of  their  pet  theories 
which  they  so  successfully  manage  to 
keej)  from  him. 


Among  the  names  of  cottages  that 
we  have  seen  this  Summer  one  has  im- 
pressed us  so  deeply  we  must  write  of 
it.  We  refer  to  the  “Sleep  & Eat," 
the  location  of  which  is  not  essential. 
It  might  be  located  most  anywhere  and 
still  be  a fitting  name.  It  is  our  opin- 
ion that  “Sleep  & Eat"  is  truthfully  de- 
scriptive. Furthermore,  we  maintain 
that  a descriptive  title  such  as  this  is 
much  more  worth  while  than  most 
cottage  names  we  have  seen.  We  would 
like  to  organize  a campaign  for  appro- 
priate cottage  names  and  if  it  weren't 
that  Summer  is  practically  over  we 
might  venture  upon  such  an  under- 
taking. We  are  weary  of  "Primrose,” 
“Adella,"  "Ocean  View.”  “Hill  Top” 
and  the  like.  Even  if  the  owner's  es- 
thetic feelings  are  to  be  sacrificed  we 
still  insist  upon  truthful  names.  To 
assist  proprietors  we  gladly  offer  some 
names  that  we  know  would  better  fit 
the  situation  than  such  vague  titles 
as  are  now  so  commonly  used.  Here 
is  a partial  list  of  our  creating: 

“Mosquitoes’  Mecca." 

“Let-Us-Be." 

“Neighbors-R-Noisy.” 

"Gaining  Weight.” 

"Too-Many-C'ailers.” 

"Seldom  In." 

"Bring  Your  Own  Eats." 

“Don't  Bother  Us." 

"Home  of  Jazz." 

“Sunburned  and  Sore.” 

"Squeaky  Beds.” 

Of  course  the  possibilities  are  un- 
limited and  quite  easy  for  truly  orig- 
inal minds  with  which  we  would  not 
presume  to  compete.  We  merely  lay 
before  our  readers  such  as  have 
popped  into  our  head  hoping,  as  the 
lecturers  say,  that  “you  may  take  this 
thought  home  with  you.” 


It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  the 
state  of  mind  of  a Newton  resident, 
who.  in  a letter  to  the  Graphic  recent- 
ly. complained  of  frequent  acts  of  tres- 
pass upon  her  property.  It  never  oc- 
curred to  us  that  It  was  partly  a racial 
problem,  as  iter  letter  would  imply, 
and  we  are  not  prepared  to  accept  that 
view.  We  cun  state  of  our  own  knowl- 
edge that  malicious  mischief  has  been 
committed  by  children  of  some  of  our 
so-called  “best  families"  whose  ances- 
tors would  never  have  countenanced 
such  depredations.  We  think  that  luck 
of  consideration  for  others  may  exist 
in  the  minds  of  some  children  regard- 
less of  their  parentage.  It  is  our  opin- 
ion that  there  must  be  some  way  of 
making  it  plain  to  these  youngsters 
that  the  property  rights  of  other  peo- 
ple are  to  he  respected.  We  doubt  if 
fear  of  the  police  or  court  punishment 
will  accomplish  this.  It  is  the  spirit 
of  boys  to  Invite  a “chase”  front  a 
householder  or  even  a “cop,’  providing 
a safe  start  is  obtained.  If  memory 
serves  us  we  ourselves  participated  in 
several  "sprints"  which  were  success- 
ful in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  really 
deserved  a good  spanking.  However, 
the  actual  act  of  larceny  Is  different 
from  plain  annoyance  of  a property 
owner.  We  recall  that  our  “gang"  wus 
satisfied  merely  with  “starting  some- 
thing" and  had  no  thought  of  stealing. 
We  believe  that  theft  is  a serious  mat- 
ter and  should  lie  prevented.  The  sug- 
gislion  that  "plain  clothes"  officers 
might  lie  assigned  to  watch  orchards  is 
not  so  laid.  Just  how  it  would  work 
out  we  are  not  prepared  to  say,  hut  we 
think  there  is  enough  merit  in  Hie  idea 
lo  have  it  tried  for  a time  ut  least. 
With  the  approach  of  autumn  and 
ripened  fruit  Hie  temptation  is  certain 
to  lie  strong.  Those  wiio  cannot  resist 
it  should  lie  submitted  to  forceful  per- 
suasion. We  firmly  believe  it  to  be  a 
civic  problem/  especially  In  our  own 
city  where  there  are  many  gardens

and  orchards,  and  would  like  to  see 
somebody  undertake  to  "teach  the 
young  idea  how  to  shoot”  straight  and 
not  "crooked.” 


It  strikes  us  that  next  week  is  going 
to  be  one  of  much  speech-making, 
shouting,  argument,  red-fire,  etc.,  in 
short  a case  of  “rally  round  the  can- 
didate." Newton  will  not -share  the 
excitement  of  Boston  and  other  larger 
cities  because  its  citizens  are  not 
keen  for  corner  gatherings.  Nor  is 
there  a scramble  on  for  county  offices 
such  as  now  obtains  in  Boston.  In 
Suffolk  county  nine  active  Democrats 
seek  one  nomination — that  of  candi- 
date for  Register  of  Probate  and  In- 
solvency. The  contest  is  sharp  be- 
cause the  nomination  is  equivalent  to 
election.  Several  of  the  nine  we  know 
quite  intimately.  Each  with  whom  we 
have  talked  has  assured  us  he  was 
going  to  win.  One  genuinely  witty  at 
all  times,  said,  "I  have  eight  other 
candidates  to  run  against  but  no  op- 
position.” We  thought  that  a neat  way 
of  dismissing  his  rivals.  It  happens 
that  Newton  is  to  witness  a primary 
contest  of  four  well-known  citizens 
who  seek  three  seats.  One  must  lose, 
of  course.  That  may  seem  extraordin- 
ary in  our  well-ordered  city,  but 
what  would  our  citizens  do  if  they 
lived  in  some  of  the  several  Suffolk 
county  Representative  districts?  Think 
of  thirteen  men  contesting  for  three 
places!  That  is  the  situation  in  one 
part  or  Boston.  In  another  district 
ten  men  are  battling  for  two  places. 
These  are  not  the  only  big-field  fights 
in  progress  in  Boston.  The  politicians 
there  "go  after"  the  job.  However,  we 
are  not  at  this  writing  disposed  to 
discuss  the  open  primary  system  and 
its  faults  and  benefits.  What  we  would 
like  to  say  is  that  a political  contest 
is  not  always  a pretty  thing  to  wit- 
ness, in  our  opinion.  Yet  we  are  un- 
able to  answer  the  man  who  says, 
"Hasn't  anybody  a right  to  run  if  he 
wants  to?”  If  we  did  attempt  a reply 
it  would  be.  “Yes,  but  why  should  he 
want  to  run?”  and  that  would  not 
answer  at  all.  What  has  impressed  us 
is  the  old  stuff,  "I  charge  my  oppon- 
ent with — .”  That  is  almost  as  amus- 
ing as  the  declaration  of  a candidate 
that  he  Is  "fighting  the  machine.”  He 
usually  springs  this  after  he  has  got- 
ten together  about  all  the  friends  he 
could  assemble,  formed  committees, 
held  meetings,  urged  all  acquaintances 
to  vote  for  him  and  employed  every 
possible  device  to  enlist  followers. 
Even  then  he  accuses  the  other  fellow 
of  being  the  machine  candidate.  As 
far  as  we  can  observe  no  real  candi- 
date admits  anything.  His  cry  is 
“Your  machine”  and  “My  organiza- 
tion.” all  of  which  is  after  all  un- 
conscious humor,  isn't  it?

Dour  Sir  I want  to  thank  you  very 
much  for  printing  my  letter  in  regard 
to  treapiiMH  in  last  week's  issue  of 
your  paper.  Newton  Is  going  to  have 
an  Italian  Mayor  and  Chief  of  Police. 

No,  not  right  away,  lint  some  time 
in  tlie  next  ten  years.  The  trend  of 
tilings  heads  that  way.  . It  behooves 
us,  therefore,  to  see  that  proper  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  training  for 
these  offices, — that  the  young  people 
are  imbued  with  the  right  attitude 
toward  the  rights  of  their  fellow  citi- 
zens. 

I first  liecnme  interested  in  Ital- 
ians when  somebody  informed  me  that 
they  could  frighten  one  stiff.  As  I 
had  never  experienced  fright  limp  or 
stiff  I became  interested.  I have 
never  experienced  such  frigiit  yet. 
It  Is  one  of  the  standing  jokes  among 
Italians  that  they  can  get  away  with 
almost  anything  because  Americans 
are  afraid  of  them. 

Every  Italian  child  is  entitled  to  a 
normal  American  toy  age,  even  if  we 
have  to  apply  It  as  part  of  education- 
al work.  Not  gymnasium  or  athletic 
stunts  but  just  being  a kid. 

Then  when  these  children  are  older, 
especially  the  girls,  there  should  be 
provided  some  recreation.  To  make 
it  plain, — I have  been  told  by  a great 
many  girls  of  seventeen  or  so  that 
they  were  not  allowed  out  to  have  a 
good  time  such  as  skating  because  no 
gootl  girl  should  go  around  free 
handed.  This  advice  was  given  in 
Italian,  generally  by  some  older  wom- 
an with  a distorted  view  of  the  sexes 
Can  you  imagine  it?  Instead  of  talk- 
ing about  going  to  high  school,  they 
are  compelled  lo  think  about  mar- 
riage, thereby  losing  one  of  the  most 
joyous  periods  of  life. 

Don't  you  remember  when  you  went 
to  high  school  and  translated  about 
the  ancient  Italians?  Oh,  the  times 
Oh,  the  prunes!  Or  something  like 
that? 

Well,  if  those  people  are  to  hold 
office  in  public  life  prepare  them  for 
it!  Toys,  fun,  high  school  and  every- 
thing. 

Municipal  management  is  beyond 
me.  It  seems  to  have  an  inter-lock- 
ing, self-clogging  alleged  system,  to 
which  civil  service  opens  the  gates 
of  mystery.  Remember  when  we  used 
to  think  it  a great  joke  when  we  said 
"as  a tinsmith  he  is  a great  street 
cleaner,”  or  words  to  that  effect.
